Stereochemistry. 

By  W.  W.  Taylor,  M.A.,  D.Sc. 
The  Asymmetric  Carbon  Atom. 
TT7"ITH  the  help  of  the  models,  we  may  make  a  survey 
*  '  of  the  isomers  possible  in  the  case  of  a  carbon  atom 
united  with  four  univalent  groups.  There  are  four  cases. 
In  (1)  Caaaa,  in  which  the  four  groups  are  the  same,  and 
(2)  C  a  a  a  b,  in  which  one  group  is  different,  only  one  com- 
pound is  known ;  plane  formulas  and  space  models  indicate 
one  compound.  In  (3)  C  a  a  b  c,  only  two  groups  are  the 
same,  and  only  one  compound  is  known ;  plane  formula 
give  two  isomers —

but,  on  constructing  models,  it  is  at  once  seen  that  there 
are  not  two  compounds.  (4)  C  a  b  c  d  all  the  four  groups 
are  different,  and  the  molecule  is  as  unsymmetrical  as  it  is 
possible  to  be.  In  this  case  plane  formulae  indicate  three 
isomers —

whereas  models  show  only  two,  represented  in  projection  by

It  will  be  observed  that  these  figures  cannot  be  brought  into 
the  same  position,  but  that  each  one  is  the  mirror  image  of 
the  other.  This  can  be  easily  verified  by  holding  a  piece  of 
silvered  glass  upright  between  the  figures,  and  it  will  be 
found  that  the  two  models  possess  the  same  peculiarity. 

This  kind  of  asymmetry  has  already  been  mentioned  in 
connection  with  optically  active  crystals,  in  which  the 
dextrorotatory  and  laevorotatory  crystals  are  enantiomorph. 
The  conclusion  is  not  far  to  seek  that  this  enantiomorphism 
in  the  structure  of  the  molecule  is  connected  with  the  optical 
activity  of  those  substances  which  are  active  in  the  liquid 
state  or  in  solution. 

This  connection  between  molecular  asymmetry  of  the 
carbon  complex  and  optical  activity  may  be  regarded  as 
definitely  established. 

Reference  to  the  formula  of  lactic  acid — 
CH3.C  HOH.COOH 
— shows  that  one  of  its  carbon  atoms  (distinguished,  accord- 
ing to  the  usual  custom,  by  heavy  type)  is  united  to  four 


different  groups,  viz.  -CH3,  -  H,  -OH,  -COOH,  and, 
as  previously  stated,  there  are  two  lactic  acids,  the  one 
being  dextrorotatory,  and  the  other  being  equally  laevo- 
rotatory.  It  will  be  desirable  to  consider,  with  some  degree 
of  detail,  the  various  phenomena  exhibited  by  compounds 
which  contain  only  one  asymmetric  carbon  atom,  and,  so 
far  as  possible,  lactic  acid  will  be  used  by  way  of  illustra: 
tion.

A  wine-and-spirit  licence  has  been  granted  to  Mr.  C.  P. 
Camm,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  New  Buckenham, 
Norfolk. 

The  Board  of  Trade  has  sanctioned  the  use  of  weights  of 
20  lbs.,  10  lbs.,  and  5  lbs.  in  trade,  and  the  necessary 
standards  are  being  prepared.  This  is  counted  a  score  for 
the  decimal  system. 

The  chemist's  medicated-wine  licence  attached  to  the 
business  formerly  carried  on  at  29e  St.  Nicholas  Street, 
Scarborough,  by  Mr.  Fiennes  Foster  has  been,  transferred 
to  Mr.  Robert  Sanby,  chemist  and  druggist. 

A  bronze  plaque  for  the  most  attractive  display  by  a 
trade  exhibitor  at  the  National  Photographic  Exhibition  in 
the  North  of  England  has,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  been 
awarded  to  Messrs.  Reynolds  &  Branson,  Ltd.,  Commercial 
Street,  Leeds. 

Arthur  Devereux,  the  chemist  who  is  accused  of  murder- 
ing his  wife  and  twin  children  at  Harlesden,  was  examined 
by  Dr.  Forbes  Winslow  and  two  other  mental  specialists 
at  Brixton  Prison  on  July  17.  Another  examination  was  to 
take  place  on  July  21. 

The  foundation-stone  of  a  new  chemical  laboratory  at 
Oswestry  School  was  laid  by  Lord  Harlech  on  July  ,17. 
The  laboratory  is  being  built,  at  a  cost  of  1,000^.,  by  Mr,. 
R.  B.  Smale,  an  old  pupil,  and  a  gift  of  250L  for  equipment 
has  been  received  from  the  Rev.  Ambrose  Short,  at  one  time 
headmaster  of  the  school. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  Mr.  W.  Stanley  Scott, 
chemist,  Jarrow,  held  on  June  30,  it  was  agreed  to  execute 
a  deed  of  assignment  in  favour  of  Mr.  Alfred  Eltringham, 
of  A.  Eltringham  &  Davidson,  accountants,  this  course 
being  taken  in  consequence  of  the  proceedings  by  the 
largest  creditor.  The  total  liabilities  are  1,129Z.,  and  the 
assets  360^. 

Arthur  Walters,  a  middle-aged  man,  is  under  remand  at 
Gravesend,  on  a  charge  of  forging  a  death  certificate — that 
is  to  say,  using  on  it  the  name  of  Arthur  Pearcefield  Walters, 
M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  formerly  of  Clifton  and  now  practis- 
ing at  Eigg,  in  the  Hebrides.  The  prisoner  had  actually 
obtained  Dr.  Walters'  birth1  certificate  and  his  medical 
registration  certificate. 

At  Swansea,  on  July  15,  a  man  named  Robinson, 
manager  for  the  district  to  a  firm  of  nurserymen,  was 
charged  with  embezzling  the  moneys  of  his  employers. 
Among  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution  was  Mr.  Luther 
Bye,  chemist  and  druggist,  Ammanford,  to  whom  de- 
fendant had  sold  plants.  After  hearing  other  evidence, 
the  Magistrates  dismissed  the  case.  . 

A  young  electrician  named  Tinning  was  killed  by  an 
explosion,  on  July  11,  at  the  works  of  the  Explosives  and 
Chemical  Products  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bramble  Island,  Essex.  At 
the  inquest,  on  July  14,  Captain  Lloyd,  Inspector  of  Ex- 
plosives, who  had  held  an  inquiry  at  the  works,  said  the 
explosion  had  occurred  through  the  heating  of  nitro- 
glycerin which  had  accumulated  in  the  hollow  tube  of  a 
filter- frame  which  deceased  was  soldering,  and  which  was 
used  for  filtering  nitrate  of  soda. 
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From  the  Sunny  South. 

A  reunion  and  dinner  of  old  Riviera  and  Continental 
chemists'  assistants,  which  it  is  proposed  to  make  an  annual 
affair,  took  place  at  the  Villa- Villa  Restaurant,  Gerrard 
Street,  on  Tuesday  evening,  July  18.  Among  those  pre- 
sent were  Messrs.  C.  Brooks,  T.  Reilly,  McLean,  Wendon, 
Currie,  Taylor,  W.  B.  Falding,  and  Horace  Reeves.  The 
dinner  was  a  great  success,  and  a  most  enjoyable  evening 
was  spent.  Is  is  hoped  that  next  year  the  affair  will  be  more 
representative. 

Analysts' Reports. 
At  Deptford  three  samples  of  milk  of  sulphur  were 
«xamined  during  the  past  fortnight  and  all  were  genuine. 

-The  public  analyst  of  Bethnal  Green  reports  having 
•examined  during  the  past  fortnight  six  samples  of  cam- 
phorated oil,  two  of  which  were  adulterated. 

The  public  analyst  of  Poplar  has  analysed  during  the 
past  fortnight  one  sample  each  of  purified  cream  of  tartar, 
glycerin,  Gregory's  powder,  and  cod-liver  oil.  All  were 
genuine. 

The  public  analyst  of  Lewisham,  in  his  annual  report, 
states  that  during  the  year  a  medical  practitioner  suspected 
poisoning  from  eating  peppermint  lozenges.  Samples  were 
purchased  and  analysed,  the  result  being  that  they  were 
shown  to  be  free  from  all  poisonous  materials.  The  follow- 
ing drugs  were  analysed  in  the  course  of  the  twelve  months  : 
four  samples  of  lime-water,  three  of  olive  oil,  and  one  each 
of  orange-wine,  quinine-wine,  tincture  of  iodine,  and  com- 
pound tincture  of  bark.  All  were  genuine. 
■'■•The  report  of  Mr.  G.  E.  Scott-Smith,  the  Sheffield  city 
analyst,  for  the  quarter  which  ended  June  30  shows  that 
177  samples  were  received  and  analysed  during  that  period. 
Two  samples  of  pepper  and  three  of  ground  ginger  were 
found  to  be  genuine;  and  of  seventeen  samples  of  cam- 
phorated oil  sixteen  were  genuine,  and  the  sample  not  up 
to  standard  contained  only  14  instead  of  21  per  cent,  of 
camphor,  and  mineral  oil  was  substituted  for  olive  oil.  Of 
nineteen  samples  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  sixteen  were 
genuine,  the  remaining  three  samples  containing  only  three- 
fifths,  three-fifths,  and  four-sevenths  of  ethyl  nitrite 
(required.

•schools  for  the  ensuing  half-year. 

The  Winchcombe  Guardians  have  declined  to  pay  the 
workhouse  medical  officer  for  "expensive"  medicines  sup- 
plied to  him. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Kidderminster  Guardians,  on 
:July  11,  it  was  stated  that  the  Board  provided  all  the 
•drugs  required  by  the  medical  officer,  and  the  average  cost, 
over  and  above  cod-liver  oil,  quinine,  and  appliances,  was 
611.  per  annum.  One  year  the  drugs  cost  as  much  as  111/. 
A  Guardian  inquired  how  the  drugs  were  purchased,  and 
the  Clerk  replied  that  they  were  obtained  from  "a  well- 
known  Bristol  firm,"  and  on  the  best  terms  possible. 
Another  Guardian  pointed  out  that  a  resolution  was  passed 
foy  the  Board  that  the  drugs  should  be  obtained  through 
the  local  chemists,  and  he  wished  to  know  why  that  re- 
solution should  not  be  carried  out.  It  was  suggested  that 
the  locally  bought  drugs  might  be  of  inferior  quality,  but 
the  first  speaker  said  that  the  chemists  of  the  town  should 
have  an  opportunity  of  supplying  the  drugs,  and  if  these 
proved  not  of  the  same  quality  as  those  obtained  from 
'  Bristol  the  fault  would  rest  with  the  Kidderminster 
i  chemists.    No  action  was,  however,  taken  in  the  matter.

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  minutes  of  the  Improvement  Committee  presented  to 
the  City  Council  on  Wednesday  contained  a  recorninendation 
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that  notice  to  treat  should  be  served  upon  Messrs.  Boots 
Cash  Chemists  (Eastern),  Ltd.,  in  respect  of  their  lease- 
hold interest  in  their  Shalesmoor  premises,  required  in  con- 
nection with  the  widening  of  Shalesmoor  and  Moorfields. 

The  Sheffield  Pharmacy  Athletic  Club  still  maintains  its 
reputation  for  casualties.  The  President,  Mr.  J.  Gilbert 
Jackson,  early  in  the  cricket  season  had  one  of  his  legs 
badly  hurt,  and  on  July  11  he  had  the  serious  misfortune 
to  break  the  thigh  of  the  same  leg.  He  is  progressing  as 
well  as  can  be  expected,  but  his  doctor  warns  him  that  it 
will  be  three  months  before  he  is  about  again. 

Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  F.C.S.,  and  Councillor  A. 
Russell  Fox,  F.L.S.,  represented  pharmacy  at  the  luncheon 
given  in  honour  of  the  visit  of  the  King  and  Queen  on 
Wednesday,  July  12,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jesse  Boot  were 
also  invited.  Mr.  George  Squire,  Haymarket,  was  among 
the  guests  invited  to  the  garden-party  given  in  the  Weston 
Park,  immediately  adjoining  the  University,  after  the 
opening  ceremony. 

A  local  pharmacist  had  a  curious  peep  back  into  the  seven- 
teenth century  on  Saturday  last,  when  a  woman  came  into 
his  pharmacy  and  purchased  a  pennyworth  of  "  dragon's- 
blood."  She  confided  to  him  the  fact  that  the  daughter  of  a 
neighbour,  a  girl  sixteen  years  of  age,  had  run  off  in  com- 
pany with  a  married  man,  and,  efforts  to  find  her  by  ordinary 
means  having  failed,  the  relatives  were  going  to  burn  the 
dragon's-blood  in  the  house  to  which  the  girl  belonged,  to 
bring  her  back  again. 

Hygienic  Congress. 
The  anniJal  congress  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public 
Health  was  opened  in  His  Majesty's  Theatre,  Haymarket, 
on  July  19,  by  Lord  Londonderry,  Minister  for  Education, 
and  on  Thursday  the  regular  sessions  commenced  under  the 
presidency  of  Professor  W.  R.  Smith. 

Court-fees  for  Analysts. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Westminster  City  Council  on  July  13, 
the  Public  Health  Committee  reported  that  they  had  con- 
sidered a  letter  from  the  solicitors  stating  that  they  had 
received  from  the  public  analysts  for  the  city  accounts  for 
their  attendances  at  the  police  court  to  give  evidence  in 
recent  prosecutions.  The  solicitors  pointed  out  that  it  was 
absolutely  necessary  for  them  to  call  the  public  analysts  in 
those  cases ;  that  the  accounts  seemed  to  be  very  moderate 
in  the  circumstances ;  but  that  as  they  did  not  know  under 
what  conditions  the  analysts  were  appointed,  they  sought 
instructions  for  these  and  future  cases.  The  committee, 
in  their  report  upon  the  matter,  stated  that  the  resolution  of 
the  Council  appointing  the  analysts  and  fixing  their  re- 
muneration made  no  reference  to  their  attendance  in  courts 
in  support  of  their  certificates.  The  practice  in  the  St. 
George's  district  was  to  allow  the  analyst  one  guinea  in  each 
case,  provided  that  the  Vestry  were  successful  in  their  pro- 
ceedings and  the  Magistrate  allowed  the  fee,  but  no  fee  was 
paid  if  the  Vestry  were  unsuccessful.  Section  21  of  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  provides  that  at  the 
hearing  of  a  case  the  production  of  the  certificate  of  an 
analyst  should  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  fact  therein 
stated,  unless  the  defendant  should  require  that  the  analyst 
be  called  as  a  witness.  After  consideration  the  committee 
recommended  that  the  solicitors  be  instructed  not  to  pay  the 
accounts  referred  to  in  the  letter,  but  that,  in  future,  in  any 
case  of  successful  prosecution  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts,  in  which  a  public  analyst  was  required  to  attend, 
they  should  ask  the  Court  to  allow  professional  fees  for  such 
attendance  to  be  included  in  the  costs  against  the  defendant. 
This  was  agreed  to. 

The  total  export  of  tartar  and  wine-lees  from  Ancona 
during  1904  amounted  to  3,741  tons.  Most  of  it  went  to  the 
United  States,  Germany,  Austria  Hungary,  the  Netherlands, 
and  Russia. 

Roumanian  imports  from  the  United  Kingdom  during  1903 
include  1,128  metric  tons  of  caustic  soda  valued  at  10,470/., 
against  1,304  metric  tons  in  1902  of  value  12,080/.,  and  411 
metric  tons  of  copper  sulphate  valued  at  9,060/.,  which  repre- 
sents a  fall  of  about  6/.  per  ton,  1902  imports  amounting  to 
724  metric  tons  valued  at  20,280/.  In  1903  Roumania  exported 
to  the  United  Kingdom  3,317  metric  tons  of  tartaric  acid  and 
benzine  valued  at  9,290/.  In  1904  634  quarters  of  hemp-sccd 
were  exrjorted  from  Braila,  a  drop  of  5,469  quarters  compared 
with  19C3.  c 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland.

Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  of  Liverpool,  is  at  present  in  Port- 
rush  for  a  holiday.    He  hopes  to  stay  there  for  two  or  three 
weeks,  and  is  looking  forward  to  getting  some  good  golfing. 
Fire. 

On  July  15  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  back  premises  of  Messrs, 
Fannin  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists,  11  Grafton  Street,  Dublin. 
The  outbreak  took  place  in  the  Anne's  Lane  workshop,  ad- 
joining the  main  building  in  Grafton  Street.  The  fire> 
brigade  was  quickly  on  the  scene,  but  it  took  over  an  hour 
to  get  the  flames  under  control.  The  damage  done  was  con- 
siderable. 

Analyst's  Remuneration. 
At  Newry  Board  of  Guardians  on  July  15  a  letter  was 
read  from  the  analyst,  Mr.  Robert  Barklie  (Belfast),  ask- 
ing the  Board  to  take  into  consideration  the  amount  of 
work  which  he  had  been  doing  for  it.  During  the  last  two 
years  he  had  done  eighteen  water-analyses.  The  fees  agreed 
on  by  the  Analysts'  Association  were  for  medicines  4s.  per 
sample,  and  3/.  per  year  for  dispensary,  and  he  felt  con- 
fident that  they  would  give  him  a  reasonable  increase.  The 
Clerk  informed  the  Board  that  Mr.  Barklie  received  15Z.  a 
year  from  the  Board.  The  Guardians  decided  that  the 
present  salary  they  offered  was  sufficient,  and  resolved  to 
grant  no  increase. 

Empties  "Waiting. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Nenagh  Board  of  Guardians  the 
Clerk  reported  that  he  had  received  a  bill  for  8/.  7s.  Qd.  in 
respect  of  unreturned  empties  from  the  late  medicine-con- 
tractors. He  said  when  empties  were  not  returned  within 
six  months  the  contractors  could  put  in  a  claim  for  them. 
He  also  pointed  out  that  there  were  lots  of  drug-empties  m 
the  workhouse  and  in  the  several  dispensaries  throughout 
the  Union,  but  the  medical  officers  contended  that  it  did  not 
come  within  their  duty  to  have  these  empties  packed  and 
returned.  After  discussion  the  following  order  was  made  : 
the  Clerk  to  write  to  the  contractors  and  inform  them  that 
the  empties  will  be  returned,  also  to  the  medical  officers  ta 
caution  them  that  in  future  they  will  be  held  responsible  for 
empties  not  sent  back. 

The  Middleman's  Profit. 

A  curious  case  was  investigated  at  Derry  on  July  14,  when 
a  man  named  Molloy  was  charged  with  obtaining  money 
from  Patrick  Morrison  by  fraud.  Morrison  had  come  from 
co.  Donegal  to  attend  an  eye-hospital,  and  inquired  about 
lodgings  from  the  prisoner,  telling  him  about  his  defective 
sight.  Prisoner  said  he  could  give  him  a  cure  for  2s.  6rf. 
Together  they  went  to  the  chemist's  shop  of  Mr.  T.  J. 
Rainey,  and  prisoner,  entering,  bought  a  small  box  of  oint- 
ment which  he  sold  to  Morrison  for  half-a-crown,  explaining 
that  he  was  giving  him  a  shilling  reduction.  Morrison 
afterwards  got  suspicious,  and  on  going  to  Mr.  Rainey's 
found  that  prisoner  had  only  paid  twopence  for  the  oint- 
ment. He  then  told  the  police.  For  the  defence  it  was 
contended  that  prisoner  had  broken  no  law  in  making  a 
substantial  profit  on  the  transaction.  The  Magistrates  com- 
mitted accused  to  the  Assizes. 
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Quarcentenary. 

The  celebration  of  the  fourth  centenary  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  which  was  founded  in 
1505,  and  is  the  oldest  chartered  surgical  corporation  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  commenced  on  July  19. 

Rivals  United. 
The  annual  golf  match  between  the  golfing  members  of 
the  corporations  of  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh  took  place  at 
Muirfield,  near  Edinburgh,  on  July  12.  Ten  matches  were 
played,  the  first  of  which  was  a  foursome  between  the  Lord 
Provost  of  Edinburgh  and  Bailie  Richard  Clark  (of 
Raimes,  Clark  &  Co.)  against  Bailie  Bruce  Murray  and 
Councillor  Willock,  of  Glasgow.  At  the  end  of  play  Edin- 
burgh had  a  majority  of  five  matches.  The  company  were 
afterwards  entertained  to  lunch  at  Muirfield  by  Bailie 
Clark,  and  in  the  evening  the  Glasgow  team  were  enter- 
tained to  dinner  in  the  Council  Chamber  by  the  Lord 
Provost.  The  Lord  Provost  of  Glasgow  was  present  at  the 
dinner,  and  "The  Health  of  Bailie  Richard  Clark"  was 
one  of  the  special  toasts.

The 
liabilities  are  put  at  44/.  4s.  6d.,  and  the  assets  are  estimated 
at  211.  8s.  lid. 

Co-operation  in  Dunfermline. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Dunfermline  Co-operative  Society 
last  week  a  proposal  to  start  "a  chemist  and  druggist 
business  "  was  discussed.  Mr.  George  Wright,  the  Chairman, 
in  reply  to  a  question  as  to  the  profit  and  expenses,  gave  the 
following  particulars  : 

The  committee  visited  St.  Cuthbort's  Society,  Edin- 
burgh. There  they  met  the  manager  of  the  drug  depart- 
ment, who  told  them  that  the  Society  had  four  branches 
in  Edinburgh.  In  the  central  or  wholesale  branch  they 
found  that  the  gross  profit  per  1/.  was  equal  to  lis.  9d.  and 
the  wages  to  3s.  Id.  The  expenses,  including  shop  rent, 
taxes,  and  everything  else,  amounted  to  5s.  Id.  The  turnover 
was  40/.  or  50/.  per  week.  Four  servants  were  employed 
in  the  shop,  the  principal  having  11.  10s.  In  another 
department  the  gross  profit  was  7s.  10c/.  They  had  had  two 
different  estimates  as  to  the  fitting  up  of  the  shop.  One  of 
these  was  140/.,  with  35/.  additional  for  the  purchase  of 
bottles,  etc. ;  while  another  estimate  was  something  like 
400/.  The  average  profit  in  St.  Cuthbort's  drug  depart- 
ment was  from  25  to  30  per  cent.  In  the  St.  George's 
Society,  Glasgow,  they  had  found  the  manager  and  his 
assistant  on  the  sick  list,  but  they  had  learned  that  the 
profits  in  the  drug  department  were  equal  to  the  ordinary 
dividend. 

It  appeared  that  the  Committee  was  not  unanimous  about 
starting  a  drug-shop ;  and  a  discussion  ensued,  in  which  the 
dissentients  expressed  their  views,  one  of  them  (Mr.  Boag) 
stating  that  it  is  a  rather  singular  fact  that  co-operators 
generally  had  held  aloof  from  the  drug-shop  venture,  for  at 
the  present  time  there  are  only  three  or  four  societies 
throughout  the  entire  federation  who  have  taken  up  this 
line  of  business.  On  a  vote  being  taken  it  was  decided  by 
seventy-seven  to  seventy-two  to  start  a  drug-shop. 


"  The  Druggist's  Dilemma." — A  well-written  story  w:th 
th.s  title  appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  "  Family  Herald." 
The  author,  "  Winston  Miall,"  knows  his,  or  her,  pharmacy 
from  inside.  The  tale  is  of  the  usual  mistake  in  description 
variety,  but,  besides  be'.ng  brightly  written,  it  is  noteworthy 
on  account  of  its  correct  pharmaceutical  detail. 


Zhe  Week's  fl>oteomnos. 

Five  of  the  fourteen  deaths  by  poisoning  that  have  taken 
place  during  the  week  were  caused  by  laudanum,  four  by 
carbolic  acid,  two  by  hydrochloric  acid,  and  one  each  by 
potassium  cyanide,  morphine,  and  oxalic  acid.    Three  of 
these  were  misadventures.    In  two  cases  laudanum  had  been 
administered  inadvertently  in  overdose,  in  one  instance  by 
Mrs.  Prefect,  of  Burgh  Castle,  to  her  one-month-old  baby; 
and  in  the  other,  at  Burnham,  where  too  large  a  dose  was 
taken  by  a  man  named  Nicholson,  who  was  an  habitual 
laudanum-drinker. — A  child  named  Payne,  two  years  old, 
living  with  his  parents  at  Boxmoor  secured  a  bottle  of  tooth- 
ache cure,  drank  a  quantity  and  died.    At  the  inquest  Mr. 
Alfred  Marshall,  chemist  and  druggist,  Boxmoor,  deposed 
that  the  child  was  taken  to  him  after  the  accident.  He 
found  that  carbolic  acid  had  been  taken,  and  he  gave  the 
child  salad  oil  with  a  little  turpentine  in  it,  and  telephoned 
for  a  medical  man.    He  afterwards  saw  the  bottle  which 
had  contained  the  toothache  remedy,  and  thought  it  con- 
tained  pure   carbolic    acid.      The    bottle    was  labelled 
"  Poison  "  and  had  Mr.  Mellor's  name  on  it. — The  laudanum 
suicides  were  Mrs.  Rand,  widow  of  the  late  Vicar  of  Newhall 
(who  poisoned  herself  on  her  husband's  grave)  ;  Annie 
Meakin,  a  domestic  at  Middlewich ;  and  David  Quinn,  a, 
general  dealer  at  Portadown,  co.  Armagh. — Carbolic  acid 
was  chosen  as  a  suicide-medium  by  Emma  Lockley  (16),  of 
Newport,  Mon.,  who  had  been  betrayed  by  her  lover.  The 
girl  went  to  Boots  Ltd.,  first  asking  for  arsenic  "to  kill 
insects."    The  assistant  refused  to  sell  arsenic,  so  she  then 
obtained  a  small  bottle  of  carbolic  acid. — Alfred  Harbottle- 
(45),  a  Fulwell  entomologist,  poisoned  himself  with  carbolic 
acid,  as  did  Elizabeth  Violet  Tinsley,  of  Llangollen,  who. 
had  brooded  for  a  year  over  the  death  of  her  baby. — A 
woman  named  Rundle  poisoned  herself  at  Plymouth  with, 
oxalic  acid. — Henry  Packer  (49),  a  stationer  at  Lower 
Clapton,  became  "music-mad,"  thinking  himself  a  great 
composer.    He  eventually  poisoned  himself  with  cyanide- 
of  potassium. — Frank  Fairbrother  Mottram  (52),  a  Manches- 
ter manufacturer,  residing  at  Fallowfield,  was  found  dead  in 
bed.    At  his  bedside,  on  a  small  cupboard,  was  a  glass 
which  contained  a  white  powder.    A  doctor  was  sent  for, 
who  forwarded  the  glass  and  its  contents  to  Mr.  Robert 
Griffith  Edwards,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Wilmslow  Road, 
for  analysis.    Mr.  Edwards  reported  to  the  coroner  that  the- 
glass  had  contained  pure  morphia.    The  glass  was  after- 
wards cleansed,  to  the  annoyance  of  the  coroner,  Mr.  E.  A. 
Gibson,  who  said  the  doctor  should  have  sealed  it  and. 
handed  it  over  to  the  police.    All  evidence  of  the  poison 
had  been  practically  destroyed.    The  doctor,  and  not  the- 
chemist,  was  to  blame. — George  Williams  Threadfold  (47),  a. 
blacksmith  at  Sykehouse,  near  Doncaster.  took  half  a  pint  of 
spirit  of  salt  "  in  the  hope  of  going  to  sleep  and  not  waking 
again " ;  and  the  same  poison  was  taken  by  Isaac  Ciaud 
Riches,  who  lived  at  Saltwood,  Kent.    Riches  purchased 
the  acid  from  Mr.  H.  Barnett,  chemist  and  druggist.  52  High 
Street,  Hythe,  on  the  pretence  that  he  required  it  for  clean- 
ing-purposes. 


Veeonal-poisonin3. — At  Holzminden,  Hesse  Darmstadt,  in 
April  last,  a  prescription  for  capsules  containing  ext.  filicis- 
maris  and  kamala  was  handed  into  the  Bischoff  Pharmacy  to 
be  dispensed.  An  assistant  named  Heckmann  was  in  charge 
at  the  time,  and  an  apprentice  named  Flemming  dispensed 
the  prescription  on  his  instructions.  Flemming  used  veronal 
instead  of  kamala,  with  the  result  that  the  patient  died.  The 
two  have  now  been  charged  with  causing  the  death  of  the 
patient,  the  specific  charge  against  Flemming  being  that  he 
prepared  the  medicament  without  consulting  Heckmann, 
though  the  prescription  was  badly  written,  and  the  word 
"  kamala  "  admitted  of  being  read  as  "'  veronal  "  ;  also,  that 
he  should  have  noticed  that  the  price  put  on  the  prescription 
by  Heckmann  for  the  kamala  item  was  far  too  low  for  veronal. 
The  charge  against  Heckmann  was  that  he  had  neglected  to 
examine  the  medicament  subsequent  to  dispensing,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  official  regulations.  Evidence  was  given  as  to 
veronal  not  having  been  taken  hitherto  with  fatal  results, 
although  the  evidence  in  this  case  was  conclusive,  a  10-gram 
dose  having  been  given.  Flemming  was  acquitted,  and  Heck- 
mann sentenced  to  a  week's  imprisonment  for  causing  death 
through  negligence.  The  Court  was  of  opinion  that  Flem- 
ming had  actually  read  the  word  as  veronal,  wh'ch  the  writing 
admitted,  and  ho  could  not  be  accused  of  carelessness. 
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Canadian  Manufacturers. — Some  200  members  of  the 
Canadian  Manufacturers'  Association  visited  Paris  last 
week,  and  were  the  object  of  marked  attentions.  The  enter- 
tainments in  their  honour  included  a  reception  by  the  Paris 
Municipal  Council  and  a  banquet  at  the  Palais  d'Orsay 
Hotel.  They  have  been  received  by  the  President  of  the 
Eepublic,  and  were  allotted  special  places  at  the  grand 
review  held  at  Longchamps  on  July  14. 

The  New  Codex. — The  Pharmacists'  Association  of  the 
Cote  d'Or  Department  propose  that  the  expression  of 
"liqueur,"  such  as  Liqueur  de  Van  Swieten,  Liqueur  de 
Fowler,  Liqueur  de  Pearson,  &c,  should  be  changed  in  the 
new  Codex  for  the  more  correct  word  "solution,"  when 
the  liquid  in  question  has  none  of  the  characteristics  of  a 
liqueur.  They  also  recommend  that  for  the  preparation  of 
certain  syrups  the  use  of  the  freshly-gathered  plant  should 
be  specified. 

Corn-cure. — An  enterprising  American  arrived  in  Paris 
recently,  with  the  object  of  hawking  a  corn-file  in  the 
public  streets.  He  did  not,  however,  understand  the  ways 
of  the  Paris  police,  and  his  business  was  soon  stopped. 
The  file  consists  of  a  piece  of  wood  the  size  of  a  small 
dagger,  which  has  been  rather  cleverly  covered  with  a  kind 
of  emery-powder ;  and  the  price  of  one  franc,  at  which 
the  files  were  offered  for  sale,  evidently  left  an  ample  margin 
for  profit.  When  last  heard  of  he  was  trying  to  get  his 
Consul  to  interfere,  but  has  small  hopes  of  success. 

Doyen's  Cancer-Serum. — On  July  12  Dr.  Delbert  pre- 
sented, at  a  meeting  of  the  French  Society  of  Surgery,  the 
report  drawn  up  by  the  committee  appointed  last  December 
to  report  on  Dr.  Doyen's  serum.  There  was  a  large  attend- 
ance, in  spite  of  a  tropical  temperature,  and  the  audience 
included  many  of  the  leading  physicians  and  surgeons 
of  the  Paris  hospitals,  as  well  as  their  assistants  and  pupils. 
The  report  may  be  summarised  by  the  statement  that  the 
committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  "  Nothing  in 
the  investigations  made  by  them  justifies  the  contention  that 
treatment  by  Dr.  Doyen's  serum  causes  an  improvement 
in  the  condition  of  patients  who  suffer  from  cancer."  The 
report  adds  that  the  investigations  were  carried  out  on 
twenty-six  patients,  and  they  appear  to  have  been  con- 
ducted with  method.  Dr.  Doyen  will  present  his  reply — de- 
fence, it  might  almost  be  called — at  a  Congress  of  Surgery 
"to  be  held  in  Paris  in  October. 

Imitations  of  Well-known  Soaps. — The  imitation  of 
British  goods  by  foreign  manufacturers  has  been  agitating 
the  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Paris  for  some  time. 
A  resolution  on  the  subject  was  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Chamber  last  month,  and  in  the  "  Monthly  Circular  "  issued 
by  the  Chamber  special  attention  is  drawn  to  the  "  fraudu- 
lent use  of  British  marks  and  descriptions."  A  Roumanian 
-correspondent  is  quoted  as  follows  : 

One  of  the  most  glaring  frauds  is  in  soap-manufacture. 
Although  soap  of  all  descriptions  (but  of  inferior  quality) 
is  manufactured  in  the  country,  still  for  the  finer  kinds, 
toilet  soap,  etc.,  the  Roumanian  public  looks  abroad,  prin- 
cipally to  France  and  Great  Britain.  In  the  finer  articles 
any  amount  of  forgery  is  done;  shape,  packing,  etc.,  being 
followed  to  a  "  T,"  and  inscriptions  such  as  "  Superior 
soap,"  "  Best  toilet-soap,"  "  British  manufacture,"  "  Fine 
English  toilet-soap,"  etc.,  appear  on  the  boxes.  The  re- 
tailers find  it  profitable  to  countenance  the  deception,  and 
foist  the  forgery  upon  the  unsuspecting  buyer,  who  pays  the 
higher  price  demanded  for  an  English  article,  only  to 
declare  later  that  "  English  soap  is  not  what  it  used  to  be." 
One  of  the  most  glaring  forgeries  I  have  seen  is  that  of  a 
certain  Galatz  factory,  where  the  shape  and  inscription  of  a 
popular  British  make  of  soap  are  copied  exactly,  the  same 
shape  and  inscription  being  used  for  two  entirely  different 
kinds  of  soap. 

Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. — At  the  meeting  of  this 
Society  for  the  current  month,  M.  Crinon,  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, gave  an  interesting  account  of  his  visit  to  Lyons  as 
the  delegate  of  the  Society  on  the  occasion  of  the  celebration 
of  the  centenary  of  the  Lyons  Society  of  Pharmacy.  M. 
Behal,  the  President,  introduced  to  the  meeting  Dr.  Gugliel- 
minetti,  who  explained  at  some  length  the  working  of  an 
oxygen-inhaling  apparatus  which  enables  the  absorption  by 


patients,  without  loss,  of  an  admixture  of  air  and  oxygen. 
The  mixture  is  saturated  with  water,  or  with  chloro- 
form vapour  or  the  volatile  portion  of  any  other  medicinal 
substance.  Some  discussion  concerning  the  apparatus  fol- 
lowed, and  it  appeared  to  meet  with  approval.  M.  Yvon 
observed  that  the  apparatus  did  not  permit  of  the  admixture 
of  air  and  oxygen  in  exact  quantities,  and  he  thought  it 
would  be  desirable  to  arrive  at  that  result.  Professor 
Bourquelot  presented  a  note  by  M.  Lacroix  on  "  Combina- 
tions of  Quinine  with  Formic  Acid."  M.  Lacroix  has  suc- 
ceeded in  preparing  two  formates  of  quinine  :  a  neutral 
formate  and  a  basic  formate.  He  considers  the  latter  as 
interesting  for  the  reasons  that  it  is  stable,  soluble  in  water, 
and  that  it  is  richer  in  quinine  than  the  known  salts  of 
quinine.  It  melts  at  132°  (C),  and  has  a  rotatory  power 
xD  =141.1°  (temperature  of  observation  21°). 

A  Wonderful  Pharmacy. — "  The  Ten-Thousand-and- 
Two  Nights'  Entertainments "  is  the  title  of  an  amusing 
series  of  sketches — in  the  true  "Arabian  Nights"  style — ■ 
by  M.  Felix  Duquesnel,  the  eminent  journalist  and  critic. 
The  following  delicious  bit  of  satire  is  from  a  tale  called 
"The  Brain-mender"  ("Le  Raccommodeur  de  Cer- 
velle")  :  "In  the  great  Square  of  Ispahan  old  Abou- 
Hassan  kept  a  pharmacy.  Should  I  say  '  a  pharmacy  '  ?  for 
he  was  almost  as  much  a  sorcerer  as  a  pharmacist.  It 
was  curious  and  really  extraordinary,  this  shop,  encum- 
bered with  porcelain  vases  and  transparent  phials,  sym- 
metrically arranged  and  bearing  odd  inscriptions.  For,  by 
the  side  of  the  medicinal  labels,  which  all  the  world  over 
are  borrowed  from  the  Latin — the  Diascordium,  Theriaca, 
and  Pulvis  Cinchonae  (let  us  say  bark-powder  for  the 
benefit  of  the  unlearned)— one  might  read  others  more 
suggestive.  For  instance,  there  was  '  Extract  of  Illu- 
sions '  for  the  aged,  '  Grains  of  Good  Sense '  for  every- 
body, '  Essence  of  Forethought '  for  generals  and  army 
service  officials,  and  '  Spirit  of  Modesty '  for  musicians 
and  authors.  And  on  the  rounded  belly  of  an  enormous 
mortar,  containing  a  sort  of  ointment  which  had  a  metallic 
golden  sheen,  shone  these  words  in  gigantic  letters, 
'Palm  Oil.'  This  medicament  was  by  no  means  the 
least  popular,  and  the  spatula,  plunging  therein  cease- 
lessly, could  scarcely  keep  pace  with  the  demands." 
The  emotion  of  ,  the  local  doctors  at  the  success  of  Abou- 
Hassan,  their  deliberation  as  to  the  desirability  of  prose- 
cuting him  for  the  illegal  practice  of  medicine,  the  sage 
advice  of  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  Sidi  Bougredane,  the 
visit  of  Ali-Gaga  to  the  pharmacy,  and  the  manner  in 
which  his  brain  was  "  made  as  good  as  new,"  are  recounted 
with  the  same  delicious  irony.

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Red-cross  Trade-mark. — Vice-Chancellor  Bergen  has 
given  his  decision  in  the  case  of  Johnson  &  Johnson  v. 
Seabury  &  Johnson  in  favour  of  the  plaintiffs,  granting  an 
injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  imitating  the 
trade-mark  and  copying  the  style  of  packages  used  by  the 
plaintiffs  in  the  sale  of  absorbent  cotton  and  gauze.  The 
defendants  have  appealed. 

Millionaire's  Will. — Mrs.  Wm.  Ziegler,  widow  of  the 
late  Mr.  Ziegler,  of  baking-powder  fame,  has  commenced 
an  action  with  a  view  to  upsetting  her  late  husband's  will. 
Mr.  Ziegler  left  her  10,000/.,  but  to  his  adopted  son  he  left 
the  interest  on  about  six  million  pounds.  One  of  the  reasons 
urged  for  upsetting  the  will  is  that  the  late  Mr.  Ziegler 
showed  a  lack  of  mental  balance.  His  mania  for  Arctic 
exploration  expeditions  is  quoted  as  a  case  in  point. 

N.Y.  Druggists  Meet. — The  twenty-seventh  annual 
Convention  of  the  New  York  State  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion was  held  in  New  York  on  June  27  to  30.  Mr.  William 
C.  Anderson,  of  Brooklyn,  President  of  the  Association,  in 
his  annual  address,  dealt  in  detail  with  the  pre-requisite  law, 
the  commercial  side  of  pharmacy,  and  recent  pharmacy  legis- 
lation attempted,  accomplished,  and  desirable.  The  most 
striking  feature  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Legisla- 
tion was  the  urgent  recommendation  that  legislation  be 
enacted  prohibiting  the  sale  of  cocaine  except  by  physicians' 
prescription. 

Acetanilide  Mixtures. — The  first  report  of  the  Council  of 
Pharmacy  and  Chemistry  of  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion is  on  acetanilide  preparations.  Specimens  of  the  articles 
were  bought  in  original  sealed  packages,  and  each  article 
was  examined  by  at  least  two  chemists.  Some  of  the  pre- 
parations are  represented  as  being  chemical  compounds,  but 
the  specimens  examined  were  all  found  to  be  mixtures,  the 
principal  ingredient  being  acetanilid.  The  examples  given 
are  : 

Ammonol  contained  the  following  ingredients,  approxi- 
mately, in  the  proportions  given  :  Acetanilide  50,  sodium 
bicarb.  25,  and  ammonium  carb.  20. 

Antikamnia  :  Acetanilide  68,  caffeine  5,  citric  acid  5,  and 
sodium  bicarb.  20. 

Kcehler's  Headache-potvclcrs :  Acetanilide  76  and  caffeine 
22. 

Phenalgin :  Acetanilide  57,  sodium  bicarb.  29,  and  am- 
monium carb.  10. 

Bogus  Drugs. — The  Chicago  police  having  captured 
several  men  who  have  been  engaged  in  selling  adulterated 
synthetic  drugs  (aristol,  phenacetine,  etc.),  an  extensive 
conspiracy  to  swindle  the  drug-trade  has  been  disclosed. 
"  N.A.R.D.  Notes"  publishes  sketches  of  men  engaged  in 
this  business,  showing  that  they  were  criminals  of  the  worst 
class.  They  pretended  to  be  salesmen  for  reputable  houses, 
and  declared  that  the  goods  were  genuine,  and  sold  below 
regular  prices  because  imported  and  marketed  in  contra- 
vention of  the  patent  rights  of  makers,  the  Farbenfabriken 
of  Elberfeld  Co.  The  men  operated  not  only  in  Chicago,  but 
in  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  and  other  cities. 
Fully  a  ton  of  adulterated  drugs,  including  aristol,  has  been 
found.  The  head  of  the  Chicago  gang  is  Edward  H.  Kuehm- 
sted.  W.  G.  Nay,  alias  F.  B.  Soper,  a  tool  of  Kuehmsted 
and  Levy,  has  been  at  the  business  for  some  time ;  blames 
Kuehmsted  and  Levy.  Burtis  D.  McCarn,  alias  George  A. 
Barton,  travelling  salesman,  side-lined  bogus  drugs.  G. 
Ephraim,  alias  Eifer,  a  fugitive  from  justice,  with  $100 
reward  for  his  apprehension.  J.  N.  Levy,  alias  Charles 
Meyers,  alias  R.  Waldron,  alias  R.  Cassatt,  alias  Western 
Importing  Co.,  alias  Mason  Tablet  Co.,  alias  Franklin  Drug 
Co.,  is  said  to  be  an  ex-convict.  Another  man  said  to  have 
been  concerned  in  the  drug  frauds  is  Joseph  A.  Haas,  alias 
Joseph  A.  Hayes,  alias  Henry  Claire,  now  serving  a  twelve- 
year  term  in  Sing  Sing  Prison  for  burglary.  Haas  is  a  skilful 
chemist,  and  claims  to  have  invented  a  process  by  which 
chloride  of  gold  is  manufactured.  He  was  employed  in  a 
New  York  laboratory  manufacturing  this  product,  the 
metallic  gold  being  delivered  to  him.  He  substituted 
another  metal  in  the  preparation  for  the  gold,  sold  the 
metallic  gold,  and  with  the  proceeds  bought  stock  in  the 
company.  For  this  he  was  sentenced  to  five  years'  penal 
servitude. 


3nfcla  anb  tbe  East. 

(News  from  our  own  Correspondents.) 


Me  ssrs.  Graham  &  Co.,  of  Penang,  who  recently 
acquired  the  business  of  Mr.  A.  Oldfield,  of  Ipoh,  have  dis- 
posed of  the  same  to  Mr.  A.  Scheur,  a  German  apotheker. 

The  Cantonese  Merchants  of  Singapore  have  joined  in 
the  American  boycott,  and  it  is  quite  possible,  if  the  move- 
ment attains  greater  proportions,  that  the  manufacturers  of 
American  patent  medicines  and  proprietaries  will  find  their 
sale  decreasing  in  the  Far  East. 

Cinnamon  Cultivation  in  Assam. — An  interesting  com- 
mercial crop  reported  from  the  Naga  Hills  in  Assam,  says- 
the  "  Indian  Forester,"  is  that  of  the  wild  cinnamon. 
Specimens  of  the  bark  have  been  valued  at  Rs.  7  per  maund. 
They  were  somewhat  thick,  and  it  has  been  reported  that 
bark  of  half  the  thickness  would  have  brought  three  times 
as  much.  A  Calcutta  firm  is  said  to  have  addressed  the 
authorities  as  to  exploiting  the  product. 

Export  of  Rare  Minerals  from  Ceylon. — A  new 
feature  in  the  exports  of  Ceylon  this  year  is  the  appearance 
of  thorite  and  thorianite  in  the  list.  During  the  month  of 
April  Ceylon  exported  43  cwt.  of  thorianite,  valued  at 
Rs.  10,203,  or  about  Rs.  237.30  per  cwt.  There  was  also  1  cwt. 
of  thorite,  valued  at  Rs.  300,  exported  during  the  same 
month.  The  total  exports  of  thorianite  for  the  four  months 
ending  April  30  aggregated  80  cwt.,  valued  at  Rs.  32,178. 
It  looks  as  if  we  were  on  the  threshold  of  a  valuable  new 
mineral  industry,  says  the  "  Times  of  Ceylon." 

Poisonings  in  Madras. — In  the  course  of  the  annual 
report  of  the  Chemical  Examiner  of  Madras  it  is  stated  that 
an  unusually  large  number  of  cases  of  aconite-poisoning  took 
place  last  year,  which  now  gives  this  drug  the  precedence 
over  the  hitherto  favourite  arsenic.  The  chemical  ex- 
aminer thinks  it  singular  that  this  sudden  increase  should 
coincide  with  the  year  in  which  steps  have  been  taken  to 
restrict  the  sale  of  arsenic.  Similar  steps,  therefore,  seem 
desirable  with  respect  to  aconite.  There  were  100  cases  of 
poisoning  from  this  drug  last  year,  mostly  due  to  accident  or 
suicide.  The  deaths  from  other  organic  poisons  included 
atropine,  strychnine,  opium  and  morphine,  ganja,  oleander, 
plumbagin,  calotropis  juice,  and  the  juice  of  tliirukali. 

Theft. — Judgment  was  given  last  month  at  Madras  in  a 
case  in  which  Audimulum  Chetty,  proprietor  of  Messrs. 
Turnbull  &  Co.,  chemists,  Vepery,  was  charged  by  Superin- 
tendent Bradbury  with  having  been  in  possession  of  one 
bottle  of  Howard's  iodine,  suspected  to  be  property  stolen 
from  Messrs.  W.  E.  Smith  &  Co.,  chemists,  Mount  Road, 
Madras,  for  which  he  was  not  able  to  satisfactorily  account. 
The  defence  was  that  accused  imported  the  iodine  from 
"  Messrs.  Campbell  &  Co.,  England,"  in  1903,  but  no  invoice 
was  produced.  It  was  also  contended  for  the  defence  that 
the  identification-mark  of  Messrs.  W.  E.  Smith  &  Co.  on  the 
bottle  sold  by  accused  to  the  police-informer  had  not  been 
proved.  The  magistrate  found  the  accused  guilty,  and  fined 
him  Rs.  100. 

The  Regulations  for  the  Straits  Poisons  Ordinance 
have  been  finally  approved  without  amendment.  In  the 
discussion  in  the  Legislative  Council,  the  Hon.  W.  H. 
Shelford  pointed  out  how  much  more  strict  they  have  been 
made  than  in  England,  and  among  other  good  points  referred 
to  Rule  5,  which  reads  :  "No  poison  shall  be  kept  exposed 
for  sale  or  sold  in  any  shop  or  place  where  articles  of  food 
are  prepared,  kept,  cooked,  sold,  or  exposed  for  sale." 
This  would,  the  speaker  said,  be  a  great  hardship  on 
chemists  who  sold  poisons  and  also  all  kinds  of  infants'  and 
invalids'  foods,  such  as  Mellin's  food  and  bovril.  As  the 
Ordinance  is  looked  into  more  and  more,  it  becomes  mani- 
fest, writes  a  Penang  correspondent,  what  a  great  bungle 
has  been  made.  His  Excellency  the  Governor  stated  that 
the  rules  drawn  up  were  the  minimum,  and  chemists  tremble 
to  think  what  the  maximum  would  be.  The  Governor, 
however,  held  out  one  gleam  of  hope  in  stating  that  the 
rules  were  tentative,  and  if  it  was  found  in  the  course  of  a 
few  months  that  they  were  working  harshly,  and  there  was 
I  ground  for  complaint,  they  would  be  reconsidered.

On  a  Solid  Basis. 


DAETFOED. 

T  was  a  glorious  summer  day 
when,  on  Saturday,  July  15, 
the  members  and  friends 
journeyed  to  Dart  ford  to 
spend  the  day  at  the  Well- 
come Club  and  Institute  at 
the  invitation  of  Mr.  Henry 
S.  Wellcome,  of  the  firm  of 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Well- 
come &  Co.  Two  special 
trains  conveyed  guests  from 
Charing  Cross.  When 
Dartford  was  reached  the 
visitors  remained  for  a  few 
minutes  on  the  station  plat- 
form, whence  an  alarm  of 
fire  was  given  by  Mrs.  E.  A. 
Eobinson,  who  touched  an 
electric  button  on  the  plat 


form.    The  effect  of  the  alarm  was  magical  in  bringing 
out  the  firemen  with  their  fire-extinguishing  apparatus, 
and    although    the    function    resolved    itself    into  a 
display  of  ornamental  jets   of  water,  it  was  a  prcof 
that  the  fire-brigade  are  ready  for  more  serious  work 
should  the  occasion  require  it.    The  next  step  in  the  pro- 
gramme  was   an  inspection   of   the   works   of  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  the  party  being  conducted 
through  some  of  the  laboratories.    Everywhere  cleanliness 
prevails,  the  spick-and-span  appearance  of  all  the  rooms 
being  remarked  upon  by  everyone.    The  plant  was  in 
motion,  but  this  was  only  for  show-purposes,  as  the  workers 
had  turned  the  day  into  one  of  play.    The  visitors  saw  a 
splendid  array  of  steam-pans,  vacuum  apparatus,  filter- 
presses,  and  compressors,  here  and  there  catching  sight  of 
galenicals  in  process  of  manufacture,  or  batches  of  morphine 
■or  pilocarpine  in  the  act  of  crystallising.    The  compressing- 
machinery  employed  for  tabloid  preparations  was  of  interest 
to  the  many  pharmacists  who  were  in  the  party.    Here,  as 
elsewhere,  the  counters  were  covered  with  white  paper,  and 
on  the  machines  dainty  white  coverlets  were  placed  to  keep 
out  any  dust  that  might  be  in  the  atmosphere.    The  tour  of 
the  works  being  completed,  carriages  conveyed  the  visitors 
to  the  Wellcome  Club  and  Institute,  where  a  fete  was  in 
progress  in  celebration  of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
the  foundation  of  the  firm.    After  cooling  themselves  by 
watching  the  aquatic  sports,  the  visitors  wended  their  way 
to  the  luncheon-tent.    This  was  a  huge  marquee — its  size 
can  be  imagined  when  it  is  stated  that  2,000  persons  sat 
down  to  luncheon  as  one  party.    Mr.  Henry  S.  Wellcome 
was  in  the  chair,  and  among  those  who  sat  on  his  right 
were     Dr.     W.     H.     Nichols,     Mrs.     Wellcome,  Sir 
James  Dick,  Mrs.  Gordon  Salamon,  Mrs.  E.  A.  Eobinson, 
Professor  Meldola,   Mr.   W.   A.    H.   Naylor,  Professor 
Armstrong,  and  Major-General  Waterhouse.    On  the  left  of 
the  Chairman  were  Mrs.  W.  H.  Nichols,  Dr.  Divers,  Mr. 
E.  A.  Eobinson,  Mr.  Gordon  Salamon,  Professor  C.  F. 
Chandler,  Dr.  W.  H.  Perkins,  Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  and 
Professor  W.  A.  Tilden.    As  there  were  something  like 
four  hundred  distinguished  visitors  present  it  would  be 
invidious  to  particularise,  but,  beside  the  members  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  there  were  a  good  many  phar- 
macists who  had  been  invited  to  take  part  in  the  double 
celebration.    Mr.  E.  Clay  Sudlow,  it  may  be  noted,  was  in 
the  vice-chair. 

The  Speeches. 
After  luncheon  a  toast-list  was  gone  through,  beginning 
with  toasts  of  "The  King"  and  "The  President  of  the 
United  States."  At  this  stage  the  Chairman  announced 
that  he  had  received  communications  regretting  their  in- 
ability to  be  present  from  the  following  :  The  American 
Ambassador,  Sir  Douglas  Powell,  Sir  Lauder  Brunton,  Sir 
Michael  Foster,  Sir  Thomas  Barlow,  Sir  Francis  Laking, 
Sir  Patrick  Manson,  Sir  William  Thompson,  Sir  Stephen 
Mackenzie,  Sir  W.  Hart-Dyke,  M.P.,  Sir  Joseph  Swan, 
and  Major  Eonald  Eoss. 


The  Chairman  then  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The  Society 
of  Chemical  Industry  " — a  distinguished  body  of  men  who 
have  done  so  much  for  the  welfare  and  the  wealth  of  the 
world.  Dr.  Nicholls,  in  replying,  said  he  and  his  fellow- 
visitors  had  had  rousing  welcomes,  even  royal  welcomes, 
and  now  they  were  having  a  Burroughs  welcome.  He  did  not 
think  there  could  have  been  such  a  large  family  dining  to- 
gether since  the  Biblical  days  of  the  loaves  and  fishes.  "  Mr. 
Wellcome,"  he  said,  "has  at  last  found  the  philosopher's 
stone  of  technical  success.  The  man  who  does  not  forget 
those  who  work  for  him  is  bound  to  have  the  largest 
success." 

Mr.  E.  Clay  Sudlow  here  mentioned  that  the  various 
branches  and  agencies  of  the  firm  had  sent  congratulations ; 
cabled  messages  being  received  from  Messrs.  Hermann  A. 
Holstein,  Constantinople;  C.  T.  Boehringer  &  Soehr.e, 
Mannheim- Woldhof ;  C.  H.  E.  Christie,  Willemstad,  West 
Indies;  A.  B.  Hector,  Sydney,  N.S.W. ;  M.  Kris,  Vienna; 
F.  C.  Marrington,  Berlin;  Linkenheil  &  Co.,  Berlin; 
Vcreinigte  Chemische  Werke,  Charlottenburg  ;  E.  Nadolny, 
Basel;  T.  Nevin,  Montreal;  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co., 
Calcutta;  E.  A.  Smith,  Shanghai;  J.  A.  Atkinscn,  Persia; 
Henri  Sanders,  Amsterdam ;  Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster,  New 
York;  C.  Delacre  &  Co.,  Brussels;  and  F.  J.  W.  Thompson, 
Liege. 

Professor  H.  E.  Armstrong  proposed  "Burroughs  Well- 
come &  Co.,  and  the'r  Quarter-century  of  Work."  Pro- 
fessor Armstrong  said  he  was  one  of  those  who  sympathised 
with  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  the  firm,  and  those 
who  went  over  the  works  had  had  evidence  of  the  perfec- 
tion of  the  organisation.  The  firm  had  established  a  most 
important  business  on  a  sound  basis,  and  were  not  only 
philanthropic  in  the  care  they  devote  to  those  in  their 
employ,  but  in  a  higher  sense  had  developed  a  spirit  of 
scient:fic  philanthropy.  The  firm  have  set  a  great  example 
in  helping  the  cause  of  science  in  every  direction.  After 
referring  to  the  expeditions  which  have  been  fitted  up  with 
the  products  of  the  firm,  and  the  Khartoum  laboratories — ■ 
already  bearing  important  fruits — the  speaker  said  the 
work  of  the  firm  in  the  past  quarter-century  had  been 
second  to  none — "God  speed  their  work  in  the  next 
quarter-century. " 

The  Chairman,  in  reply,  said  the  hope  of  reward  dees 
sweeten  labour,  and  after  having  led  a  strenuous  life  for 
the  last  quarter  of  a  century  it  was  pleasing  to  see  the 
results  the  firm  had  attained.  The  result  of  years  of 
hard  work  has  been  arrived  at  by  the  quality  of  the  brain- 
work  on  the  part  of  the  staff,  who  had  so  ably  seconded 
the  firm's  efforts.  The  secret  of  success  has  been 
"science."  The  firm  have  strenuously  endeavoured  to 
apply  science  to  their  work,  and  to  bring  back  to  this 
country  some  of  the  industries  that  were  slipping  away. 
The  aim  of  the  firm,  while  having  self-interest  in  view, 
has  been  always  to  "  live  and  let  live."  "  Mr.  Chamberlain 
has  taught  us  to  think  imperially  ;  w.e  have  endeavoured  to 
work  imperially."  (Applause.)  Amid  much  laughter  Mr. 
Wellcome  finished  his  speech  by  referring  to  a  letter  he 
had  received  asking  if  there  was  any  legal  objection  to 
naming  a  baby-girl  "  Tabloid,"  and  when  the  laughter  had 
died  down, 

Mr.  A.  Gordon  Salamon  proposed  the  toast  of  "  Medicine 
and  Pharmacy,"  his  speech  being  well  summarised  in  the 
concluding  sentence,  "  How  cramped  must  have  been  the 
medical  profession  before  the  advent  of  the  products  of 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  !  "  Sir  James  Dick  replied  for  the 
medical  profession,  and  testified  to  the  great  assistance 
the  firm  had  been  to  the  medical  profession  at  large.  On 
behalf  of  pharmacy  Mr.  E.  A.  Eobinson  replied.  He 
referred  to  the  falling  death-rate,  and  asked  what  is  going 
to  happen  to  the  medical  profession  if  the  death-rate  falls 
much  lower.  In  regard  to  thinking  imperially  pharmacy 
when  called  on  will  not  be  behind-hand,  and  he  wished 
to  state  that  no  Englishman  grudges  the  great  success  of 
the  firm,  but  gladly  recognises  any  efforts  that  have  been 
made  in  the  cause  of  public  health. 

The  Chairman  then  proposed  "  The  employes  of  Burroughs 
Wellcome .  &  Co.,"  and  presented  a  silver-gilt  cup  as  a 
trophy  to  the  Cricket  Club.  The  cup  is  a  replica  of  the 
Wholesale  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Championship  Cup, 
which  the  Club  have  won  for  five  years  in  succession.  "  My 
employes  are  my  friends;   we  are  knitted  together  with 
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mutual  respect  and  regard."  Mr.  R.  Clay  Sudlow,  general 
manager,  replied,  mentioning  that  he  was  one  of  two  em- 
ployes who  have  been  with  the  firm  since  the  foundation 
twenty-five  years  ago. 

The  Chairman  proposed  the  last  toast,  "  The  Visitors," 
to  which  Mr.  William  Senior  (the  "  Field  ")  replied.  Before 
the  company  separated  Dr.  Nichols  proposed  the  health  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wellcome,  which  was  drunk  enthusiastically, 
and  the  Chairman  responded. 

The  rest  of  the  afternoon  was  taken  up  with  athletic 
jports  of  various  kinds.  Tea  was  served  on  the  Grand 
Stand  between  four  and  five  o'clock,  and  at  5.30  a  special 
train  conveyed  the  members  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry  back  to  town. 

It  should  be  added  that  after  the  S.C.I,  visitors  left, 
the  remaining  visitors  dined  with  Mr.  Wellcon.e,  after 
which  Lady  Manson  distributed  the  prizes. 

Sir  Patrick  Manson,  rising  towards  the  conclusion  of  the 
dinner  said  that  although  speeches  were  forbidden  they  would 
not  be  content  to  leave  without  expressing  most  sincere  thanks 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wellcome.  He  felt  that  the  day  had  been  an 
object-lesson  to  all  of  them,  not  only  of  the  heartfelt  interest 
Mr.  Wellcome  had  in  the  welfare  of  his  employes,  but  of  the 
wonderful  organisation  of  the  firm  as  exemplified  in  the 
forethought  which  had  provided  so  bountifully  for  the  com- 
fort and  pleasure  of  everyone  throughout  the  day  and  by  the 
precision  with  which  a  wonderful  programme  had  been 
carried  through.  If  he  were  asked  to  name  the  key-note  of 
Mr.  Wellcome's  success  he  would  answer  "  simplicity,"  and, 
having  in  mind  and  in  memory  the  old-fashioned  prescrip- 
tion in  which  it  was  thought  necessary  to  have  twenty-five 
ingredients,  he  would  like  to  express  his  thanks  and  that 
of  other  members  of  the  medical  profession  to  Mr.  Well- 
come for  the  marvellous  way  in  which  he  had  helped  them 
in  their  work.  Especially  in  his  own  particular  sphere  of 
interest  (tropical  medicine)  he  was  in  a  position  to  know  and 
to  appreciate  the  debt  of  gratitude  they  owed  Mr.  Wellcome 
in  initiating  and  supporting  research  work. 

The  Chairman  suitably  responded. 

After  a  display  of  fireworks  another  special  train  took  the 
visitors  back  to  Charing  Cross. 


OTHER  VISITS. 

Poetry  and  history  appeal  to  Americans,  and  that  probably 
was  what  dictated  to  the  London  Section  the  devotion  of 
Thursday  of  last  week  to  worship  at  the  shrine  of  Tennyson, 
while  Friday  was  given  up  to  visiting  the  City  churches,  the 
Guildhall,  Towar,  and  other  places  in  London  of  historic  in- 
terest. We  need  say  little  of  these.  The  Thursday's  visit  to 
Haslemere  was  altogether  delightful.  The  American  visitors 
thought  the  entertainments  on  the  Wednesday  evening  were 
the  climax  of  hospitality,  but  when  they  alone  were  admitted 
to  the  rooms  which  Alfred  Lord  Tennyson  spent  a  great  part 
of  his  life  in  they  felt  that  their  visit  was  repaid  in  this 
alone.  The  whole  of  the  party  attended  a  reception  in  the 
gardens  of  Lythe  Hall,  the  residence  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Garton, 
who  received  them.  This  was  a  charming  function.  In  the 
evening  the  President  and  Council  of  the  Royal  Society  gave 
a  reception  to  the  President  and  the  American  and  Colonial 
visitors.  There  were  six  distinct  groups  of  sights  in  London 
on  the  Friday,  and  amongst  the  conductors  of  the  parties  were 
Mr.  Tyrer  and  Mr.  C.  G.  Cresswell.  In  the  afternoon  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Fletcher  Moulton  gave  a  garden  party  in  Onslow 
Square,  and  in  the  evening  the  Coliseum  was  visited. 
*         *  * 

The  way  in  which  Saturday  was  spent  has  already  been 
told.  On  Sunday  the  visitors  took  a  two  hours'  journey  to 
worship  at  Canterbury,  when,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  after- 
noon service,  Dean  Waco  showed  them  the  most  interesting 
spots  in  the  Cathedral. 

THE   PROVINCIAL  TOUR. 

On  Monday  morning,  July  17,  a  train  waited  at  St.  Pancras 
to  take  the  party  to  Nottingham.  It  was  timed  (on  the  pro- 
gramme) to  leave  at  9  o'clock,  but  it  was  9.15  before  the 
signal  was  given.  Most  of  the  American  visitors  were  with 
the  excursion  party,  and  those  who  could  not  go  helped  to 
swell  the  send-off  party  on  the  platform,  which  included  Sir 
William  and  Lady  Ramsay.  The  two  and  a  half  hours'  run 
to  Nottingham  was  pleasant,  and  light  refreshments  were 
served  on  the  journey.  The  day  was  spent  in  varied  fashion. 
1  wo  select  parties,  chiefly  Transatlantic  visitors,  had  been  in- 
vited to  spend  the  afternoon  at  the  breweries  of  Messrs  S 
Allsopp  &  Sons  and  Messrs.  Bass,  Ratcliffe  &  Gretton.  On 


arrival  at  Nottingham  they  found  a  Burton  train  waiting 
for  them,  and  when  they  got  to  Burton  each  party  was 
entertained  to  luncheon  by  the  firms.  At  Bass's  the  toasts 
were  drunk  in  "  King's  Ale  " — the  brew  of  400  barrels  which 
King  Edward  started  on  February  22,  1902.  The  visitors  to 
each  place  were  shown  the  various  stages  of  brewing,  emphasis 
being  given  to  the  chemical  side  .of  the  process.  Meanwhilo 
the  rest  of  the  excursionists  had  lunched  at  the  Victoria 
Station  Hotel,  and  at  two  o'clock  a  round  of  visits  com- 
menced. Most  of  the  ladies  wont  to  see  how  lace  is  made  at 
the  works  of  Thomas  Adams,  Ltd.,  and  none  but  the  sterner 
sex  availed  themselves  of  the  invitation  by  Messrs.  Turney 
Bros.,  Ltd.,  to  inspect  their  leather  works  at  Trent  Bridge. 
There  the  party  was  received  by  Sir  John  Turney,  who,  with 
Mr.  Joseph  Turney  Wood,  conducted  them.  The  company 
operate  on  sheep  and  goat  skins.  Of  the  former  2,000  doz. 
English  pelts  are  treated  weekly.  The  pelts  come  to  the 
works  shred  of  their  wool,  and  are  steeped  in  lime-water 
for  three  weeks  before  going  through  the  tanning  process. 
Three-fourths  of  the  pelts  are  split  after  liming,  and  the  lower 
leathers  made  into  chamois,  the  upper  being  tanned  into 
split  skins.  Time  did  not  permit  the  party  to  see  how  chamois 
is  made.  Before  the  pelts  are  put  in  the  tanning-pits 
adherent  flesh  and  hair  are  scraped  off,  and  after  tanning 
they  are  dyed  and  dried,  petroleum  ether  being  used  largely 
during  the  last  stages.  The  company  also  finish  large- 
quantities  of  goat  and  sheep  skins  which  come  to  them  from, 
India,  and  the  visitors  had  the  opportunity  of  inspecting  somo 
beautiful  examples  of  leathers  for  bookbinding,  etc.  Tea  was 
served,  and  those  who  preferred  it  had  a  glass  of  champagne. 
While  discussing  these  the  visitors  had  an  animated  talk 
about  the  relative  merits  of  England  and  America  in  leather 
production,  and  although  some  agreed  to  differ,  all  were 
eager  to  express  their  thanks  to  Sir  John  Turney  for  his 
hospitality,  and  the  evidence  of  enterprise  he  had  shown 
them. 

Another  party  had  gone  to  Southwell  by  train  in  order  to 
see  Southwell  Cathedral,  the  building  of  which  commenced 
in  1110,  while  another  party  was  conducted  round  the  City 
by  Mr.  H.  Potter  Briscoe,  the  City  Librarian,  who  showed 
them  places  of  interest. 

In  the  evening  the  Mayor  of  Nottingham  and  Mrs.  Bright, 
and  Mr.  J.  Turney  Wood.  Chairman  of  the  local  Section 
of  the  Society,  held  a  reception  in  Nottingham  Castle.  The 
guests  wore  received  from  cig'ht  to  nine,  and  spent  the  time 
until  eleven  in  wandering  through  the  Castle,  which  is  now 
an  art  gallery  and  museum,  many  of  the  objects  exhibited 
being  of  no  mean  value.  Amongst  the  pictures  are  a  fine 
Constable,  a  Turner  (and  one  unfinished),  a  Peter  de  Windt; 
and  Arncsby  Brown,  a  Nottingham  man,  is  represented  by 
several  good  examples  of  his  style.  The  fabrics,  china,  and 
porcelain  in  the  museum  are  illustrative  of  local  industries. 
During  the  evening  Mr.  Briscoe  took  parties  down  Mortimer's 
Hole,  a  subterranean  passage  associated  with  that  Earl  of 
March  who  was  the  paramour  of  the  mother  of  Edward  III. 
That  King  by  means  of  the  passage  discovered  the  two 
together,  and  the  Earl  made  the  acquaintance  of  Tyburn 
gallows.  Other  less  gruesome  attractions  made  up  a  pleasant 
evening,  and  left  with  all  the  visitors  happy  recollections  of 
Nottingham. 

*         *  * 

On  Tuesday  morning,  at  9.30,  the  party  took  train  to 
Rowsley,  en  route  for  a  trip  through  the  country  traversed 
last  year  by  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference.  Brakes 
were  waiting  at  Rowsley  Station  to  drive  them  to  Haddon 
Hall,  and  when  they  got  there  the  Americans  who  had  not 
before  seen  Dorothy  Vernon's  home  were  much  impressed  by 
it.  The  guides,  who  took  the  party  round  in  sections,  wero 
well  acquainted  with  their  business,  and  there  was  little 
romance  about  the  Castle  which  they  did  not  tell  to  listening 
ears.  The  visitors  were  much  interested  in  the  Good  Queen 
Bess  relics,  which  include  the  bed  and  mirror  that  she  used. 
From  the  top  of  the  tower  a  magnificent  view  of  the  surround- 
ing country  was  obtained.  Unfortunately,  the  fabric  of  the 
Hall  is  slowly  decaying,  in  spite  of  great  outlays  in  preven- 
tive measures.  Luncheon  was  served  in  a  marquee  in  the 
Castle  grounds,  and  after  it  brakes  were  resumed  for  the  drive 
toChatsworth.  Our  representative  sends  us  many  notes  about 
this  far-famed  residence  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  which 
delighted  the  party  greatly.  It  was  observed  that  the  water- 
supplv  for  the  fine  cascade  comes  from  a  reservoir  on  the  top 
of  a  hill,  and  is  not  pumped  up  there.  The  fall  of  water  also 
works  turbines  which  are  direct-couples  to  dynamos  that 
create  the  current  for  electrically  lighting  the  house.  Tea  was 
taken  at  Barlow,  and  from  Bakewell  the  party  journeyed  by 
train  to  Manchester.  There  Dr.  G.  H.  Bailey,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Manchester  Section,  and  Mrs.  Bailey  received  them  in 
the  evening  at  the  City  Art  Gallery. 

'*         *  * 

The  Manchester  Committee  provided  a  choice  of  three  ways 
of  spending  Wednesday— one  a  visit  to  the  chemical  works  of 
Messrs.  John  Riley  &  Sons,  Hapton,  Lanes.;  the  second  to 
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the  leather  works  of  Messrs.  John  Ormerod  &  Sons;  and  the 
third  to  places  of  interest  in  the  city,  including  the  Municipal 
School  of  Technology,  which  ere  long  may  be  merged  into 
Manchester  University.    On  the  first  of  the  visits  the  party 
was  conducted  by  Dr.  R.  S.  Hutton,  and  left  Victoria  Station 
at  9.22,  going  by  the  L.  and  Y.R.  to  Hapton,  which  is  a  small 
town  near  Accrington.  There  Mr.  J.  E.  Riley  received  the 
members,   and  with  him  they  walked  to  the  works,  five 
minutes'  distance.     They  are  reckoned  to  be  the  cleanest 
Leblanc  alkali  works  in  the  kingdom.    Messrs.  C.  P.  and  F. 
Riley  assisted  in  taking  the  members,  in  sections,  through  all 
the  processes.  Sulphuric  acid  is  the  staple  manufacture,  and 
for  this  the  firm  start  with  pyrites,  which  is  burnt  in  the  usual 
way,  the  sulphur  dioxide  being  conducted  to  the  oxidising 
chambers,  and  the  cinders  worked  up  for  their  copper  content. 
The  residue  is  ferriferous,  and  also  contains  gold  and  silver, 
but  in  too  small  quantity  to  pay  for  recovery,  so  is  sold  to  iron 
smelters.    The  members  were  shown  the  Glover  and  Gay 
Lussac  towers  ;  from  the  latter  acid  of  different  densities  is 
drawn  off.    The  weak  is  taken  to  Kesler  concentrators,  in 
which  hot  air  is  bubbled  through  it  by  a  patent  arrangement, 
whereby  water  is  carried  off  with  the  air,  and  the  acid  is  not 
boiled.    A  pure  acid  of  96-per-cent.  strength  is  thus  obtained. 
The  American  visitors  naturally  desired  to  compare  the  cost 
of  production,  and  when  the  thing  was  figured  out  it  was 
found  that,  including  carriage,  sulphuric  acid  is  less  than 
half  the  price  here  than  it  is  in  the  United  States.   The  salt- 
cake  and  soda  processes  were  next  inspected.    It  was  ex- 
plained that  the  salt-cake  retorts  are  made  of  iron  several 
inches  thick,  and  that  the}"  last  from  nine  to  twelve  months. 
Hydrochloric  acid  is,  of  course,  largely  produced,  and  the 
firm's  plant  for  this  was  admired  by  the  visitors.    The  salt- 
cake  goes  through  the  Leblanc  furnace,  but  the  slag  is  worked 
up  straight  into  caustic  socla,  in  much  local  demand  for  mer- 
cerising cotton  and  in  cotton  factories  generally.    The  firm 
have  a  good  way  of  de-sulphurising  the  crude  alkali  liquor, 
for  although  streams  of  it  are  treated  daily  there  is  no  offen- 
.sive  odour  about  the  works.   The  sulphuretted  hydrogen  from 
the  liquors  and  the  "  waste  "  is  reduced  in  the  Claus  kiln, 
and  the  sulphur  re-melted  for  casting,  but  a  considerable  pro- 
portion is  sublimed  and  sold  to  blanket-bleachers  and  others. 
The  manufacture  of  bleaching-powder  by  Weldon's  process  is 
carried  on.  The  firm  pride  themselves  on  the  fact  that  the  pro- 
cesses employed  in  their  works  have  proved  to  be  superior  to 
electrical  methods  of  decomposing  salt.    The  inspection  was 
pleasantly  broken  by  a  luncheon  hour,  and  at  dessert  Mr. 
Riley  proposed  the  health  of  the  King  and  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States.    Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  proposed 
the  healths  of  Mr.  and  Miss  Riley,  wishing  good  fortune 
and  success  to  the  works.    Speeches  were  also  made  by  the 
Chairmen  of  the  last-formed  sections  of  the  Society — New 
England  and  Birmingham  (Professor  P.  F.  Frankland),  in 
response  to  the  toast  of  the  Society.    After  luncheon  the 
gentlemen  smoked  on  the  lawn  of  Hapton  House,  not  fifty 
yards  from  the  works,  and  which  might  be  fifty  miles  away, 
so  little  chemical  vapour  is  there ;   indeed,  Mr.  Riley  is 
proud  of  his  greenhouses,  wdiere  are  some  magnificent  vines, 
and  he  took  some  of  the  visitors  through  them. 

*  *  * 
A  dinner  to  the  American  visitors  was  given  at  the  Grand 
Hotel  in  the  evening,  Dr.  G.  H.  Bailey  presiding.  Ladies 
as  well  as  gentlemen  were  present,  among  the  latter  being  the 
Lord  Mayor  of  Manchester  (Sir  Thomas  Shann),  the  Mayor 
of  Salford  (Sir  William  Stephens),  Sir  William  Bailey,  Sir 
James  Hoy,  Dr.  Thomson,  Professor  Hopkinson,  Alderman 
Thompson,  Mr.  Ivan  Levinstein,  and  Sir  Thomas  Wardlc. 
After  the  patriotic  and  municipal  toasts,  Sir  William  Bailey, 
in  a  long  and  humorous  speech,  proposed  "Our  Educational 
Institutions,"  Professor  Hopkinson,  of  the  Victoria  Univer- 
sity, and  Alderman  Sir  James  Hoy  responding.  "The  Man- 
chester Section  "  was  eloquently  proposed  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Tyrer  and  Mr.  A.  Gordon  Salomon.  In  reply  Mr.  Julius 
Hiibner,  Secretary  of  the  section  spoke.  "Our  Guests"  was 
proposed  by  Dr.  G.  H.  Bailey,  and  responded  to  by  Dr.  W.  H. 
Nichols.

The  preparation 
containing  the  greatest  quantity  of  antifebrin  was  "  Bik- 
kuri-san,"  manufactured  by  Kamiko.  and  the  smallest 
quantity  was  contained  in  "  Netsutori-san,"  prepared  by 
Yano.

("The  London  Gazette,"  July  18,  1905.) 
At  the  Council  Chamber.  Whitehall,  the  11th  day  of  July, 
1905.    By  the  Lords  of  his  Majesty's  Most  Honourable  Privy 
Council. 

PRESENT. 

Lord  President. 
Mr.  Secretary  Akers-Dougias. 
Mr.  Gerald  Balfour. 
Whereas  by  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  Section  2,  it  is  enacted 
that  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  may  from  time  to  time,  by  resolution,  declare  that 
any  article  in  such  resolution  named  ought  to  bo  deemed  a 
poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  thereupon  the  said 
Society  shall  submit  the  same  for  approval  of  the  Privy 
Council ;  and  that,  if  such  approval  shall  be  given,  then  such 
resolution  and  approval  shall  be  advertised  in  the  "  London 
Gazette,"  and,  on  the  expiration  of  one  month  from  such 
advertisement,  the  article  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  poison 
within  the  meaning  of  that  Act : 

And  whereas  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  did,  on  the  fifth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  five,  resolve  and  declare,  by  virtue  and  in 
exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain,  that  each  of  the  following 
articles,  namely : 

Cocaine  and  its  salts, 
Picrotoxin, 

Preparations  of  Cocaine  . 

Digitalis  and  its  preparations, 

Mercuric  Iodide, 

Mercuric  Sulphocyanide, 

Strophanthus  and  its  preparations, 
ought  to  be  deemed  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1868 ;  and  also  that  of  the  same,  each  of  the  follow- 
ing articles,  namely  : 

Cocaine  and  its  salts, 

Picrotoxin, 

ought  to  be  deemed  a  poison  in  the  first  part  of  Schedule  A 
to  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868 : 

And  whereas"  the  said  Society  have  submitted  the  said 
resolution  for  the  approval  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  the 
Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  are  of  opinion  that  the  said  resolu- 
tion should  be  approved : 

Now,  therefore,  their  Lordships  are  hereby  pleased  to 
signifv  their  approval  of  the  said  resolution.

THE  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  this  Association 
was  held  at  Anderton's  Hotel,  Fleet  Street,  E.C.,  on 
July  19,  the  President  (Mr.  P.  C.  Edgar)  in  the  chair. 
There  were  between  thirty  and  forty  members  present,  in- 
cluding Mr.  A.  Cooper.  Mr.  F.  J.  Hanbury,  Mr.  J.  C. 
Umney,  Mr.  Henry  Gadd,  Mr.  Tebbutt,  Mr.  C.  J.  G. 
Bunker,  Mr.  Edward  Pickering,  Mr.  G.  J.  Knight,  Mr. 
J.  C.  Pentney,  Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland,  and  Mr.  P.  F. 
Eowsell. 

The  President  called  on  the  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- 
Jones)  to  read  the  notice  convening  the  meeting,  and  after  a 
motion  had  been  carried  to  take  the  annual  report  (see 
C.  &D.,  July  8,  p.  46)  as  read, 

The  President  proceeded  to  comment  on  the  report.  In 
moving  its  adoption,  he  said  it  was  a  most  exhaustive  one, 
teeming  with  useful  information,  and  the  financial  state- 
ment he  characterised  as  the  most  satisfactory  ever  before 
the  Association.  The  debit  balance  of  the  previous  year 
had  been  completely  wiped  out,  leaving  a  net  gain  of  363?. 
on  the  year.  The  membership-roll  has  improved  in  the 
Manufacturers'  and  Retailers'  Sections,  but  he  hoped  that 
those  chemists  who  still  remained  outside  would  support 
the  Association.  There  is.  continued  the  speaker,  very 
little  cutting  of  proprietary  articles  at  the  present  time,  and 
any  little  difficulties  that  crop  up  are  soon  put  right.  In 
regard  to  the  co-operation  trouble  everything  is  being  done 
that  can  be  done,  but  the  council  do  not  disguise  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  very  difficult  question  to  deal  with.  Among 
other  matters  the  New  Zealand  regulations  were  dealt  with, 
the  action  of  the  Association  going  a  long  way  to  procuring 
the  abrogation  of  the  regulations. 

Mr,  Rowsell  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and 
specially  thanked  the  wholesalers  for  their  support.  He 
mentioned  also  that  a  manufacturer  had  told  him  (the 
speaker)  that  since  his  article  had  been  listed  the  sales  have 
gone  up  25  per  cent. 

Mr.  Pickard  (Ossett),  in  supporting  the  resolution,  said 
the  members  of  the  Association  were  mostly  those  who  knew 
what  cutting  meant.  There  were  chemists  in  out-of-the-way 
parts  who  still  obtained  full  price  for  patents  and  saw  very 
little  good  in  joining  the  Association.  There  is  not  the 
nutting  now  that  there  used  to  be,  and  cutters  know  that 
they  are  well  watched. 

Mr.  Hanbury  asked  for  an  explanation  of  an  amount  of 
130?.  for  purchasing  cutters'  stock. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  explained  that  that  represents  expenses  in 
buying  up  cutters'  stock  of  particular  articles,  and  the  dif- 
ference between  what  the  goods  cost  and  what  the  makers 
allowed  the  Association  for  the  recovered  goods.  At  the 
time  the  financial  statement  was  made  up  the  Association 
had  40?.  worth  of  goods  at  the  office,  but  the  auditor 
would  not  allow  this  to  appear  in  a  financial  statement. 

Mr.  Gadd  hoped  the  Association  would  spend  all  the 
money  it  gets,  and  not  accumulate  it. 

Mr.  Knight  made  an  interesting  speech  in  which  he  said 
the  Association  has  been  a  real  service  to  the  trade.  The 
chief  difficulty  the  Association  has  to  contend  with  are  the 
Judases  and  Ananiases  who  undersell.  He  hoped  the  Asso- 
ciation would  make  it  still  more  unpleasant  for  those  people 
to  break  their  pledges. 

Mr.  Pentney  said  he  had  been  making  inquiries  as  to  the 
dealing  bf  co-operative  societies,  and  found  that  these 
Societies  already  make  an  exception  in  the  case  of  certain 
goods,  upon  which  no  dividend  is  paid.  Would  it  not  be 
easy  to  get  the  Societies  to  place  P.A.T.A.  goods  under  this 
exception  ? 

Mr.  Macfarlan  thought  the  effect  would  be  that  the  divi- 
dend would  be  paid  indirectly. 

Mr.  Nicholls  (Hackney)  said  that  even  if  P.A.T.A.  goods 
seemed  to  be  dearer  at  co-operative  stores  people  would  still 
get  their  patents  at.  the  stores. 

Mr.  Rought  (Norwich)  suggested  that  each  member  should 
make  a  point  of  calling  on  those  of  his  fellow-chemists  not 
already  members  of  the  Association  and  inducing  them  to 
join. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  he  would  not  like  it  to  go  forth  that 


the  Association  has  more  money  than  it  knows  what,  to  do 
with.  In  his  mind's  eye  he  had  already  spent  the  balance 
in  a  special  branch  that  is  being  developed — buying  up 
cutters' stocks.  If  the  Association  can  show  that  it  is  work- 
ing efficiently  there  is  no  difficulty  in  getting  manufacturers 
to  join. 

Mr.  Sutherland  said  there  is  still  much  work  to  do,  and  it 
will  take  a  lot  of  money  to  combat  the  tactics  of  certain 
large  firms  who  buy  in  large  quantity.  He  suggested  that 
grocers  and  others  should  be  periodically  advised  of  the 
goods  that  are  protected,  as  prices  were  often  cut  in 
ignorance. 

The  President  then  put  the  resolution,  and  it  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Votes  of  thanks  to  the  officers  concluded  the  meeting. 


£be  Chemists'  defence  association. 


IMMEDIATELY  after  the  P.A.T.A.  meeting  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  CD. A.  was  held — Mr.  Rowsell  (Exeter), 
the  Chairman,  presiding.  The  attendance  was  considerably 
reduced.  The  report  (see  C.  &  D.,  July  8,  p.  46)  in  this  case 
was  also  taken  as  read,  and  the  Chairman,  in  moving  its 
adoption,  commented  on  the  principal  features.  The  number 
of  shareholders  is  now  2,829,  holding  between  them  3,173 
shares.  There  are  still,  said  the  Chairman,  some  chemists 
who  do  not  understand  the  scope  of  the  Association's  legal 
|  advice.  Such  advice  is  limited  to  subscribers'  own  business 
and  to  business  matters.  Reference  was  made  to  a  claim 
which  the  Association  had  settled  for  damage  due  to  an 
explosion  of  a  mixture  of  nitric  acid  and  mercury  which  a 
chemist  supplied  in  a  loosely-corked  bottle.  Chemists 
should  especially  note  that  these  two  chemicals  should  only 
be  sold  apart,  and  never  mixed.  In  regard  to  police-court 
defences,  which  are  somewhat  numerous,  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  object  of  the  Association  is  to  see 
that  the  cases  for  the  defendants  are  properly  and  fairly 
stated,  so  that  justice  can  be  done.  The  Chairman  also 
urged  on  the  members  the  necessity  of  obtaining  warranties 
from  wholesale  houses.  Two  Birkenhead  chemists  recently 
had  to  pay  fines  on  account  of  compound  liquorice  powder. 
The  wholesalers  could  have  been  made  liable  if  a  legal 
warranty  had  been  obtained.  A  firm  of  underwriters  will 
in  future  take  the  plate-glass  risks,  which  have  up  till  now 
been  borne  by  the  Association.  The  Chairman  also  alluded 
to  the  improved  financial  condition  of  the  Association,  and 
said  that  in  uncalled  capital  there  is  a  reserve  fund  of  over 
2,000Z.  Mr.  Johnston,  the  new  Secretary,  was  highly  com- 
plimented on  his  work  by  Mr.  Rowsell  and  other  speakers. 

Mr.  Cooper  seconded  the  resolution,  and  said  the  amount 
of  work  done  in  the  Association's  office  was  very  great. 

Mr.  Pickard  could  not  understand  why  chemists  held 
aloof  from  the  Association ;  the  risks  that  chemists  run  are 
greater  than  those  from  fire,  and  no  prudent  man  omits  to 
insure  against  fire. 

Mr.  Mitchell  (Clapham)  asked  if  members  could  have 
more  than  one  sample  of  drugs  examined  by  the  Association, 
and  what  was  the  charge. 

Mr.  Pentney,  after  stating  that  in  his  opinion  a  chemist 
who  mixed  mercury  and  nitric  acid  was  culpably  negligent, 
said  he  hoped  the  Association  would  see  its  way  to  retain 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  in  every  case  it  had  to  take  into  Court.  It 
would  be  disastrous  to  the  Association  if  the  other  side  re- 
tained Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  as  he  generally  won  his  cases. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Johnston  said  it  is  not  always  assistants  and  appren- 
tices that  make  mistakes  :  the  mixing  of  mercury  and  nitric 
acid  was  by  a  qualified  chemist.  Only  recently  a  dispens- 
ing mistake  came  before  the  Association  in  which  a  chemist 
who  had  never  made  a  mistake  in  thirty  years  put  a  dan- 
gerous drug  in  a  mixture  in  place  of  sodium  bromide.  Every 
chemist  is  liable  to  make  mistakes,  and  that  is  why  all  should 
join  the  Association.  Samples,  other  than  the  one  free 
analysis  that  each  member  is  entitled  to,  are  examined  at 
a  charge  of  2s.  6d.  by  the  Association's  analyst. 

The  resolution  having  been  carried,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Knight  the  directors  were  re-elected — Mr.  H.  W.  Colley, 
of  Grimsby,  being  put  in  place  of  Mr.  John  Smith,  of  St. 
Leonards,  who  has  resigned.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr. 
Pentney,  who,  in  the  course  of  his  remarks,  said  he  knew 
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from  recent  experience  what  a  comfort  it  was  to  have  the 
Association  to  fall  back  on  in  time  of  need. 

The  Chairman  having  thanked  the  meeting  for  re-electing 
him,  Mr.  A.  G.  West  was  re-appointed  auditor,  and  the 
usual  votes  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  ended  the  meeting. 

Westminster  Wisoom. 

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 

Medical  Act  (1886)  Amendment  Bill. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  July  18  this  Bill  was  read  a 
third  time. 

Trade-marks  Bill. 
The  House  went  into  Committee  on  this  Bill  on  July  17 
and  18,  and  after  some  verbal  Amendments  the  Bill  was 
reported  to  the  House. 

Calf-lymph. 

Mr.  Arnold-Forster  on  Monday  stated  that  the  quantity 
of  glycerinated  calf-lymph  produced  annually  in  the  Army 
Vaccine  Institute  is  sufficient  to  vaccinate  125,280  persons. 
Vivisection  Experiments. 

The  anti-vivisectionists  are  making  the  most  of  the  figures 
of  the  last  vivisection  return.  Mr.  Field,  in  the  form  of  a 
question,  proposes  to  call  the  Home  Secretary's  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  total  number  of  vivisection  experiments  last 
year  exceeded  those  of  1903  by  13,478,  and  suggesting  that 
the  Home  Office  should  cause  inquiry  to  be  made  into  this 
matter  "  with  a  view  to  the  abolition  of  vivisection." 

Transmission  of  Tuberculosis. 
Anxiety  to  ascertain  the  findings  of  the  Royal  Commission 
on  tuberculosis  continues  to  prompt  questions  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Local  Government  Board  upon  the  subject.  Mr. 
Gerald  Balfour  reiterated  on  Tuesday,  in  response  to  a  ques- 
tion put  to  him  by  Mr.  Morrell,  that  the  Royal  Commission 
hopes  to  issue  a  further  interim  report  towards  the  end  of 
the  present  year.  A  considerable  time  must,  however, 
elapse  before  the  Commission  can  report  as  to  the  transmis- 
sion of  tuberculosis  from  animals  to  man. 

Trading  in  Canada. 
The  Colonial  Secretary  was  approached  by  Mr.  Trevelyan 
on  Monday  with  a  suggestion  that  the  Government  should 
make  representations  to  the  Government  of  Canada  with 
regard  to  a  recent  enactment  of  the  Quebec  Legislature,  im- 
posing a  tax  of  $300  on  all  commercial  travellers  and  adver- 
tising agents  for  firms  not  having  a  place  of  business  in  the 
Dominion.  Mr.  Lyttelton  confessed  that  he  had  not  seen 
the  legislation  in  question,  but  mentioned  that  he  had  asked 
the  Governor-General  of  Canada  to  furnish  him  with  a  copy 
of  it,  accompanied  by  a  report  of  the  circumstances  attend- 
ing its  enactment. 

The  Revenue  Bill. 
Complaint  was  made  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
by  Mr.  Eugene  Wason  on  Wednesday,  July  19,  in  the  form 
of  a  question  starred  for  oral  reply,  that  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions made  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  for  the  sale 
and  manufacture  of  spirits  for  manufacturing  purposes  are 
out  of  print,  and  the  Chancellor  was  asked  when  the  new 
regulations  proposed  will  be  printed.  In  his  reply  Mr. 
Austen  Chamberlain  said,  "If  the  Revenue  Bill,  which  is 
now  before  the  House,  passes,  the  instructions  referred  to 
will  require  considerable  alteration.  In  that  event,  the  new 
regulations  will  be  printed  as  early  as  possible.  If  the  Bill 
does  not  pass,  I  will  have  the  old  regulations  reprinted  with 
any  modifications  that  are  required  to  bring  them  up  to 
date." 

In  a  supplementary  question  to  the  Chancellor,  Mr.  Eugene 
Wason  asked  :  "  Will  the  right  hon.  gentleman  let  me  have 
a  copy  of  the  regulations  :  I  have  tried  to  get  them,  but  have 
failed  to  do  so." 

Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain  :  "I  am  afraid  they  are  out  of 
print." 

Mr.  Lough  :  "  Will  the  right  hon.  gentleman  furnish  the 
particulars  promised  in  regard  to  chicory  ?  " 

Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain  :  "  The  particulars  I  promised 
are  the  particulars  in  my  explanation.  When  we  come  to 
discuss  the  Bill  I  shall  be  very  pleased  to  amplify  the 
particulars,  if  the  hon.  gentleman  desires  it;  or  I  shall  be 
glad  to  see  him  privately  and  will  have  samples  ready."

What  is  the  Distinction 

between  dispensing  a  prescription 
and  a  simple  commercial  transaction  ?  Dr.  Berdoe  declines 
to  regard  these  operations  as  strictly  analogous,  and  I  do 
not  doubt  he  is  right.  But  what  is  the  exact  line  of  demarca- 
tion ?  The  doctor  is  unfair  to  commerce  in  the  one  illustra- 
tion he  gives.  He  ordered  an  elder-flower  ointment,  and 
the  chemist,  not  having  it  in  stock,  substituted  an  ointment 
made  from  elder-leaves  and  said  he  was  justified  in  so  doing. 
"  On  simple  commercial  principles  perhaps  he  was."  writes 
Dr.  Berdoe.  Surely  not.  The  common  law  of  all  civilised 
nations,  and  special  legislation,  such  as  the  Mer- 
chandise-marks Act.  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts,  and  the  Weights  and  Measures  Act,  all  hedge  round 
commerce  and  testify  that  a  vendor  must  supply  what 
he  professes  to  supply  in  nature,  substance,  and  quality,  as 
well  as  in  quantity.  So  far,  then,  the  difference  between 
■dispensing  a  prescription  and  a  simple  commercial  trans- 
action does  not  appear.  In  both  cases  there  is  an  implied 
contract  to  buy  and  sell  a  certain  defined  article,  and  that 
contract  is  legally  enforceable.  But  the  purchaser  of  tea, 
sugar,  18-carat  gold,  or  a  ton  of  coal  may  get  bumping 
■weight  or  a  better  article  than  that  for  which  he  had  stipu- 
lated, and  he  is  not  prejudiced.  But  overweight  of  the 
active  ingredient  in  a  strychnine  mixture  or  a  morphine  pill 
is  just  what  no  patient  wants.  He  buys,  in  fact,  not  only 
the  ingredients  but  also  scrupulous  care  in  compounding 
them.  It  is  this  minute  care,  united  with  artistic  pride  in 
the  product  and  a  keen  sense  of  moral  responsibility,  which 
distinguishes  the  truly  professional  pharmacist  from  the 
merely  commercial  dealer  in  drugs. 

Brighton  Tempts 

the  weary  pharmacist  to  recruit  there  next 
week,  look  on  its  sunny  waves,  and  breathe  its  ozonic  air. 
For  a  very  few  days  a  representative  1  per  cent,  or  so  of  us 
will  permeate  the  Metropole  and  pace  the  royal  floors  of  the 
Pavilion.  Since  the  Conference  sojourned  at  Brighton 
thirty-three  years  ago  a  new  generation  of  pharmacists  has 
come  to  maturity.  At  that  time  Mr.  Brady,  the  President, 
and  Professor  Attfield,  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference,  and 
the  leading  thinkers  in  the  pharmacy  of  the  day  were  most 
earnestly  urging  the  adoption  of  some  scheme  of  general 
pharmaceutical  education  to  be  spread  over  the  Kingdom. 
The  end  of  things  pharmaceutical  was  to  come  unless  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  spent  some  two  thousand  pounds  a 
year  in  instituting  and  maintaining  provincial  schools. 
How  to  spoon-feed  the  coming  pharmacists  with  the  least 
trouble  to  themselves  was  the  great  problem  of  that  day. 
Nothing  came  of  all  the  agitation,  and  yet  the  proportion  of 
scientific  pharmacists  among  us  is  at  least  as  large  now  as  it 
■was  then.  Twenty  learned  papers  of  a  strictly  pharmaceu- 
tical character  are  waiting  to  be  read  and  discussed  at  the 
Brighton  Conference,  and  it  may  fairly  be  reckoned  that 
these  will  be  as  carefully  reported  and  studied  as  were  the 
•essays  of  1872.  The  lesson  is  simply  that  a  supply  of  high- 
class  pharmacists  at  least  equal  to  the  absorbing  faculty  of 
the  nation  may  be  relied  upon  without  eleemosynary  aid. 

America  and  China 

came  into  striking  juxtaposition  in  last 
week's  editorial  comments.  In  eloquent  words  the  Ameri- 
can President  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  had 
hinted  at  the  vast  and  almost  untouched  resources  of  the 
Western  continent.    In  the  East  seventy  Shanghai  mer- 


chants were  urging  our  Foreign  Secretary  to  press  on  China 
a  more  open  policy  for  commerce.  The  day  will  come,  and 
perhaps  is  not  far  off,  when  China  will  eagerly  rush  into 
manufacturing  competition ;  the  lords  of  industry  in  the 
United  States  have  never  needed  stimulation.  But  what 
will  become  of  Great  Britain  when  these  two  mightily 
equipped  rivals  are  at  full  work  in  the  productive  and  mer- 
cantile fields  is  hardly  conceivable,  or  perhaps  is  only  too 
conceivable.  China's  untapped  coalfields  are  probably  the 
richest  and  most  easily  worked  in  the  world,  and  the  Chinese 
are  the  most  formidable  workmen  known.  The  resources, 
the  ambition,  and  the  commercial  genius  of  America  are 
alike  boundless.  With  these  forces  preparing  on  our  right 
and  left,  an  industrial  revolution  of  incalculable  conse- 
quences is  sooner  or  later  inevitable.  The  only  hope  for 
England  or  Europe  to  maintain  their  present  supremacy  in 
the  commercial  rivalry  of  the  future  lies  in  peace,  the  re- 
duction of  armaments,  and  the  accumulation  of  capital  so  as 
to  be  ready  to  control  future  developments. 

The  Errand-boy 

of  the  nineteenth  century  was  a  necessary, 
but  not  a  revered  member  of  the  staff.  The  Master  ruled 
him  with  despotic  sway,  the  Mistress  watched  him  with 
suspicious  eye,  the  Assistant  bullied  him  from  morn  till 
eve,  the  Apprentice  practised  on  him  the  noble  art  in  the 
cellar,  and  to  complaining  customers  he  was  the  universal 
scapegoat.  No  one  took  his  part,  but,  to  do  him  justice, 
he  was  pretty  well  able  to  take  care  of  himself,  and  the 
apprentice  did  not  always  come  out  top  dog.  But  that 
errand-boy  is  no  more.  As  Sir  Oliver  Lodge  has  dis- 
covered, he  has  brains  now  instead  of  teeth.  The  twen- 
tieth-century errand-boy  is,  in  fact,  a  man  and  a  brother. 
He  attends  evening  science  classes,  and  decomposes  marbles 
instead  of  playing  with  them.  And  now  Mr.  Glyn-Jones, 
barrister-at-law,  asserts  that  he  can  claim  the  protection  of 
24  and  25  Vict.  c.  100,  sec.  24.  To  give  him  a  chocolate 
worm-cake  or  an  ipecacuanha  lozenge,  which  was  a  time- 
honoured  method  of  instilling  into  him  some  trace  of  re- 
spect for  the  contents  of  a  chemist's  shop,  is  an  offence 
against  his  sacred  person.  Eheu,  fugaces!  is,  I  believe, 
the  proper  tag  to  such  reflections,  and  I  am  not  sure  that 
the  modern  errand-boy  would  not  himself  echo  the  exclama- 
tion. 

The  Insignificance  of  British  Pharmacy 

must    be  inferred 

from  the  fact  that  not  even  the  name  of  the  art  or  mystery 
is  to  be  found  among  the  million  or  more  entries  in  the 
Index  of  the  "Encyclopaedia  Britannica."  The  imperfec- 
tion of  the  Encyclopaedia  is.  of  course,  an  alternative  and 
an  equally  fair  inference.  But,  in  justice  to  that  great 
but  much-advertised  work,  it  should  be  stated  that  British 
pharmacy  is  dealt  with  in  its  pages.  What  the  learnea 
men  who  compiled  the  book  knew  about  pharmacy  is  com- 
pressed into  the  following  little  paragraph,  which  forms 
part  of  an  article  on  medicine  (Vol.  15,  p.  799),  by  Charles 
Creighton,  M.A.,  M.D.    We  are  told  that 

Pharmaceutical  chemists  are  now  licensed  under  an  Act 
passed  in  1876;  since  that  date  licences  are  granted  only  to 
those  who  pass  either  the  Minor  or  the  Major  examination 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  a  Phar- 
macy Act  for  Ireland  (1876)  having  corresponding  provi- 
sions. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  indicate  the  errors  packed  into  those 
few  lines;  but  it  is  not  unreasonable  when  we  find  a  sub- 
ject we  know  all  about  sc  carelessly  treated  to  ask  what 
guarantee  we  have  that  the  article  on  some  topic  which 
may  b_e  less  familiar  to_us— say,  on  the  Infinitesimal  Cal- 
culus— can  be  relied  upon.

JEbttodal  Comments* 


Divided  Councils. 

When,  on  April  5  last,  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  resolved  that  certain  articles  should 
be  added  to  the  schedule  of  poisons  the  President  of  the 
Society  stated  that  the  Council  had  corresponded  with  the 
Privy  Council,  and  the  list  of  poisons  then  agreed  to  was  that 
recommended  by  the  Poisons  Committee  of  the  Privy  Coun- 
cil with  the  exception  of  morphine.  In  regard  to  this  they 
had  put  the  matter  before  the  Privy  Council,  which  agreed 
that  "the  list  as  recommended  should  be  added  to  the 
Schedule."  Mr.  Carteighe,  in  seconding  the  motion,  con- 
gratulated the  President  on  the  fact  that  during  the  com- 
paratively short  term  of  his  office  he  had  been  able  to  induce 
the  Privy  Council  to  agree  to  the  addition  of  these  sub- 
stances. The  Privy  Council  has  gone  back  upon  this  agree- 
ment, for  it  will  be  seen  that  at  the  meeting  held  at  White- 
hall on  July  11,  the  Lord  President,  Mr.  Akers-Douglas? 
and  Mr.  Gerald  Balfour  being  present,  it  was  agreed 
that  the  articles  thus  approved,  except  acetanilide, 
soluble  salts  of  oxalic  acid,  and  sulphonal,  should  be 
added  to  the  Schedule.  Any  agreement  that  there  was 
between  the  two  Councils  has,  therefore,  been  broken 
by  the  Government  body.  We  think  there  is  occasion  for 
protest  here.  It  is  well  known  that  the  initiation  of  the 
additions  lay  with  the  Privy  Council's  Committee.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Council  performed  its  statutory  duty  by 
carrying  the  list  of  poisons  a  step  towards  legalisation,  but 
since  then  memorials  have  been  presented  to  the  Privy 
Council  objecting  to  the  addition  of  acetanilide  and,  pre- 
sumably, of  sulphonal  and  the  soluble  salts  of  oxalic  acid. 
If  there  had  been  complete  concordance  between  the  two 
Councils  the  Government  department  should  have  con- 
sulted the  Pharmaceutical  Council  regarding  these  objec- 
tions, but  no  such  consultation  has  taken  place,  and  the 
gazetting  of  the  resolution  as  amended  by  their  lordships 
is  the  first  intimation  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  of  the 
decision  come  to.  Perhaps  it  is  not  the  duty  of  the  Privy 
Council  to  consult  any  of  the  bodies  which  are  put  under 
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its  authority,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  Privy 
Council's  position  must  be  quite  free  from  anything  sugges- 
tive of  collusion  in  modifying  the  Poisons  Schedule ;  but  the 
present  additions  are,  for  the  reasons  stated,  entirely  ex- 
ceptional, and  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  was  carrying 
out  the  Privy  Council's  wishes  we  think  it  would  have  been 
at  least  courteous  for  the  Whitehall  officials  to  have  informed 
those  at  Bloomsbury  that  they  had  obtained  evidence  which 
proved  that  the  conclusions  of  the  Poisons  Committee  as 
regards  acetanilide,  soluble  salts  of  oxalic  acid,  andsulphonal 
were  wrong.  This,  of  course,  is  not  surprising,  the  Com- 
mittee having  been  wrong  on  many  other  points ;  but  why 
this  new-found  zeal  to  amend  the  errors  of  the  Committee? 
It  is  clear  from  this  incident  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Coun- 
cil does  not  gain  much  by  friendly  bargaining,  and  it  cer- 
tainly has  lost  dignity  on  this  occasion  by  carrying  out  the 
first  thoughts  of  the  Privy  Council. 

We  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  notice  which  has 
appeared  in  the  "  Londcn  Gazette."  This  differs  in  form 
from  any  of  the  notices  hitherto  published  by  the  Privy 
Council  in  the  "  Gazette,"  and  follows  verbally  the  notice 
of  December  21,  1869,  published  in  the  "Gazette"  by  Mr. 
Elias  Bremridge,  then  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  The  peculiarity  of  the  present  notice  is 
that  it  gives  approval  of  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  on  April  5,  but  it  has 
been  amended  in  three  important  particulars,  and  the 
approval  does  not  refer  to  the  omitted  articles.  This  is  a 
departure  from  the  precedent  of  July  28,  1882,  when  the 
Privy  Council  had  before  it  a  resolution  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council,  dated  February  1,  1882,  adding  to  the 
Schedule  sulphuric  acid,  hydrochloric  acid,  nitric  acid,  solu- 
tion of  chloride  of  antimony,  carbolic  acid,  hellebore,  nux 
vomica  and  its  preparations,  and  phosphorus  paste.  In  that 
instance  the  "  Gazette"  notice  stated  that 

amongst  other  things,  "  nux  vomica  and  its  prepara- 
tions ought  to  be  deemed  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  ought  to  be  deemed  a  poison 
in  the  second  part  of  the  Schedule  A  of  the  said  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868." 

And  whereas  the  said  Society  have  submitted  the  said 
resolution  for  the  approval  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  the 
Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  are  of  opinion  that  the  said 
resolution,  so  far  as  regards  nux  vomica  and  its  prepara- 
tions, should  be  approved :  Now,  therefore,  their  lord- 
ships are  hereby  pleased  to  signify  their  approval  of  the 
said  resolution,  in  so  far  as  regards  nux  vomica  and  its  pre- 
parations. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  have  an  opinion  as  to  whether 
the  "Gazette"  notice  of  this  week  is  strictly  correct. 
Section  2  of  the  1868  Act  requires  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council's  resolution  and  the  Privy  Council's  approval  to 
be  published  in  the  "Gazette."  We  submit  that  this  has 
not  been  done,  a  bowdlerized  version  of  the  resolution 
having  appeared. 

We  print  the  extended  Schedule  in  our  Supplement  this 
week  in  a  form  which  will  enable  it  to  be  used  at  the  shop 
counter.  According  to  Section  2  the  added  articles  must 
be  treated  as  poisons  on  and  after  August  18,  1905,  but  we 
take  it  that  the  majority  of  chemists  and  druggists  will  act 
upon  the  resolution  forthwith. 


"  Price-maintenance.'' 

"A  revolt  is  not  at  all  improbable"  among  those  who 
handle  proprietary  medicinal  articles.  Such  is  the  conclu- 
sion of  a  "  special"  in  the  "  Liverpool  Post  and  Mercury," 
which  is  headed  "  Trade  Rings  and  Boycotting  :  Terrorising 
British  Shopkeepers."  It  is  ostensibly  a  criticism  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association's  methods,  and  the 
annual  report  of  that  Association  is  quoted,  the  article 


having  all  the  internal  evidence  of  being  written  by  some 
person  who  has  felt  the  P.A.T.A.  pinch.  We  have  heard 
that  Liverpool  was  rather  a  warm  place  for  cutters  during 
the  past  year,  and  it  is  not  inappropriate  that  the  cry  in 
the  wilderness  against  anti-cutting  schemes  should  arise  in 
that  city.  The  peculiar  feature  of  the  article  is  that  it  is 
mainly  directed  against  the  P.A.T.A.,  but  starts  with  the 
declaration  :  "  Price-maintenance  is  the  outstanding  feature 
in  modern  retail  trade";  and  "price-maintenance"  is  a 
commonly-used  expression  throughout  the  article.  This  is 
curious  :  the  phrase  is  rarely  used  in  the  drug-trade,  but  it  is 
common  in  the  hardware-business,  and  we  infer  that  the 
writer  or  inspirer  of  the  article  is  a  store-trader  who  has 
felt  the  pinch  on  all  the  toes  of  his  cutting- foot.  We  pre- 
sume it  is  now  generally  recognised  that  selling  everything 
in  a  store  at  cut  prices  is  economically  impossible.  An  all- 
round  gross  profit  of  £0  per  cent,  is  a  necessity  to  the  draper 
and  the  grocer,  and  as  needful  for  the  large  store  as  for  the 
small  shopkeeper.  The  object  of  cutting  the  prices  of  pro- 
prietary articles  is  to  make  "  leaders  "  or  "  decoys,"  so  as  to 
secure  the  sale  of  other  goods  which  bear  a  higher  ratio  of 
profit  than  the  average.  In  this  way  drapers  and  others 
have  selected  articles  which  are  somewhat  foreign  to  their 
business,  such  as  pills  and  soaps,  and  thus  obtain  a  double 
contrast  to  their  customers,  who  can  tell  that  a  6c/.  cake  of 
soap  at  4d.  is  cheap,  and  allow  this  train  of  thought  to 
delude  them  into  the  idea  that  the  dress-stuff  they  buy  at 
Is.  ll%d.  is  worth  2s.  6d.,  whereas  Is.  6d.  is  a  more  likely 
figure.  The  action  of  those  who  have  not  soft-goods  to  sell 
in  securing  the  protection  of  their  own  legitimate  wares  is 
fast  robbing  drapers  and  storekeepers  of  their  most  effective 
"leaders,"  and  this  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  "Post  and 
Mercury  "  article.  The  writer  was  so  angry  that  he  made 
up  his  mind  to  kick  his  late  benefactors  as  hard  as  possible, 
the  following  being  the  result  : 

According  to  the  leaders  of  the  anti-cutting  movement, 
the  minimum  prices  fixed  are  sufficient  to  yield  to  the 
retailer  a  profit  of  about  20  per  cent.,  and  to  the  wholesaler 
of  from  7j  to  10  per  cent.  But  is  not  this  an  under-state- 
mcnt  of  the  facts?  "  Gives  a  profit  of  140  per  cent.,"  "  a 
profit  of  45  per  cent,  guaranteed,"  and  "  a  profit  of  100 
per  cent,  on  the  bulk  of  the  sales  "  are  seme  of  the  state- 
ments made  in  advertisements  appearing  in  the  "  Anti- 
Cutting  Record,"  and  the  prices  quoted  in  the  protected 
list  corroborate  the  statements.  One  firm,  with  numerous 
branches  up  and  down  the  country,  makes  a  special  feature 
of  a  brand  of  tablets  offered  at  83d.  per  bottle,  the  ordinary 
price  being  1*.  ljc?.,  with  a  minimum  of  Is.  Another  firm, 
"  to  assist  chemists  in  their  struggle  with  this  most  bitter 
opponent,"  is  prepared  to  supply  the  same  article  at  4s.  id. 
per  dozen,  which  will  yield  100  per  cent,  profit  at  the  cut 
price,  and  more  than  200  per  cent,  at  the  face-value.  Even 
then  there  is  a  profit  to  the  manufacturer,  so  that  the 
question  comes  in,  what  is  the  net  value  to  the  purchaser? 

One  of  the  Vinolia  preparations  is  advertised  to  yield  a 
profit  to  the  retailer  of  40  per  cent.,  another  is  to  be  retailed 
at  6d.,  although  the  wholesale  price  is  3s. — 100  per  cent, 
profit — and  a  third,  also  retailing  at  6c?.,  is  supplied  whole- 
sale at  3s.  4c?.  per  dozen.  Homoeopathic  medicines  furnish 
perhaps  the  most  striking  illustration,  and  in  one  instance 
the  Is.  bottles  are  advertised  at  Is.  3c?.  per  dozen.  This 
does  not  appear  on  the  protected  list,  but  another  brand 
does  at  2s.  6c?.  for  a  dozen  6c?.  bottles,  and  4s.  6c?.  for  a  dozen 
Is.  bottles.  The  former  of  these  prices  gives  a  penny 
farthing  as  the  wholesale  value  of  a  shilling  article,  and 
deducting  manufacturers'  profit,  cost  of  bottle,  printed 
label,  and  wrapper,  what  is  the  real  value  of  the  article  to 
the  consumer  ?    Evidently  something  under  a  penny  ! 

After  this  tirade  the  writer  proceeds  to  vilify  the  P.A.T.A., 
the  point  of  irritation  being  that  the  Association  is  succeed- 
ing so  well  that  a  fourth  of  the  articles  in  a  Liverpool 
wholesale  list  have  the  prices  protected.  This  is  the  real 
trouble  to  the  "cutter":  his  liberties  with  proprietary 
goods  of  all  kinds — foods,  hardware,  medicines,  tobacco, 
and  anything  which  bears  the  name  of  a  maker  and  whose 
face-value  is  well  known — have  been  in  the  majority  of 
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cases  so  damaging  to  the  manufacturers,,  that  the  latter  are 
now  voluntarily  taking  steps  to  protect  their  property,  and 
are  seeking  the  co-operation  of  wholesalers  and  retailers  to 
this  end.  This  is  the  condition  at  the  present  time,  and 
the  big  cutter  knows  it,  and  knows  also  that  the  era  of 
excessive  cutting  has  gone.  His  only  hope  is  in  dissension 
among  the  distributors,  and  to  them  he  appeals  in  his  final 
scream,  thus  : 

What  adds  to  the  retailers'  difficulties  is  a  growing  prac- 
tice on  the  part  of  manufacturers  of  imposing  a  fixed-price 
condition  by  a  side-wind.  An  invoice  for  goods  will  be  sent 
in  the  ordinary  way,  and  unless  the  retailer  is  careful  he 
will  not  observe  an  intimation  that  the  acceptance  of  the 
goods  binds  him  to  sell  the  articles  at  not  less  than  the 
minimum  price.  Should  he  overlook  this  and  cut  the  price 
ever  so  little,  he  renders  himself  liable  to  have  all  his 
supplies  stopped.  The  present  troubles  have  arisen,  to  a 
large  extent,  out  of  the  extra  discounts  given  to  large  buyers. 
Naturally,  a  company  or  syndicate  with  many  branch  shops 
can  place  orders  for  a  gross  of  articles  where  an  individual 
trader  could  order  only  half  a  dozen  or  a  dozen.  The  large 
buyer  expects,  and  obtains,  an  extra  5  per  cent,  or  10  per 
cent,  discount,  which  enables  him  to  undersell  his  com- 
petitors. Many  of  the  latter,  we  are  convinced,  began  to 
subscribe  to  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  in 
the  hope  that  as  there  would  be  a  minimum  retail  price  so 
there  would  be  a  minimum  wholesale  price.  Now  they  find 
they  are  mistaken,  -and  if,  instead  of  additional  pressure 
being  brought  to  bear  upon  the  manufacturers  who  have 
not  subscribed  to  the  price-maintenance  principle,  there  is 
not  a  modification  of  the  treatment  meted  out  to  retailers, 
a  revolt  is  not  at  all  improbable. 

There  is  no  cloud  on  the  horizon  at  present,  nor  will  any 
come  if  all  branches  of  each  trade  concerned  in  maintaining 
a  fair  profit  for  their  services  to' the  public  act  together  as 
they  have  been  doing  during  the  past  decade. 


Revenue  Bill. 

An  explanatory  memorandum  respecting  this  measure 
has  been  issued  as  a  White  paper  (No.  235,  price  l^d.).  It 
first  deals  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Departmental 
Committee  in  regard  to  Industrial  Alcohol,  and  explains 
how  the  various  "subsections"  of  Clause  1  will  effect  the 
changes  necessary.  Should  the  powers  sought  fcr  in  that 
clause  be  obtained  it  will  be  necessary  to  safeguard  the 
revenue  in  certain  directions,  especially  in  respect  to  in- 
dustrial methylated  spirit ;  and  the  second  clause  is  for  that 
purpose,  except  Subsection  6.  which  is  designed  to  grant 
the  use  of  methylated  spirit  for  the  production  of  articles 
like  sulphuric  ether  and  chloroform,  which  cannot  at  present 
be  made  under  the  same  conditions.  The  memorandum 
proceeds  to  state  the  case  of  tinctures  dealt  with  in 
Clause  3,  which  "  gives  statutory  authority  to  two  con- 
cessions in  respect  to  the  export  of  tinctures,"  these  con- 
cessions being  an  act  of  grace  on  the  part  of  the  Treasury. 
The  memorandum  proceeds  to  deal  with  the  other  subjects 
of  the  Bill,  and  we  need  only  quote  what  is  said  about  the 
British  wines  : 

There  appears  to  be  no  doubt  that  a  practice  has  grown 
up  of  using  certain  British  wines  (viz.,  wines  manufactured 
in  this  country  partly  from  imported  grape  must,  more 
largely  from  currants  and  raisins),  as  a  "  basis  "  for  making 
wines  which  are  sold  as  foreign  wines.  It  is  uncertain  how 
far  the  practice  extends.  In  order  to  ascertain  the  facts,  it 
is  proposed  that  all  manufacturers  for  sale  of  British  wines 
should  be  compelled  to  take  out  a  licence  and  thus  be  placed 
under  Ey.cise  supervision.  This  will  afford  the  Revenue 
authorities  opportunities  of  gaining  information  in  relation 
to  the  practice,  a  practice  which  is  prejudicial  to  the  re- 
venue and  to  the  consumer  alike.  . 

The  provisions  proposed  follow  very  much  the  provisions 
of  the  Finance  Act,  1901,  with  respect  to  glucose,  with  the 
important  difference  that  whik  an  Excise  duty  was  payable 
on  glucose,  no  duty  will  be  payable  on  British  wines.  The 
licence  will  be  purely  a  matter  cf  registration,  in  order  to 
prevent  British  wines  being  manufactured  for  sale  except 
under  conditions  which  will  enable  the  Revenue  officers  to 
see  that  the  revenue  is  not  defrauded  by  the  improper  use 
of  British  wines. 


The  clause  applies  only  to  manufacture  for  sale,  and  will 
not  therefore  prevent  persons  manufacturing  cowslip  and 
currant  wine,  etc.,  merely  for  domestic  consumption. 

Radium  and  Medicinal  Plants. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Imperial  St.  Petersburg  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  Professor  Pell  gave  a  discourse  on  the 
cultivation  of  medicinal  plants  in  the  neighbourhood  of  St. 
Petersburg,  and  partly  in  Tsarskoe  Selo.  The  experiments 
he  undertook  last  year  in  this  direction,  such  as  with  pepper- 
mint and  spearmint,  sage,  arnica,  cummin,  etc.,  succeeded 
quite  beyond  his  expectations.  The  results  obtained  in  the 
other  parts  of  the  St.  Petersburg  district  were  not  so 
striking  as  at  Tsarskoe  Selo,  whose  luxuriant  vegetation  the 
lecturer  ascribed  to  the  peculiar  radio-activity  of  the  soil 
there.  Professor  Tarchanoff  exhibited  some  specimens  of 
the  plants  and  demonstrated  the  presence  of  radium  in  them. 
At  the  same  time  it  was  shown  that  the  greater  portion  of 
the  emanations  are  held  in  the  roots,  less  in  the  stem  and 
leaves,  and  still  less  in  the  flowers.  It  should  be  noted 
that  the  radio-activity  is  only  observed  by  applying  a  section 
of  the  root  to  the  electroscope ;  when  the  epidermis  is  ex- 
posed to  the  electroscope  the  radio-activity  appears  to  be 
very  weak.  Professor  Vaiiich  also  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  growth  of  medicinal  plants  is  stimulated  in  the 
St.  Petersburg  district  by  means  of  radium,  basing  his 
conclusions  on  special  experiments  made  in  the  botanical 
gardens  of  the  Military  Medical  Academy. 

Antidote  to  Nitrous  Fumes. 

Among  the  numerous  cases  referred  to  in  the  report  of 
his  Majesty's  Inspectors  of  Explosives  for  1904  is  one  in 
which  fatal  effects  followed  the  inhalation  of  nitrous  fumes 
from  nitric  acid.  It  is  a  characteristic  of  such  cases  that 
ill  effects  are  not  felt  at  the  time.  In  this  case  it  was 
three  hours  before  ill  effects  were  felt,  and,  although 
remedies  were  applied,  the  man  died  about  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  accident.  As  there  have  been  several 
similar  cases  brought  to  the  inspectors'  notice,  inquiries 
were  instituted,  and  it  was  found  that  in  Germany  it  is 
usual  to  administer  internally  doses  of  three  to  five  drops 
of  chloroform  in  water  every  ten  minutes,  but  the  in- 
spectors find  that  British  physicians  are  doubtful  as  to 
the  efficacy  of  the  remedy.  It  appears  that  at  the  Trois- 
dorf  Powcler-factory  chloroform  is  kept  handy  in  dropping- 
bottles,  the  following  being  one  of  the  rules  of  that 
establishment  : 

In  the  event  of  such  an  accident  as  the  breaking  of  a 
bottle  of  nitric  acid,  should  anyone  inhale  the  nitrous 
vapours,  the  foreman  or  person  officially  in  charge  shall 
make  it  his  duty  to  administer  to  the  person  so  attacked 
doses  every  ten  minutes  of  three  to  five  drops  of  chloro- 
form, delivered  from  a  dropping-glass  into  a  tumbler  with 
water,  since  this  drink  has  proved  a  valuable  antidote. 
There  have  been  several  fatal  accidents  in  the  drug- 
trade  from  inhaling  nitrous-acid  fumes,  so  that  it  is  worth 
noting  that  chloroform  is  likely  to  ward  off  fatal  effects. 
The   convulsions    which    supervene    after   inhalaticn  of 
nitrous  vapours  are  in  the  nature  of  a  reflex  action  caused 
by  the  vapours  setting  up  an  irritation  of  the  motor-nerve 
endings  in  the  respiratory  organs.    The  convulsions  affect 
the  heart,  lungs,  and  diaphragm,  and  ultimately  death 
follows.    Chloroform  has  the  property  of  preventing  or 
diminishing  such  a  convulsive  condition  as  is  brought 
about  by  any  means  of  stimulating  a  tetanising  reflex 
action.    Some  other  points  in  the  Explosives  Inspectors' 
report  are  a  suggestion  to  use  aluminium  tanks  for  storing 
nitric  acid.    The  Nobel's  Explosives  Co.  find  that  if  the 
aluminium  is  pure  its  powers  of  resisting  nitric  acid  are 
excellent. 

Dr.  Dupre  reports  that  he  has  been  carrying  out  some 
experiments  on  the  best  way  of  destroying  nitroglycerin 
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which  has  been  spilt  on  sand  or  earth.  He  recommends 
a  solution  of  lib.  of  caustic  soda,  I5  lb.  of  water,  and 
1  gal.  of  wood  spirit,  which,  if  it  does  not  destroy  the 
nitroglycerin,  diffuses  it  so  widely  in  the  soil  that  there 
is  no  chance  of  an  explosion.  An  accident  is  reported  to 
have  happened  at  the  General  Post-office  owing  to  the 
explosion  of  some  flash-light  powder  used  in  photography. 
The  powder  came  from  France,  and  seems  to  have  con- 
tained chlorate  of  potassium  mixed  with  aluminium. 

The  Inception  of  a  "  Chemists'  "  Company. 

Some  interesting  particulars  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
companies  are  formed  for  the  exploitation  of  pharmacy  are 
given  in  the  bankruptcy  proceedings  of  Tasker  Spencer 
Keys,  a  medical  student,  formerly  of  Tottenham,  now  of 
Southsea,  whose  petition  has  been  filed  in  the  Portsmouth 
Court.  On  his  marriage  in  1903  he  gave  up  his  employment 
as  a  medical  assistant  and  essayed  the  management  of  a 
public-house,  but  failed  in  that.  He  then  tried  his  fortunes 
in  South  Africa,  but  with  no  great  success,  and  returned  to 
open  a  consulting-room  in  York  Road,  London.  This,  too, 
was  a  failure,  and  when  it  had  involved  the  loss  of  50?.  it 
was  closed.  After  a  further  attempt  in  the  public-house 
trade,  and  being  refused  a  licence  which  lost  him  a  deposit 
of  100?.  (borrowed  money)  and  brought  an  action  for 
damages  for  breach  of  contract,  he  borrowed  a  further  500/. 
with  which  he  purchased  a  chemist's  business  at  487  High 
Road,  Tottenham,  from  Messrs.  Oliver  &  Co.,  paying  them 
459?.  As  he  is  not  a  qualified  chemist,  the  business  was 
formed  into  a  company,  the  bankrupt  holding  501  fully  paid 
11.  shares.  The  only  other  original  shareholders  are  stated 
to  be  the  signatories,  with  one  share  each.  In  May  the 
debtor  sold  400  of  his  shares  for  200?.  to  a  Mr.  Green,  of 
Brixton  Road,  then  went  to  the  Oaks  and  lost  the  whole  of 
that  money  and  an  additional  25?.  The  remaining  101 
shares  are  with  the  Official  Receiver.  The  bankrupt  de- 
scribes himself  as  managing  director  and  secretary  of  the 
company,  but  said  that  as  yet  he  has  had  nothing  from  it 
and  has  had  to  sell  his  jewellery  and  borrow  from  his  friends 
for  his  maintenance.

Cheseiseough.— Colonel  William  Henry  Chesebrough,  of 
10  Cadogan  Place  W.,  and  of  the  City,  County,  and  State  of 
New  York,  one  of  the  inventors  of  vaseline,  and  manager  of 
the  London  branch  of  the  Chesebrough  Manufacturing  Co., 
the  proprietors  of  vaseline,  formerly  Secretary  to  the  Ameri- 
can Legation  and  Adjutant-General  of  the  Division  of 
Militia  in  New  York  City,  and  a  survivor  of  the  American 
Civil  War,  who  died  on  June  7  last,  in  London,  aged 
seventy,  left  estate  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  a  gross  valuo 
of  362/.  4s.  Id.,  of  which  the  net  personalty  has  been  sworn 
at  44?.  lis.  Id.  Probate  of  his  will,  dated  May  10,  1904, 
has  been  granted  to  his  widow,  Mrs.  Emma  Daly  Chese- 
brough, of  10  Cadogan  Place,  W,  whom  ho  nominated  as 
sole  executrix  for  life,  and  to  whom  ho  left  a  life  interest  in 
his  estate,  with  remainder  to  his  children.  In  the  event  of 
his  wife  predeceasing  him,  or  leaving  no  issue  at  her  decease, 
he  left  his  estate  as  to  two-twelfths  each  to  his  nephews  William 
H.  .  Chesebrough,  Frederick  William  Chesebrough,  and 
Oswald  Cammann ;  two-twelfths  to  his  niece  Marion  Davi- 
son; two-twelfths  to  his  nephew  William  Cammann;  one- 
twelfth  to  his  nephew  Robert  A.  Chesebrough,  and  one- 
twelfth  to  his  nephew  Oswald  Cammann,  to  be  by  him  held 
in  trust  for  Maud  Cammann,  with  remainder  to  her  issue. 

Clarke. — The  will  bears  date  June  4,  1897,  of  Mr.  Samuel 
Clarke,  of  73  Avenue  Road,  St.  John's  Wood,  chairman  of 
Clarke's  Pyramid  and  Fairy  Light  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  inventor  of 
the  Pyramid  Night  Light  and  of  "  Fairy  Lights,"  a  native  of 
Aldridge,  Staffs,  who  died  on  May  3  last,  aged  eighty-four 
years,  and  the  executors  are  his  son  Mr.  Henry  Clarke  and 
his  son-in-law  Mr.  George  Cooke,  of  Roigate,  to  the  latter  of 
whom  he  bequeathed  ten  shares  in  the  company,  and  desired 
that  his  sons,  who  are  directors,  will  give  the  necessary  con- 
sent. He  left  the  residue  of  his  property  to  his  sons,  Thomas 
Miller  Clarke,  Samuel  Birdsey  Clarke,  and  Henry  Clarke,  and 
his  daughters,  Pattie  Birdsey  Clarke  and  Lucy  Charlotte 
Clarke,  and  Emma  Maria  Sutton  Clarke.  The  late  Mr. 
Clarke's  estate  has  been  valued  at  1,117?.  12s.  6c?.  gross,  in- 
cluding 931?.  5s.  10c?.  in  net  personalty. 

Cuthbertson. — The  late  Sir  John  Neilson  Cuthbertson, 
chemical  and  produce  broker,  formerly  residing  at  19  Bel- 
haven  Terrace,  Kelvinside,  Glasgow,  left  personal  estate  to 
the  value  of  45,620?.  Sir  John  directed  his  trustees  to  set 
aside  2,000?.  to  be  divided  among  such  religious  or  charitable 
or  educational  institutions,  societies,  or  schemes  as  the  trustees 
might  select — preference,  however,  to  be  given  to  those  in 
which  testator  had  taken  a  personal  interest  during  his  life- 
time. He  also  directed  that  a  year's  salary  or  wages  should 
be  paid  to  each  person  employed  in  his  counting-house  or  in 
his  family  who  shall  have  been  three  years  or  upwards  in  his 
service. 

Edwards. — Mr.  George  Edwards,  of  Peel  House,  8  Kirk- 
manhulme  Lane,  Longsight,  Manchester,  and  of  416  Stock- 
port Road,  Longsight,  chemist,  who  died  on  May  17,  aged 
sixty-nine  years,  left  estate  of  the  gross  value  of  2,036?.  lis.  2c?., 
including  1,826?.  12s.  lid.  in  net  personalty.  Probate  of 
his  will  has  been  granted  to  his  widow,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hol- 
royd  Edwards,  of  Peel  House,  Mr.  George  Edwards,  his  son, 
having  renounced  probate. 

Lance.  —  Mr.  William  Nathaniel  George  Lance,  of 
207  Copenhagen  Street,  Islington,  and  41  Thornhill  Square, 
Barnsbury,  dental  surgeon  and  chemist,  left  estate  valued  at 
4,829?.  12s.  8c?.  gross,  and  at  4,729?.  12s.  2d.  net.  Probate  of 
his  will,  dated  July  9,  1900,  has  been  granted  to  his  widow 
Mrs.  Henrietta  Lance,  to  whom  he  left  the  whole  of  his 
estate  absolutely. 

Truman.— Mr.  Edwin  Thomas  Truman,  M.R.C.S.,  of  The 
Homeficld,  Putney  Hill,  and  of  23  Old  Burlington  Street, 
surgeon-dentist,  who  died  on  April  8,  aged  eighty-six  years, 
leaving  estate  valued  at  32,762?.  5s.  4d.  gross,  and 
16,306/.  12s.  10c7.  net,  by  his  will  bequeathed  to  his  cabman, 
Thomas  Froud,  of  158  Tyers  Street,  Lambeth,  10s.  per  week 
for  life  in  consideration. of  his  long  and  faithful  services.  He 
directed  that  a  post-mortem  examination  of  his  remains 
should  be  made  by  two  surgeons  other  than  his  usual  medical 
attendant,  to  certify  the  cause  of  death,  and  who  were  to 
receive  each  5?.  for  their  services.  To  his  daughter  Mrs.  Mary 
Alice  Cheadle  he  left  a  legacy  of  100?.  for  the  executorship,  a 
life  annuity  of  100?.,  and  a  life  interest  in  one-half  of  his 
residuary  estate,  with  remainder  as  she  may  appoint.  To  his 
son  Charles  Edwin  he  left  100?.  for  the  executorship,  the  good- 
will, book  debts,  etc.,  and  the  instruments  used  in  his  nrac- 
tice  as  a  dentist;  and  to  his  cousin  Anne  Abbey  Downes  an 
annuity  of  300?.  during  spinsterhood  and  certain  furniture. 
Ho  left,  500?.  each  to  his  grandchildren  Elizabeth,  Mabel,  and 
Violet  Truman,  and  Raymond,  Bernard,  and  Oscar  Cheadle; 
and  to  Mr.  Henry  William  Bruton,  of  Berwick  House,  Glos., 
100?.  for  the  executorship,  and  a  commission  on  the  sale  of 
his  library  and  manuscripts. 
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High  Court  Cases. 

Bile  Beans. 

Last  week  we  reported  the  hearing  in  the  Court  of  Session, 
Edinburgh,  in  the  action  by  the  partners  of  the  Bile  Bean 
Manufacturing  Co.  against  Mr.  G.  G.  Davidson,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Edinburgh,  for  an  interdict  to  restrain  him 
from  using  the  title  "  Bile  Beans."  The  proceedings  on 
Thursday,  July  13,  were  referred  to  generally,  and  we  now 
give  the  gist  of  the  evidence. 

The  first  witness  called  was  Mr.  William  Cummings, 
chemist,  Dundee,  and  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Forfarshire 
District  Chemists'  Association,  who  said  he  had  had  a  corre- 
spondence with  the  complainers  with  reference  to  the  ad- 
vertisement headed  "A  Cheeky  Imposition"  (see  C.  &  D., 
May  24,  1902,  p.  792).  The  correspondence  was  produced. 
In  his  opinion  the  words  "bile  beans"  are  descriptive  of 
the  article.  They  describe  an  antibilious  pill.  Com- 
plainers' pills  are  known,  he  said,  as  "  Forde's  bile  beans." 

Mr.  James  Anderson  and  Mr.  John  Gray,  also  Dundee 
chemists,  were  present  in  court  to  give  similar  evidence,  but 
were  not  called. 

Mr.  James  Hume,  chemist,  Edinburgh,  in  his  evidence 
stated  that  at  first  he  thought  bile  beans  were  actually 
taken  from  a  plant.  He  was  followed  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Pike, 
Tamworth  Agricultural  College,  who  deposed  to  bile  beans 
being  like  small  horse-beans,  whereupon  Lord  Ardwall  (the 
Judge)  had  an  amusing  conversation  with  the  witness  about 
horse-beans.  Mr.  John  Taylor,  representative  of  Messrs. 
Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  in  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow,  then  gave 
evidence  on  similar  lines  to  that  for  the  other  side  by  his 
colleague,  Mr.  Whelan,  in  our  last  report. 

Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill,  Assistant-Secretary  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  in  Scotland,  was  then  called  to  testify 
that  the  names  of  C.  E.  Fulford  and  E.  A.  Gilbert  are  not 
on  the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists. 

"  They  need  not  be  chemists  to  be  manufacturers,"  re- 
marked Mr.  Clyde,  K.C.  (leader  for  the  complainants)  ; 
whereupon  Lord  Ardwall  said,  "They  are  not  manufac- 
turers, and  they  are  not  chemists." 

Witness  then  stated  that  he  had  seen  "bile  beans"  men- 
tioned in  an  American  journal  before  1899,  and  he  testi- 
fied to  the  ingredients  of  No.  160  being  recognised  reme- 
dies for  bilious  complaints.  Mr.  Clyde  next  cross- 
examined  the  witness  about  the  registration  of  wholesalers 
and  manufacturers.  He  mentioned  the  firms  Raimes, 
Clark  &  Co.  and  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co.,  asking  if  any 
of  the  names  of  the  partners  are  on  the  register.  Inman's 
Stores  were  also  mentioned,  but  Mr.  Morison  explained 
that  they  do  not  call  themselves  chemists. 

Mr.  John  Greig,  manager  to  the  respondent,  deposed  to 
Mr.  Davidson  instructing  him  not  to  sell  Davidson's  bile 
beans  to  anyone  who  asked  for  Forde's,  and  that  was  never 
done. 

Mr.  Charles  Dunn,  assistant  to  respondent,  corro- 
borated. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Edward,  Edinburgh,  deposed  to  ccmplainers' 
beans  being  known  as  "Forde's,"  and  he  mentioned  how, 
when  "  Calif ornian  Syrup  of  Figs"  came  into  the  market, 
other  manufacturers  introduced  their  own  "  Syrups  of 
Figs,"  and  a  similar  thing  happened  in  regard  to  Carter's 
"  Little  Liver-pills."  Witness  himself  has  put  a  "  bile  pea  " 
on  the  market. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Cowie,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.,  was  next  called  to  give 
the  results  of  his  analyses,  but  Mr.  Morison  said  an  agree- 
ment had  been  made  between  counsel  to  hold  his  evidence  as 
admitted.  He  therefore  asked  that  it  be  entered  in  the 
proof  that  counsel  for  complainers  admitted  that  the  bile 
beans  sold  by  Mr.  Davidson,  and  complained  of  in  the  note 
of  suspension  and  interdict,  were  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s 
Cathartic  Compound  No.  160. 

Mr.  M.  Marwick,  confectioner,  told  the  Court  about 
numerous  confections  being  made  like  beans  ;  and  Mr.  James 
Carpenter,  M.R.C.V.S.,  Heriot  Watt  College,  also  gave 
evidence. 

Counsel  then  addressed  his  Lordship. 
Mr.  Clyde,  K.C,  on  behalf  of  the  complainers,  contended 
that  they  had  established  a  world-wide  reputation,  or  at  any 


rate  a  reputation  in  this  country,  for  their  pills  under  the 
name  of  "  Bile  Beans."  The  case  did  not  admit  of  an  in- 
quiry into  the  composition  of  the  pills,  or  what  they  were 
represented  to  be  composed  of.  It  might  or  might  not  be 
that  among  their  ingredients  there  were  the  essences  of 
Australian  plants.  That  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  case 
before  his  Lordship.  He  submitted  that  complainers  had 
proved  that  they  had  invented  these  words  in  connection 
with  the  sale  of  their  pills,  that  the  public  knew  no  other 
pill  by  that  name,  and  that  therefore  they  had  an  exclusive 
right  to  use  the  words  in  that  connection,  and  the  respondent 
had  no  right  to  trade  on  what  they  had  made  their  property. 

Mr.  Morison,  in  a  lengthy  speech,  addressed  himself  to 
the  various  arguments  put  forward  by  Mr.  Clyde,  and  then 
placed  before  his  Lordship  the  case  from  the  respondent's 
point  of  view.  In  the  course  of  his  speech  he  instanced 
decisions  in  the  English  and  Scottish  courts  bearing  on 
various  points  in  the  case,  and  laid  great  stress  on  two  cases 
decided  in  England  which,  he  contended,  were  exactly 
parallel  to  the  present — the  cases  of  Ripley's  "  Oval  Blue  " 
and  "  Fels-Naptha." 

Lord  Ardwall  said  these  cases  seemed  to  bear  a  close 
analogy  to  the  present  case. 

Mr.  Cooper,  K.C,  then  replied,  and  contended  that  the 
advertisements  which  had  been  quoted  could  not  be  read  as 
indicating  that  the  bile  beans  manufactured  for  the  com- 
plainers contained  the  essences  of  Australian  plants. 

At  the  close  Lord  Ardwall  said  the  case  was  a  very  diffi- 
cult one,  and  he  would  take  time  to  examine  the  cases  cited 
by  both  sides,  and  consider  their  bearing  on  the  present  case, 
before  issuing  his  decision. 

An  Assistants'  Agreement. 
The  case  of  the  Cork  Chemical  and  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  v. 
Fielding  (see  G.  <£.•  D.,  July  15,  p.  85)  was  down  for  judg- 
ment in  the  Dublin  Court  on  July  17,  but  Mr.  Justice  Barton 
said  he  was  not  prepared  to  give  judgment  that  day,  and 
he  would  like  to  have  some  law  points  argued  by  one  counsel 
on  each  side.  The  plaintiff  company  relied  upon  their 
articles  of  association,  and  he  would  wish  that  argued, 
because  it  was  most  important ;  and  he  had  failed  to  find  a 
single  reported  case  in  which  an  interlocutory  injunction 
had  been  granted  on  the  basis  of  any  such  article.  Mr. 
Blood,  K.C,  asked  that  two  counsel  should  be  heard  on 
each  side.  Mr.  Healy,  K.C,  M.P.,  said  he  would  oppose 
that  on  the  ground  of  costs.  In  any  event,  the  case  would 
go  further,  and  he  would  ask  his  Lordship  to  deliver  judg- 
ment now  in  favour  of  the  defendants  on  the  matter  of  the 
injunction  and  to  let  the  plaintiff  company  proceed  with  their 
action,  in.  which  all  the  points  would  be  argued.  Mr.  Blood 
said  he  had  agreed  to  treat  the  motion  as  the  final  trial  on 
the  undertaking  by  Mr.  Healy,  and  there  was  only  the  law 
point  to  be  argued.  His  Lordship  said  he  was  not  pre- 
pared to  give  judgment  that  day,  and  he  would  adjourn  the 
case  for  further  argument  to  that  day  week.  Counsel  on 
both  sides  agreed  to  this. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

XL-All  Insecticide. 
At  Reigate  Police  Court  on  July  13,  Ernest  William  Bowyer 
(trading  as  H.  &  A.  Trower),  seedsman,  Redhill,  was  sum- 
moned at  the  instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for 
infringement  of  Section  17  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  "XL- 
All"  insecticide.  Three  offences  were  charged — viz., 
selling  nicotine,  a  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid  in  the  pre- 
paration, (1)  without  labelling  it  in  accordance  with  the 
section,  (2)  to  a  person  unknown  to  the  seller,  and  (3) 
without  entering  the  sale  in  a  poison-book.  Mr.  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones,  barrister-at-law,  appeared  for  the  Society,  and 
Mr.  Dobbs,  solicitor,  for  the  defendant.  The  summons  for 
the  first  offence  was  heard,  and  the  purchase  of  the  insecti- 
cide proved,  also  its  composition.  The  case  presented  no 
unusual  features,  except  that  when  Mr.  Dobbs  commenced 
to  tell  the  Bench  how  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  conducts 
such  prosecutions  against  seedsmen  and  others,  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  promptly  intervened,  and  declared  that  this  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  case;  anyway,  the  Society  was 
charged  with  the  duty  by  the  Act.  Thereupon  Mr.  Dobbs 
pleaded  that  the  defendant  had  acted  in  ignorance,  and 
that  the  quantity  of  the  poison  was  small.  The  Mayor  did 
not  think  enough  to  kill  150  people  was  a  small  quantity, 
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and  intimated  that  the  Bench  had  decided  to  convict  on  the 
first  summons.  Mr.  Glyn- Jones  withdrew  the  rest,  and 
defendant  was  fined  51.  and  costs,  with  the  alternative  of 
fourteen  days'  imprisonment. 


Railway  Rates. 

Before  the  Birmingham  Stipendiary  (Mr.  A.  Morton 
Brown),  on  July  19,  Adelaide  Woolf  was  summoned  by  the 
Midland  Railway  Company  for  giving  a  false  description 
of  goods  on  three  occasions,  with  a  view  to  avoiding  the 
payment  of  tolls.  The  goods  referred  to  were  a  crate  of 
sponges,  a  case  of  carded  brushes,  and  a  case  containing 
indiarubber  pacifiers,  all  of  which  had  been  falsely  described 
as  "common  glass  bottles."  Her  father,  Lewis  Woolf,  a 
factor  of  chemists'  sundries,  of  Anchor  Works,  Upper  High- 
gate,  Birmingham,  was  summoned  for  aiding  and  abetting. 
Mr.  Grain,  for  the  railway  company,  said  there  could  be  no 
contention  that  the  misdescription  of  the  goods  was  a 
mistake.  Lewis  Woolf  had  been  sending  goods  over  the 
Midland  system  for  a  period  of  between  fifteen  and  twenty 
years.  In  1903,  continued  Mr.  Grain,  it  was  discovered  that 
defendant  was  misdescribing  goods,  and  he  was  warned. 
He  promised  that  the  offence  should  not  be  repeated.  As 
to  the  offences  alleged  in  this  summons,  the  defendant 
consigned  to  Cardiff  a  crate  of  sponges.  These  were 
described  on  the  consignment  note  as  "common  glass 
bottles,"  at  the  rate  of  17s.  6d.  per  ton.  If  properly 
described  the  rate  to  which  the  company  was  entitled  was 
46s.  4<f.  per  ton.  In  a  second  instance,  the  goods  were  so 
misdescribed  that  the  rate  was  18s.  8d.  per  ton,  whereas  the 
company  was  entitled  to  26.s.  Ad.  per  ton. 

The  summons  against  the  female  defendant  was  at  this 
stage  withdrawn,  her  father,  the  other  defendant,  accept- 
ing full  responsibility  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Benjamin,  for  the  defendant,  contended  that  no 
case  was  proved  against  the  defendant.  He  urged  that 
the  company  had  not  carried  out  the  provision  of  the  Act  of 
1845,  as  it  was  not  proved  that  a  list  of  tolls  had  been  ex- 
hibited in  some  conspicuous  place. 

The  Stipendiary  thought  the  case  had  been  proved,  and 
imposed  a  fine  of  51.  in  each  of  the  three  cases,  with  costs, 
15;.  15s. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drug's  Acts. 

Ammonium  Carbonate. 
At  Shipston-on-Stour  (Worcestershire)  last  week,  William 
Pratt,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  summoned  for  selling 
ammonium  carbonate  which  had  been  certified  by  the  public 
analyst  to  be  deficient  to  the  extent  of  14.5  per  cent.  Mr. 
Samuel  Southall  appeared  for  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  T. 
Mace,  Chipping  Norton,  for  the  defence,  which  was  that  the 
article  was  not  sold  as  B.P.,  but  for  cleaning-purposes.  This 
was  supported  in  evidence  by  defendant,  who  explained  that 
when  the  woman  who  purchased  the  article  for  the  inspector 
asked  for  it,  his  father  said  to  him  :  "  You  must  not  label 
that  stuff  B.P.  as  it  loses  strength."  This  he  mentioned  to 
the  woman,  and  sold  it  to  her  as  he  took  it  from  the  jar  with 
the  efflorescence  on  it.  He  explained  to  the  magistrates 
that  for  dispensing-purposes  he  would  scrape  off  the  efflor- 
escence, and  use  only  the  translucent  parts. 

Mr.  Joseph  Pratt,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  said  he  had 
been  a  chemist  forty-five  years,  and  in  Shipston  thirty-five 
years.  He  corroborated  his  son's  evidence,  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  Dr.  Stein,  Shipston,  who  expressed  the  opinion 
that  when  ammonium  carbonate  is  sold  to  the  public  it  is  for 
cleaning-purposes  and  not  as  a  food  or  drug.  Mr.  J.  B. 
Smith,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Plaistow,  also  gave  evidence 
as  to  the  quality  of  the  sample,  which  he  found  to  be  higher 
than  the  public  analyst  had  certified.  The  carbonate  as  it 
left  the  factory  analysed  18.7  as  required  by  the  B.P.,  and 
he  found  17.7.  He  also  deposed  that  the  public  analyst 
should  have  scraped  off  the  efflorescence  before  analysing 
it,  just  as  chemists  have  to  when  they  dispense  it. 

On  hearing  this  evidence  Mr.  Southall  asked  that  the 
reserve  sample  should  be  sent  to  the  Government  chemists, 
but  Mr.  Mace  objected,  as  two  months  have  elapsed  since  the 
sample  was  taken.  He  then  addressed  the  Court,  pointing 
out  that  even  the  B.P.  says  this  article  is  variable  and  diffi- 
cult to  keep,  but  his  main  contention  was  that  it  was  neither 
a  food  nor  a  drug. 


The  Magistrates  having  considered  the  case,  the  Chairman 
said  that  they  were  satisfied  that  the  loss  of  strength  was 
a  natural  thing  that  must  occur.  It  was  not  proved  to 
their  satisfaction  that  the  article  was  sold  as  B.P.  The 
summons  was  accordingly  dismissed. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Statute  of  Limitations. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Tuesday,  before  Judge  Lum- 
ley  Smith,  K.C.,  a  claim  was  made  by  Messrs.  Meggeson  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  wholesale  chemists,  14  Miles  Lane,  to  recover  the 
sum'of  4/.  7s.  5d.  for  chemicals  supplied  to  the  defendant,  Mr. 
G.  Blount,  chemist,  51a  High  Street,  Camden  Town.  The  de- 
fendant said  he  knew  nothing  about  the  matter,  that  he  did 
not  owe  the  money,  and  that  he  had  had  no  account.  Mr. 
Arthur  Showcox,  one  of  plaintiffs'  travellers,  said  he 
took  the  order  for  the  goods,  but  could  not  say  when.  It 
was  before  the  business  was  turned  into  a  company.  Judge 
Lumley  Smith  said  he  did  not  see  how  the  plaintiffs,  a 
limited  company,  could  sue  for  goods  which  were  supplied 
some  years  before  the  company  was  even  incorporated. 
Mr.  T.  P.  Hugill,  plaintiffs'  solicitor,  suggested  there  might 
have  been  novation  on  the  part  of  the  company.  The  Judge 
said  there  was  no  novation  here,  and  gave  judgment  for  the 
defendant,  with  costs. 

Veterinary  Medicines. 
In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court,  on  July  18,  before  Judge 
Smyly,  K.C.,  Messrs.  Hewthorn  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  70  Finsbury 
Pavement,  E.C.,  veterinary-medicine  makers,  sued  Mr. 
Samuel  Ringwood,  268  Ramsey  Road,  Forest  Gate,  for 
4/.  12s.  6d.  for  medicines  supplied.  Defendant  said  he  never 
gave  the  order,  and  when  the  parcel  arrived  he  left  the  goods 
as  they  were,  waiting  for  somebody  from  the  plaintiffs  to 
take  them  away.  His  Honour  :  Oh,  but  that  is  not  the  way  to 
do  business.  Surely  it  would  have  been  more  to  your  credit 
if  you  had  either  returned  them  or  informed  the  firm  that 
they  were  waiting  to  be  returned.  You  cannot  expect  any- 
one to  wait  over  a  year  for  an  account  and  then  take  the 
goods  back.  After  a  further  denial  from  the  defendant  the 
Judge  gave  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiffs,  with  costs. 

Damages  through  Fire. 
At  the  Halifax  County  Court  on  July  13,  Mr.  Phillip 
Pickles,  laundryman,  sued  Mr.  Henry  Hebden,  manufac- 
turing chemist,  for  211.  10s.  as  damages  through  a  fire 
which  took  place  on  his  premises  on  May  29,  and  which,  it 
was  alleged,  was  caused  by  employes  of  defendant's  burn- 
ing some  rubbish  in  the  back  yard.  The  Judge,  in  giving  a 
verdict  for  13Z.  10s.,  said  he  was  extremely  sorry  for  Mr. 
Hebden,  who  had  no  intention  whatever,  as  the  evidence 
showed,  of  causing  injury  to  his  neighbour.

THE  agenda  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Federation  of 
Pharmaceutical  Associations  of  Great  Britain  to  be  held 
at  the  Hotel  Metropole,  Brighton,  on  Friday,  July  28,  at 
9.45  a.m.,  has  been  issued  along  with  the  annual  report. 
Besides  the  ordinary  annual  business  the  following 
Motions 

will  be  submitted  and  some  of  them  discussed  : 

Federation  Meetings. — The  Grimsby  Association  at  its 
February  meeting  resolved — 

"  That  we  suggest  to  the  Federation  that  the  annual 

meeting    be    held    in    London,    preferably    during  the 

Chemists'  Exhibition  week." 

The  Sheffield  Association  in  January  resolved — 

"This  meeting  is  of  opinion  that  the  annual  meeting  of 

the  Federation  should  not  bo  held  during  Conference  week, 

but  at  a  convenient  date  arranged  by  the  Federation." 

The  Grimsby  Association  have  also  submitted  (June)  the 

following — 

"  That  the  Federation  meet  twice  a  year  in  London,  pre- 
ferably in  May  and  November." 

Medicine-stamp  Acts. — The  Thames  Valley  Association 
give  notice — 

"That  an  amendment  of  the  patent-medicine  law  is 
desirable." 

The  Glasgow  Association  give  notice — 

"  That  this  Association  strongly  disapproves  of  the  prac- 
tice of  breaking  bulk  of  proprietaries,  and  deprecates  any 
further  concession  tending  to  facilitate  it." 
Parliamentary     Pharmaceutical     Representation. — The 

Exeter  Association,  at  its  June  meeting,  resolved — 

"  That  the  Federation  start  a  Parliamentary  Fund  forth- 
with, in  order  to  secure  the  services  of  a  direct  representa- 
tion of  pharmacy  in  the  House  of  Commons." 
New  Rule. — The  Edinburgh  Association  give  notice  to  add 

to  the  rules — 

"  Any  association,  which  is  a  unit  of  the  Federation, 
whose  subscription  is  more  than  two  years  in  arrears  at  the 
date  of  the  annual  meeting,  shall  at  that  date  cease  to  be 
affiliated  to  the  Association." 

Since  the  report  was  issued  the  following  resolutions  have 
been  submitted  by  the  East  Sussex  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion and  will  be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  next  week 
for  discussion  : 

1.  That  the  rules  be  amended  so  as  to  include  the  follow- 
ing in  the  objects  of  the  Federation  :  To  provide  oppor- 
tunity for  the  discussion  of  matters  affecting  the  trade  in- 
terests of  chemists,  and  as  far  as  may  be  to  carry  out  the 
conclusions  arrived  at. 

2.  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  to 
ascertain  from  local  associations  whether  or  not  branded 
articles  are  extending  over  the  general  retail  of  a  chemist's 
business.  If  the  reply  is  in  the  affirmative,  how  is  that 
business  affected  by  such  extension  ?  If  adversely,  by  what 
means  can  the  chemist  best  protect  his  interests  ? 

The  Annual  Report 
is  too  lengthy  for  us  to  do  full  justice  to  this  week.  It 
states  that  thirty-eight  associations  have  paid  their  sub- 
scriptions during  the  past  year,  this  representing  a  falling- 
off  of  four.  Reference  is  then  made  to  the  prompt  action 
of  the  Executive  Committee  in  regard  to  the  proposed  cash- 
on-delivery  system,  as  a  result  of  which  the  chemists'  case 
was  presented  to  the  Postmaster-General  in  the  Federation 
Memorial,  before  he  decided  to  abandon  the  scheme.  Next 
the  question  of  breaking  bulk  of  stamped  medicines  is  re- 
ported on.  The  Executive  Committee  regret  that  nearly  half 
of  the  Associations  did  not  reply  to  the  questions  submitted, 
but  they  take  this  as  an  indication  that  immediate  action  on 
their  part,  with  the  view  to  upsetting  an  old-established 
custom,  is  not  advisable,  especially  as  the  instructions  of  the 
last  annual  meeting  did  not  go  so  far  as  this.  Next  week's 
meeting  is  asked  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  matter 
should  go  further,  and,  to  assist  in  this,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee submit  the  following  considerations  : 

The  practice  of  breaking  bulk  and  retailing  in  small  quan- 
tities the  contents  of  a  stamped  packet  of  medicine  depends 
primarily  upon  the  fact  that  the  small  quantities  are  not 
sold  in  a  dutiable  enclosure. 

If,  in  the  case  of  pills  or  lozenges,  the  dutiable  article  is 
placed  in  a  box  or  tied  up  in  paper  and  sealed  at  the  ends 
with  wax,  or  made  secure  with  twine,  the  article,  no  matter 
how  small  the  price,  at  once  becomes  again  dutiable,  and 
must  be  stamped  by  the  retailer. 


The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  long  regarded  a 
folded  powder-paper,  unsealed  at  the  ends  and  not  enclosed 
in  an  envelope,  as  not  being  a  dutiable  enclosure  within  the 
meaning  of  the  law,  and  for  this  reason  packets  of  pro- 
prietary powders  have  for  many  years  been  permitted  to  be 
opened  and  retailed  singly  without  restamping. 

The  official  interpretation  that  a  paper  twisted  or  folded, 
but  unsealed,  is  not  a  dutiable  enclosure  is,  therefore,  the 
point  of  attack  in  this  matter.  The  Executive  Committee 
are  aware  that  wider  interests  are  involved,  which  chemists 
generally  have  probably  not  fully  considered. 

The  legal  and  administrative  issues  involved  in  an  appeal 
to  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  revise  existing  custom 
require  fuller  consideration,  as  they  will  affect  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  in  a  wider  sense  than  the  retailing  of  penny- 
worths of  medicines. 
The  Executive  Committee  suggest  that  before  approaching 
the  Board  legal  advice  is  necessary,  and  for  this  purpose 
the  funds  of  the  Federation  should  be  augmented. 

The  Metric  System  Bill  is  next  referred  to,  also  the  Phar- 
macy Bill,  neither  of  which  affords  scope  for  reporting, 
progress;  then  there  is  a  paragraph  about  "relations  with 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society/'  in  which 

The  Executive  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  that  their 
relations  with  the  Society  are  of  a  cordial  nature,  and  the 
fact  that  by  mutual  arrangement  the  Society  will  hold  in 
this  place  on  the  same  day  a  meeting  of  the  members  in 
the  district  is  the  most  striking  evidence  yet  given  that  the 
Federation  is  not  inimical  to  the  Society's  interests,  and 
that  the  Federation's  methods  of  organisation  have  proved 
helpful  to  the  chemists  of  Great  Britain. 
The  statement  of  accounts  shows  receipts  26Z.  5s.  4d.  and  ex- 
penses 271.  16s.  Ad.,  but  21.  2s.  of  subscriptions  are  out- 
standing.   Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  is  to  preside  at  the  meeting.

A  Danger  that  may  Threaten  any  Chemist. 

Sir, — Trie  danger  I  allude  to  is  caused  by  the  habit  that 
many  oilmen  have  of  not  only  serving  paraffin  oil,  turpen- 
tine, methylated  spirit,  etc.,  without  labelling  the  bottles, 
but  should  these  bottles  bear  a  chemist's  or  surgeon's  label, 
they  do  not  remove  those  labels  before  putting  their  stuff 
in  the  bottles.  I  will  give  three  recent  instances  in  my 
own  experience.  About  a  month  ago  a  servant  from  a 
house  near  came  in  for  some  little  thing,  and  I  noticed  in 
her  basket  she  had  an  8-oz.  bottle,  unwrapped,  about  half- 
full  of  a  clear  liquid,  and  I  also  thought  I  saw  my  label 
on  the  bottle;  so  asking  her  what  was  in  it,  and  receiving 
the  answer  "  Paraffin  oil,"  I  asked  her  to  oblige  me  with 
the  bottle  for  a  moment,  which  she  did.  My  label  for 
"  Lime  water  "  was  affixed  to  it;  I  removed  it  and  remarked 
that  on  reaching  home  she  had  better  label  it  "paraffin 
oil."  Not  long  before  this  I  had  a  similar  occurrence. 
This  was  a  6-oz.  bottle  nearly  full  of  turpentine,  but  bear- 
ing a  surgeon's  label  "A  sixth  part  three  times  a  day." 
The  third  case  was  turpentine  put  into  a  bottle  bearing  my 
label  for  "Diarrhoea  mixture."  I  have  no  doubt  the  ex- 
periences of  many  of  my  brethren  can  furnish  similar  cases, 
and  if  so  the  evil  must  be  widespread.  It  is  quite  certain, 
should  any  mischief  arise  from  this  practice,  that  the  name 
of  the  chemist  whose  label  was  on  the  bottle  would  be  un- 
pleasantly mixed  up  in  the  matter ;  and  although  he  could 
easily  prove  it  to  be  no  fault  of  his,  yet  mud  sticks,  and 
there  are  pleasanter  things  and  things  mere  conducive  to 
business  than  having  to  be  a  witness  at  an  inquest.  I 
should  like  to  ascertain  the  feelings  of  others  in  this  matter, 
and  decide  what  is  the  best  way  to  stop  the  practice.  How 
would  a  small  hand-bill  addressed  to  oilmen,  and  calling 
their  attention  to  the  matter,  meet  the  case  ?

"Why  is  it  ? 

Sir, — For  some  time  past  there  has  been  much  talk  going 
on  about  unqualified  company-pharmacy.  It  is  a  pity  that 
these  companies  should  be  allowed  to  ex  st  and  assume 
titles  which  they  have  no  right  to.  These  firms  would  cer- 
tainly not  be  in  existence  if  it  were  not  fcr  qualified  men 
accepting  appointments  in  them.  It  puzzles  me  to  know 
why  assistants  go  over  to  these  companies.  They  are 
actually  selling  their  birthright  for  a  little  pottage,  like  poor 
Esau.  It  is  all  very  well  to  have  short  hours  and  good 
money,  but  that  is  not  all  that  one  has  to  strive  after  in 
this  world.  Every  chemist's  assistant  expects  to  be  in 
business  for  himself  some  day,  and  how  will  it  be  possible 
for  him  then  to  compete  with  these  concerns  after  he  has 
helped  to  build  up  their  trade  ?  Think  for  a  moment  the 
money  which  requires  to  be  laid  out  for  college-fees,  books, 
apparatus,  and  examination-fees  before  the  title  of  "che- 
mist and  druggist "  can  be  obtained  ;  and  yet  assistants  will 
allow  themselves  to  be  hooked  on  to  these  men,  who  prac- 
tically know  nothing  about  pharmacy  and  who  have  never 
had  to  lay  out  one  British  halfpenny  cn  pharmaceutical 
education  !  I  think  the  time  has  come  when  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  seek  powers  and  follow  in  the  lines 
of  the  Medical  Council — viz.  to  make  it  compulsory  for 
every  candidate  who  passes  the  qualifying  examination  to 
fill  up  a  form  declaring  that  he  will  have  nothing  to  do  with 
unqualified  companies  or  anything  savouring  of  this  nature. 
Should  he  violate  this  regulation  or  any  other  regulations 
on  the  list,  his  name  to  be  struck  off  the  register.  Py  this 
means  the  status  of  the  profession  would  be  upheld.

Possible  Poisons. 

Sir, — As  a  hint  is  quite  as  useful  as  a  fine  and  costs  to 
most  of  the  trade,  may  I  draw  the  attention  of  the 
craft  to  a  risk  being  run  by  some,  apparently  all  uncon- 
sciously. I  refer  to  the  sale  of  the  capsules  known  as 
"Blood  Formers,"  composed  of  ferrum  redact.,  ext.  aloes, 
etc.,  and,  in  some  instances,  arsenious  oxide.  I  have  met 
with  these  being  sold  retail,  with  no  intimation  whatever, 
and  the  seller  entirely  unaware  that  the  arsenious  oxide  is 
an  ingredient.  Another  case  :  Blaud  capsules  (three  pill), 
containing  arsenic  in  appreciable  quantity.  I  find  that  the 
source  of  the  arsenic  in  those  originates  in  the  use  of  Lan- 
cashire copperas,  contaminated  with  arsenic,  used  in  the 
preparation  of  the  ferrous  carbonate.  Comment  is  super- 
fluous. Yours  truly,

Is  this  what  we  are  Coming  to  ? 

Sir. — At  the  present  time,  when  the  poison  question  is 
to  the  front,  the  following  may  be  interesting.  1  supply  a 
grocer  largely  with  articles  not  kept  by  him.  Amongst  other 
things  asked  for  the  other  day  was  2  oz.  of  prussic  acid. 
"We  cannot  supply  you,"  I  said.  "Oh,"  was  the  reply, 
"our  lady  customer  says  she  buys  it  anywhere  without 
difficulty.''  The  grocer,  on  being  spoken  to,  said  he  would 
send  citric  acid,  which  was  supplied  and  labelled.  I  have 
since  received  this  back,  and  find  that  the  grocer's  assistant 
had  re-wrapped  it  and  labelled  it  "  Ascetic  Acid,  2  oz." 
I  now  learn  that  the  lady  wanted  boric  acid  in  powder. 
Rather  a  good  line  for  grocers,  etc.,  handling  poisons.

Lindum  (7/23).— Your  label  is  for  a  toilet  article  (which  is 
not  a  medicine),  and  as  it  does  not  mention  any  ailment  the 
article  is  not  brought  within  the  purview  of  the  Medicine- 
stamp  Acts. 

H  4  (7/22)  —Sale  of  Wines  on  Sunday.— Your  surmise  is 
quite  correct;  the  shop  may  only  be  open  during  the  hours 
prescribed  for  public-houses.  At  present  the  condition  may  be 
neglected  ;  nevertheless  it  is  the  law. 

E  M  (7/2).— The  name  which  you  propose  for  the  ointment 
would  most  probably  be  regarded  by  the  Court  as  traversing 
the  right  of  the  manufacturers  of  the  preparation  you  mention. 
We  do  not  care  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  formula  which 
you  submit.  Several  chemical  changes  in  the  product  are 
possible,  and  they  will  take  time  to  come  about ;  hence  our 
hesitation.  . 

/.  E.  S.  (13/71). — The  antiseptic  foot-powder  label  is  not 
liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty. 

nhamni  (10/57).— If  your  employers  give  you  notice,  their 
authority  over  you  terminates  when  the  notice  expires,  and 
the  question  as  to  sending  you  elsewhere  to  a  subordinate 
position  to  that  which  you  at  present  have  contracted  to  fill 
must  be  decided  by  a  new  agreement.  A  calendar  month  is 
the  usual  notice  given  in  the  retail  trade,  and  should  be  lodged 
on  the  last  day  of  the  month  preceding  that  in  which  you 
desire  to  leave.  If  the  wages  £  re  paid  weekly,  four  weeks 
notice  should  be  given  on  the  last  day  of  a  week,  but  if  pay- 
ment is  made  the  day  before,  it  is  convenient  to  give  it  then. 

Old  Subscriber  (12/73)  says:  "During  the  last  two  years, 
whenever  we  have  paid  a  wholesale  account  with  someone 
else's  cheque  they  have  acknowledged  it  as  follows :  '  We 
will  collect  the  cheque  for  you  through  our  bank,  and  if  duly 
paid  will  place  the  amount  of  same  to  the  credit  of  your 
account.  Should  the  cheque  not  be  paid  we  shall  return  it  to 
you  to  deal  with.    A  decision  given  some  time  since  in  the 
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Law  Courts  obliges  us  to  adopt  this  course  for  our  protection.' 
What  case  is  referred  to  ?  Also,  how  long  should  a  cheque  bo 
held  before  paying  into  bank,  as  owing  to  delay  a  cheque  has 
been  dishonoured  and  deed  of  assignment  executed,  and  the 
firm  now  threaten  us  with  proceedings  to  recover?"  [The 
wholesale  house  are  quite  justified  in  refusing  to  receive  the 
cheque  as  a  payment  until  it  is  duly  honoured,  but  we  do  not 
know  of  the  particular  case  referred  to  by  them ;  probably  it 
was  one  not  reported.  A  bill  of  exchange  or  cheque  is  not  a 
payment  until  it  is  honoured,  and  if  the  wholesale  firm 
in  question  were  to  give  a  receipt  they  might  bo  taken  to  have 
accepted  and  adopted  the  cheque  as  a  payment,  and  so  de- 
barred themselves  from  their  remedy  over  against  their  cus- 
tomer. A  person  receiving  a  cheque  ought,  as  a  rule,  to  pay 
same  in  not  later  than  the  day  after  receipt,  but  with  regard 
to  the  case  in  question  it  is  probable  that  the  cheque  was  a 
country  cheque,  and  four  days  might  elapse  between  the  time 
it  was  paid  in  and  the  time  when  notice  of  dishonour  was 
given  by  the  bank  to  their  customer.  The  latter  ought  to 
have  given  notice  to  our  subscriber  not  later  than  the  day  next 
after  that  on  which  he  received  notice  of  dishonour  from  the 
bank.] 

— (1)  Chemists  and  druggists  may  legally  sell 
orange-quinine  wine  of  B.P.  strength  without  a  wine-licence, 
but  grocers  and  other  unqualified  retailers  require  licences.

Baron  (247/74). — The  Raffia-fibre  of  which  you  send  a 
sample  is  the  product  of  a  palm  that  is  indigenous  to  Mada- 
gascar. The  fibre  is  obtained  by  peeling  off  the  underside  of 
the  leaf.  It  is  used  in  horticulture  on  account  of  its  softness 
and  the  fact  that  it  is  unaffected  by  moisture  and  tempera- 
ture. You  would  not  be  able  to  make  a  similar  product 
from  straw,  as  the  price  of  raffia-fibre  would  not  allow  of 
competition.  The  green  colour  of  one  of  the  specimens  you 
send  is  produced  by  soaking  the  fibre  in  a  solution  of  mala- 
chite green.  We  may  add  that  the  newest  way  of  supplying 
raffia-fibre  is  in  a  continuous  tape,  produced  by  tying  the  dyed 
lengths  together,  and  then  passing  through  a  rolling-machine. 

L.  S.  W.  (253/31). — (1)  If  the  presence  of  soluble  silicate  is 
suspected,  the  filtrate  from  the  H2S  group  is  taken  to  dryness 
with  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid,  and  heated  pretty 
strongly.  Extract  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  and  proceed 
as  usual  with  the  solution.  (2)  If  there  is  not  enough  ferric 
salt  to  precipitate  all  the  phosphate,  the  procedure  is  tho 
same  as  with  an  ordinary  phosphate  mixture. 

Inquirer  (260/45). — There  is  no  price-list  published  under 
authority  giving  approximately  store  rates.  You  should  get 
an  Army  and  Navy  Stores  catalogue,  or  something  of  that 
kind,  to  guide  you. 

— We  are  not  aware  of  any  evidence  to 
support  the  suggestion  that  glycerin  may  take  up  arsenic  from 
the  tinned  vessels  in  which  it  is  kept.  Tho  matter  is  worth 
looking  into,  however. 

— The  following  formula 
for  this  is  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  : 

Camphorated  oil    5SS- 

Borax   3ij. 

Glycerin   3vj. 

Solution  of  potash   gtt.  vj. 

Oil  of  bergamot    gtt.  v. 

Oil  of  neroli  gtt.  ij. 

Water  jiv. 

Dissolve  the  borax  in  one  ounce  of  water  and  add  the 
potash  ;  with  this  solution  emulsify  the  mixed  oils.  Dilute  the 
glycerin  with  the  rest  of  the  water  and  add  gradually. 
Beetles  (230/73). — Beetle-powder  as  your  sample: 


Powdered  borax    4  oz. 

Sugar   2  oz. 

Oatmeal    4  oz. 

Unslaked  lime    1  oz.

The  use  of  chloroform  water  would  end  your  troubles  with 
the  quinine  and  iron  tonic  and  the  neuralgia  mixture,  and) 
would  not  necessitate  tho  use  of  a  poison  label.  Aq.  caryo- 
phylli  is  another  good  preservative  for  these  mixtures,  but 
gives  rather  a  pronounced  flavour.  (2)  The  Furniture  Oil 
difficulty,  crystals  forming,  to  which  reference  was  made  in 
the  G.  &  D.,  March  25,  p.  480,  was  fully  gone  into  by  Mr. 
R.  H.  Parker  before  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference- 
in  1882  (C.  &  D.,  September  15,  1882,  p.  377).  Nothing  has- 
been  done  on  the  subject  since.

coloured  arsenic  to  moist  wheat  the  poison  would  adhere  per- 
fectly to  the  wheat. 

/.  Jt.  (236/62). — Diarrhcea-drench  for  calves. — The  sample 
you  send  is  well  represented  by  the  following : 

Prepared  chalk    4  oz. 

Powdered  oak  bark    4  oz. 

Powdered  ginger   1  oz. 

Mix,  and  divide  into  three  doses.  One  dose  to  be  given  in. 
gruel,  and  repeated  in  a  few  hours  if  necessary. 

Livre  (260/7). — Truss-fitting. — There  is  a  small  book,  en- 
titled "  Application  of  Trusses,"  published  by  Renshaw  at  Is., 
but  an  article  in  the  G.  &  D.,  January  31,  1903,  p.  147,  gives 
the  practical  details  that  a  chemist  requires  to  know  most 
about. 

Bugs  (261/51). — (1)  We  do  not  know  what  you  mean  by 
"  benzoin  refuse."  (2)  Bug-lotion. — It  is  difficult  to  add  to- 
the  recipes  gives  under  this  title  in  "  Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulas." The  solution  of  blue  ointment  in  turpentine  is  quite 
suitable  for  ordinary  retail,  and  is  not  so  dangerous  as  corro- 
sive sublimate  solutions.  Wo  have  seen  a  solution  of  tartar 
emetic  recommended,  but  of  its  efficacy  we  can  find  no  trust- 
worthy information. 
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H.  E.  T.  (5/51). — The  dose  of  salicylic  acid  for  a  horse 
is  1  to  3  dr. ;  for  cattle,  about  half  the  quantity  for  a 
horse.  From  this  you  can  reckon  on  the  quantity  of  salicylic 
acid  that  may  safely  be  added  to  a  moist  cattle-food,  bearing 
in  mind  that  the  above  are  medicinal  doses. 

Devonia  (2/2). — We  do  not  understand  your  inquiry.  Will 
you  explain  more  fully  what  it  is  you  want  ?  Albumen  is  used, 
mixed  with  a  small  proportion  of  water,  in  the  preparation  of 
the  old  albumen  paper,  and  casein  (a  form  of  albumen)  is  also 
used. 

Student  (7/4).— The  ethereal  liquid  obtained  in  the  B.P. 
process  for  spt.  aether,  co.  (before  dilution)  is  about  13  oz., 
but  the  quantity  obtained  is  not  a  fixed  one ;  it  depends  on 
certain  factors. 

.1.  H.  J.  (261/5). — Tainted  Meat  is  sweetened  by  washing 
with  solution  of  potassium  permanganate  (siss.  to  Oj.)  or 
solution  of  boro-glyceride. 

W.  E.  K.  (5/54).— Case-hardening  Compound.— Potassium 
ferrocyanide  is  used  alone,  or  in  a  mixture  such  as  the  follow- 
ing :

Calcined  cow's  hoofs    1  lb. 

Salt   i  lb. 

Mix. 

A  little  of  the  powder  is  sprinkled  upon  the  steel  while  at  a 
red  heat,  or  upon  wrought  iron  at  a  white  heat. 

Yorks  (13/6).— (1)  Insects  in  Drugs.— The  sample  you  send 
is  Sitrodrepa  panieea,  one  of  the  commonest  of  the  insects  that 
attack  drugs.  To  rid  drawers  and  boxes  of  the  insects  or 
larvae  carbon  bisulphide  should  be  used.  A  little  carbon 
bisulphide  is  poured  into  the  infected  drawer  or  box,  which  is 
then  tightly  closed.  Bear  in  mind  that  the  vapour  is  explosive 
in  certain  mixtures  of  air.  (2)  A  blacklead  coating  would  be 
best  for  the  asbestos  chimney. 

A.  W.  P.  (7/68).— In  making  the  quassia  nit-ointment  it  is 
not  necessary  to  melt  the  vaseline.  If  the  extract  of  quassia 
ss  hard,  warm  it,  and  add  a  little  water  to  make  a  thin  paste, 
which  easily  mixes  with  the  vaseline  in  the  cold. 

Wax  (3/42).— Modelling-wax.— The  following  is  a  suitable 
formula  with  which  to  experiment  to  match  your  sample  : 

Hard  paraffin    10  oz. 

Venice  turpentine   1  oz. 

Lard   2oz. 

Kaolin  or  French  chalk   6  oz. 

Mix. 

Your  sample  is  coloured  with  a  little  Armenian  bole,  which 
you  should  triturate  first  with  the  powder  basis. 

Cleano  (261/16).—  The  Cleaning-paste  is  nothing  but  soap 
that  has  been  melted  with  about  an  equal  quantity  of  water 
and  whilst  melted  poured  into  tins. 

Ph.C.  (15/6).— (1)  The  dose  of  cocaine  for  a  horse  is  2  to  8 
grains,  either  by  the  stomach  or  subcutaneously.  For  ex- 
ternal application  in  cases  of  local  inflammation,  a  5-per-cent. 
solution  is  painted  on  with  a  camel-hair  brush.  (2)  Veteri- 
nary Books.  —J.  B.  CresswelPs  "  Manual  of  Equine  Medi- 
«7ne«v;n-  Roberts°n's  "Text-book  of  Equine  Medicine"; 
W.  Williams  s  "  Principles  and  Practice  of  Veterinary  Medi- 
cine ;  H.  Thompson's  "  Elementary  Lectures  on  Veterinary 
fecienee.  (3)  Carbolic  acid  is  often  administered  to  poultry 
by  inhalation,  but  can  be  given  in  doses  of  one  or  two  drops 
dissolved  in  water,  daily.  (4)  The  article  on  "  Gapes  ,; 
appeared  in  the  C.  &  D.,  August  9,  1902,  p.  246. 

Zero  (255/48).— We  put  you  into  communication  with  the 
foecretary  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians,  from  whom  you 
Slave  probably  received  the  particulars  desired. 

/.  iV.  &  Co.  (256/68).— Hay-fever.— The  synonyms  for  this 
are  hay-asthma,  paroxysmal  sneezing,  Bostock's  catarrh, 
catarrhus  sestivus  It  was  called  hay-fever  because  the  affec- 
tion is  prevalent  during  the  time  of  the  hay  season,  and  is,  in 
tact  due  to  the  irritation  caused  by  the  pollen  of  various 
plants,  chiefly  of  the  Graminaecce. 

a  W'A ?mi (n/64).— One-solution  Metol-Quinol  Developer. 
See  C.  &  D.,  May  27,  p  825.  The  solution  keeps  well  if  the 
bottles  are  completely  filled. 

Snapshot  (248/41).— Snapshot  Developer.- The  two  for- 
muhe  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  February  25,  1905,  p.  315,  are  suit- 
able for  your  purpose.  Note  that  in  case  of  suspected  under- 
exposure more  water  is  added.

J.  V.  M.  (Z/32).— Pyrogallol  Developer.— The  quantity  of 


potassium  metasulphitc  in  the  formula  you  indicate  should  bo 
3V.  This  was  emended  in  the  later  editions  of  "  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Formulas,"  and  in  the  new  edition,  which  will  be  ready  in 
a  few  days,  the  chapter  on  developers  has  been  much  extended. 

li.  V.  H.  (19/6).— Rubber  Solution.— Coal  benzene  is  the 
best  solvent  for  rubber.  The  rubber  is  first  torn  into  shreds 
by  a  mechanical  process  before  being  added  to  the  solvent, 
and  mechanical  shaking  is  employed  to  effect  solution. 

Crystal  (251/12). — Lemonade  Crystals: 

Citric  acid  (crystals)    10  oz. 

Tartaric  acid         ...       ...       ...     1  oz. 

Oil  of  lemon  (torpeneless)        ...  5j. 

Quinolin  yellow    2  grains 

Absolute  alcohol    31  j . 

Dissolve  the  colouring  in  the  absolute  alcohol,  and  add  the 
terpeneless  oil  of  lemon  ;  triturate  this  mixture  with  the  tar- 
taric acid,  and  allow  the  alcohol  to  evaporate.  Mix  the 
coloured  tartaric  acid  with  the  citric  acid. 

Some  makers  dissolve  the  colour  in  spirit,  and  add  direct  to 
the  citric  acid,  driving  off  the  spirit  by  exposure  to  air.  One 
to  one  and  a  half  ounce  of  the  lemonade  crystals  is  required 
for  1  lb.  of  sugar  and  1  lb.  of  boiling  water  to  make  a  lemon 
syrup  which  is  diluted  for  use. 

/.  S.  B.  H.  (248/42).— Cycle  Enamels.— The  kind  of  enamel 
in  which  asphaltum  is  dissolved  in  linsoed  oil  has  added  to  it 
in  the  process  of  making  litharge  and  powdered  zinc  sulphate 
(white  copperas)  as  drying  agents.  Do  you  want  to  make 
cycle  enamel  ? 

A.  S.  <£•  Co.  (Salonica)  (253/19). — (1)  Smoking-opium  is  an 
aqueous  extract  of  opium,  made  as  follows :  The  cakes  of 
opium  are  soaked  in  water  for  some  time,  and  the  leaves 
picked  off.  The  opium  is  placed  in  a  pan  with  water,  which  is 
gently  heated,  the  opium  being  the  while  kneaded  with  a 
pestle.  Repeated  infusions  are  then  made  with  hot  water, 
strained,  and  evaporated  to  dryness.  The  opium  smoker 
toasts  the  prepared  mass  just  before  smoking.  (2)  We  know 
of  no  book  dealing  with  the  preparation  of  smoking-opium. 
There  are  several  dealing  with  the  matter  from  a  moral  point 
of  view. 

Scalpel  (233/39).— (1)  Asthma  Atomiser  Fluid.— This  we 
take  to  be  one  of  the  proprietary  asthma  cures  which  depend 
on  cocaine  for  their  curative  properties.  It  is  not  possible  to 
estimate  the  amount  of  alkaloid  from  the  small  quantity  you 
are  able  to  send.  (2)  We  cannot  tell  without  experiment  what 
colouring  matters  arc  soluble  in  paraffin. 

Gras'.Uis  (234/45). — Ink  for  printing  black-bordered  en- 
velopes.— This  is  a  shellac  and  borax  basis  containing  nigro- 
sin  and  blue-black  aniline  dyes  in  solution.  To  make  a  dull 
drying  liquid  the  shellac  needs  to  be  reduced  to  a  minimum  ; 
try  the  proportion  of  shellac  1  oz.,  borax  £  oz.,  water  20  oz. ; 
boil  till  dissolved. 

East  Anglian  (244/51).— (1)  Game-paste  for  pheasants,  etc. 
We  have  no  working  formula  for  this,  but  are  told  it  is 
usually  a  mixture  of  flour,  bran,  and  oatmeal,  and  crushed 
seeds.  (2)  Waterproofing  Trap-rugs.— You  will  hardly  be 
able  to  get  a  satisfactory  result  in  your  endeavours  to  re- 
waterproof  the  trap-rugs.  If  you  repaired  the  worn  parts  by 
sticking  on  gutta-percha  tissue  with  chloroform  it  would 
suffice  to  keep  out  the  rain  ;  otherwise  it  would  be  better  to 
send  the  rugs  to  the  makers  for  repairs. 

Liverpool  (243/42).— Wo  have  not  been  able  to  trace  any 
book  dealing  with  the  medicinal  uses  of  coal-tar,  other  than 
the  famous  treatise  by  Bishop  Berkeley,  "  Siris :  a  Chain  of 
Philosophical  Reflexions  and  Inquiries  concerning  the  Virtues 
of  Tar  Water."  His  formula  for  tar-water  we  gave  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  January  17,  1903,  p.  95. 

Drug  (16/6).— (1)  Pancreatin.— The  following  is  the  method 
of  preparing  pancreatin  which  is  followed  by  a  large  manu- 
facturer : 

Fresh  sweetbreads  are  first  carefully  dressed  by  removing 
with  a  knife  all  the  adhering  fat ;  they  are  then  chopped 
fine,  and  the  finely  comminuted  mass  is  digestd  in  95-per- 
cent, alcohol,  in  the  proportion  of  45  lb.  of  pancreas  to 
3  gals,  of  alcohol,  for  a  period  of  about  ten  hours,  for  the 
purpose  of  loosening,  softening,  and  partially  dissolving 
the  fatty  matter  entangled  in  its  tissue,  preparatory  to  its 
removal.   The  alcohol  also  prevents  pancreatic  digestion  of 
the  fatty  matter  contained  in  the  parenchyma  during  mani- 
pulation of  the  raw  material.   After  the  period  of  macera- 
tion is  complete  the  mass  of  pancreas  is  pressed,  to  squeeze 
out  the  moisture  and  fat,  after  which  it  is  carefully  dried 
in  the  drying  chamber.    When  well  dried,  it  is  reduced  to  a 
fine  powder  in  a  roller  mill.    Of  this  dried  powder  2£  oz. 
represents  the  substance  of  twenty-five  fresh  sweetbreads. 
A  liquid  preparation  is  made  by  macerating  2i  oz.  of  the 
powder  with  sufficient  menstruum  to  make  a  gallon  of  finished 
product.    The  menstruum  is  water  if  the  liquid  pancreatin  is 
for  present  use,  but  a  small  proportion  of  glycerin  is  used  to 
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make  a  permanent  solution.  (2)  Peptonised  Foods  are  pre- 
pared by  mixing  wheat  flour  (previously  cooked)  and  milk 
with  the  liquid  pancreatin,  digesting  at  120°  F.,  then  evaporat- 
ing the  fluid  in  vacuo.  The  proportion  of  flour  is  1  lb.  to 
1  pint  of  milk,  but  the  quantity  of  liquid  pancreatin  neces- 
sarily varies,  according  to  the  strength  of  the  batch.  The 
digestion  is  stopped  (by  heating)  before  the  bitterness  stage  is 
reached.  A  small  proportion  of  sodium  carbonate  is  added,  as 
the  digestive  process  is  thereby  accelerated.  The  new  edition 
of  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  contains  a  good  deal  of  in- 
formation on  the  preparation  of  infants'  foods. 

T.  J.  TV.  (13/24). — "Carvol"  is  a  name  given  to  carvone, 
the  chief  odorous  principle  of  oil  of  caraway,  which  is 
frequently  used  in  place  of  the  oil— in  fact,  it  is  recognised  in 
the  German  Pharmacopoeia  and  replaces  the  oil.  It  is  a  com- 
mercial oil,  and  some  of  the  oil  of  caraway  of  commerce  is 
adulterated  with  decarvonised  oil.  Carvone,  or  "carvol,"  is 
liquid,  with  a  sp.  gr.  of  0.964.  It  is  not  quoted  in  English 
lists,  but  the  price  is  approximately  that  of  terpeneless  oil  of 
caraway — namely,  Is.  per  oz.

Citraminoxyphene.— This  body — also  known  as  hel- 
mitol — is  the  anhydro-methylene-citrate  of  hexamethylene 
tetramine.  It  is  a  white  powder,  very  soluble  in  water,  melt- 
ing with  decomposition  at  163°.  Its  formula  is  C13H20N4O7, 
and  it  is  probably  owing  to  its  easily  decomposing  with  the 
evolution  of  formic  aldehyde  that  it  has  its  medicinal  value. 

Mew  Alkaloidal  Salts — Vitali  ("Phnrm.  Zeit."  1905,  562) 
finds  that  many  of  the  alkaloids  combine  with  methyl- 
arsenic  acid  (arrhenalic  acid)  to  form  well-defined  salts. 
Basic  quinine  arrhenalate,  CsoHs„N2O;.AsO(0H)2CH3,  forms 
colourless  bitter  crystals,  melting  at  139°  - 141°,  soluble  in 
2,000  parts  of  water.  It  contains  16.76  per  cent,  of  methyl- 
arsenic  acid.  The  acid  salt  melts  at  150° -154°  and  is  soluble 
in  600  parts  of  cold  water.    Strychnine  forms  similar  salts. 

Lemongrass  Oil. — The  amount  of  adulterated  lemongrsss 
oil  imported  into  this  country  has  largely  increased  since  the 
rise  in  price  took  place.  A  certain  amount  contains 
citronella  oil,  but  there  is  a  good  deal  about  which  has  the 
following  characters  :  sp.  gravity  0.900  to  0.908  ;  opt.  rotation 
up  to  -5°;  soluble  in  3  volumes  of  70-per-cent.  alcohol,  but 
becoming  opalescent  or  turbid  on  dilution ;  and  citral  50  to 
70  per  cent.  This  oil  contains  a  fresh  adulterant  which  has 
not  yet  been  discovered. 

New  Artemisia  Oils.— Dr.  Edw.,rd  Kremers  ("  Pharm. 
Rev.,"  23,  4)  has  notes  of  three  new  artemisia  oils,  which  were 
distilled  from  plants  collected  in  South  Dakota  in  1904.  The 
three  species  were  Artemisia  frigida,  Willd.,  A.  Ludoviciana, 
Nutt.,  A.  caudata,  Michx.  The  fresh  herb  A.  frigida  was  found 
to  yield  0.41  per  cent,  of  oil,  A.  Ludoviciana  0.38  per  cent., 
and  A.  caudata  0.24  per  cent.  The  odour  of  A.  frigida  oil 
suggested  the  presence  of  cineol,  but  the  phosphoric  acid 
addition  product  did  not  solidify  sufficiently  to  admit  of  an 
assay. 

Adrenaline. — Stolz,  as  a  result  of  numerous  experiments, 
agrees  with  Jowett  that  adrenaline  has  one  of  the  two 
formulte  assigned  to  it  by  that  chemist.  He  has  synthesised 
one  of  these  bodies  by  causing  methylamine  to  react  with 
chloro-aceto-pyrocatechin,  which  gives  rise  to  methyl-amino- 
aceto-pyrocatechin,  which  is  reduced  from  a  ketone  to  a 
secondary  alcohol  of  the  formula

Abies  Amabills.— Rabak  ("  Jcurn.  de  Pharmacie,"  1905, 
401)  notes  that  a  good  deal  of  confusion  exists  as  to  the  true 
source  of  Oregon  balsam,  and  has  examined  samples  with  a 
view  to  settling  the  matter.  He  states  that  Abies  concolor, 
A.  amabalis,  and  A.  nobilis  all  yield  an  oleoresin  very  similar 
to  that  yielded  by  A.  balsamea,  and  all  appear  to  be  found  in 
commerce.  Of  the  oleoresin  of  Abies  amabilis  from  the 
Oregon  Valley  700  grams  was  examined  and  distilled.  The 
oleoresin  had  a  specific  gravity  0.969  at  20°,  and  was  optically 
inactive.  It  yielded  40  per  cent,  of  oil  on  distillation.  The 
essential  oil  had  a  specific  gravity  0.852  and  optical  rotation 
-14°  24'.    On  fractionation  it  yielded —

The  principal  constituents  are  the  terpenes  pinene  and 
limonene.  The  author  compares  these  results  with  the  oil 
of  Canada  balsam  and  that  from  the  Oregon  balsam  of  com- 
merce, and  finds  that  it  is  not  identical  with  either.  He  is 
therefore  unable  to  say  what  the  definite  botanical  source 
of  Oregon  balsam  is.

The 
substantial  increase  in  price  is  said  to  be  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  crop  in  Japan  has  been  damaged  owing  to 
heavy  rains.  General  business  appears  to  be  decidedly 
brisker,  and  prices  all  over  are  increased  or  at  least  well 
maintained.  Seasonable  articles,  required  principally  for 
the  aerated-water  trade,  are  of  course  mostly  in  demand, 
but  cream  of  tartar  appears  to  be  the  only  article  showing  a 
tendency  to  weaken.

English  Herb-crops. 

Messrs.  Potter  &  Clavke,  of  Artillevy  Lane,  E.,  report  that 
the  general  outlook  is  fairly  good,  and  largo  crops,  like 
peppermint  and  lavender,  should  be  up  to  the  average.  Hen- 
bane is  not  a  success  this  year.  Chamomile  is  at  present  look- 
ing fairly  good,  but  more  rain  is  needed,  and  the  same  applies 
to  nearly  all  of  the  later  crops.  The  English  pennyroyal  herb 
has  not  done  so  well  this  year.  A  large  crop  is  looked  for  of 
English  sweet  herbs,  such  as  spearmint,  sage,  lemon  thyme, 
tarragon,  etc.,  and  most  of  the  common  medicinal  herbs. 

Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Ash  Grove,  Hackney, 
inform  us  that  the  Mitcham  peppermint  on  the  whole  looks 
very  well,  and  the  acreage  is  slightly  larger  than  last  year. 
Lavender,  on  the  other  hand,  has  suffered  somewhat  severely 
from  the  late  frosts,  the  blue  spikes  being  crippled  in  many 
cases  beyond  recovery,  and  the  crop  will  probably  be  con- 
siderably less  than  it  has  been  for  some  years.  Chamomile 
looks  pretty  fair,  and  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the 
cultivation.   Rosemary  looks  exceedingly  strong  and  healthy. 

Messrs.  W.  Ransom  &  Son,  manufacturing  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  Hitchin,  report  that  the  late  frosts  in  May  mate- 
rially injured  the  lavender  plants,  and  although  the  subse- 
quent weather  has  been  favourable,  the  flowers  will  be  very 
uneven,  and  the  yield  of  oil  per  acre  probably  small.  Owing 
to  the  low  prices  obtainable  for  the  oil  during  the  last  few 
years  .  *ho  acreage  under  cultivation  has  been  much 
diminished.    The  prospects  of  peppermint  at  present  are 


fairly  good,  as  the  hot  weather  without  drought  has  been 
favourable  for  growth.  Owing,  however,  to  a  succession  of 
bad  years  plants  are  very  scarce,  and  the  total  yield  of  oil 
will  probably  not  be  large.  With  regard  to  hyoscyamus, 
much  of  the  first  year's  plant  died  off  very  suddenly  last 
autumn,  and  consequently  the  biennial  leaves  are  very  short. 
The  first  year's  plant  at  present  looks  well.  Belladonna  was 
affected  by  the  frosts  in  May,  and  there  appeared  a  prospect 
of  considerable  shortage.  Since  then  the  weather  conditions 
have  been  very  favourable,  and  the  plants  have  mostly  re- 
covered from  the  injury.  There  should  bo  a  good  average 
crop.  Elaterium  plants  are  in  good  condition,  and  there  is 
the  prospect  of  a  fair  crop.  Aconite  is  about  up  to  the  aver- 
age, the  weather  having  been  favourable  for  the  development 
of  the  herb.  The  rosemary  plants  are  in  good  condition,  and 
if  the  weather  continues  favourable  there  should  be  an  aver- 
age yield  of  oil. 

Miss  S.  Sprulos,  of  Wallington,  Surrey,  writes  that  the 
crops  of  mint  and  lavender  are  deficient  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, and  a  bad  season  is  expected. 


Acid,  Citric,  remains  steady  at  last  week's  prices,  most 
orders  being  ex  contract ;  no  fresh  business  to  report. 

Acid,  Tartaric. — In  good  demand  but  no  increase  in 
price. 

Balsam  Peru. — Continental  advices  state  that  the  price 
is  kept  unchanged  by  the  importers.  Cheaper  quotations 
are  for  lower  qualities  only. 

Belladonna. — Good  new  crop  foreign  root  is  35s.  c.i.f.  In 
auction  an  offer  of  5^d.  per  lb.  for  poor  dusty  sorts  was 
refused,  the  lot  being  bought  in  at  5rf. 

Bromides. — No  change  in  spot  prices  and  no  advance 
anticipated  at  present,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Americo- 
Teutonic  dispute  has  not  yet  been  settled. 

Buchu. — Dearer,  6^d.  to  Id.  per  lb.  being  now  asked  for 
good  leaves.

In  his  report  on  the  trade  of  California  last  year  Mr. 
Consul-General  Bennett  states  that  the  crop  of  comb  and 
extracted  honey  gathered  in  1904  is  estimated  at  2,000,000  lbs. 
against  8,400,000  lbs.  in  1903.  It  comes  nearer  being  a  com- 
plete failure  than  has  been  the  case  for  many  years.  The 
cause  of  this  condition  of  things  is  the  same  that  has  caused 
shortages  in  previous  seasons,  a  lack  of  rainfall  during  the 
winter  months.  About  4,000  people  in  California  are  engaged 
in  beekeeping,  the  number  of  colonies  owned  by  each  averag- 
ing 10  to  250,  though  a  number  have  as  many  as  1,000  or  1,500, 
and  one  bee-keeper  controls  8,000  colonies.  Only  25  cases  of 
honey  were  sent  out  of  San  Diego  last  year,  as  compared  with 
75  carloads  in  1903.  About  30,000  lbs.  of  wax  was  gathered  in.

— With  regard  to  the  prospects  of  next  season's 
olive-oil  crop,  advices  from  Spain  state  that  in  Andalusia 
they  are  so  far  very  unfavourable,  due  to  the  serious  drought 
experienced  early  in  the  year.  It  appears  that  the  trees 
have  never  had  a  chance  to  recover  since,  whilst  in  the 
Northern  parts  of  Spain,  such  as  Aragon,  Tortosa,  &c,  there 
are  indications  of  a  good  average  crop.  The  crop  in  Italy 
promises  to  be  a  fair  average,  but  there  is  always  the  danger 
that  if  August  and  September  are  very  dry,  the  fruit  may 
fall  before  it  is  ripe.

It  is  impossible,  he  adds, 
to  form  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  quotas  of  opium  from 
these  two  provinces  actually  brought  for  consumption  in 
Fuhkien,  as  it  is  well  known  that  a  much  larger  amount  is  in- 
troduced surreptitiously.

Extract  of  Logwood. 

For  many  years  there  has  been  established  in  Jamaica  a 
factory  employing  foreign  capital  for  the  extraction  of  dye 
from  logwood.  A  second  factory  is  now  to  be  established  by 
the  British  Dyewood  and  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Glasgow, 
at  Enfield,  on  the  Blake  River,  in  the  heart  of  a  fine  logwood 
country.  Plans  have  been  approved,  and  a  start  is  to  be 
made  on  the  buildings  immediately  after  the  October  rains, 
if  not  earlier 

The  Bromide  Situation. 

In  a  recent  German  market  report  it  is  stated,  regarding 
bromides,  that  "  the  position  of  the  market  is  still  troubled, 
but  should  an  agreement  between  the  German  and  North 
American  people  interested  take  place,  an  increase  in  pr;co 
is  probable."  From  another  source  (also  German)  we  learn 
that  the  German  manufacturers  are  making  preparations  to 
dominate  the  whole  of  the  American  market.  As  there  seems 
little  prospect  of  an  understanding  being  arrived  at  just  yet, 
it  is  stated  that  the  German  factories  engaged  in  the  produc- 
t'on  of  bromides  are  extending  their  plant,  in  order  to- cover 
the  requirements  of  the  whole  American  market.  This  branch 
is  not  under  the  control  of  the  German  Potash  Synd'cate,  but 
is  directed  by  a  separate  association,  managed  by  the 
Vereinigte  Chemische  Fabriken  Gesellschaft,  Leopoldshall. 
In  the  development  of  the  branch,  however,  the  producers 
belonging  to  this  association  get  an  advantage  from  the 
favourable  position  of  the  Potash  Syndicate,  and  they  expect 
to  be  able  to  dictate  the  terms  for  a  termination  of  the  price- 
war  between  the  Americans  and  themselves.  One  of  the  condi- 
tions is  that  the  Canadian  market  shall  be  handed  over  to 
the  Germans,  who  also  hope  to  participate  more  largely  in  the 
supply  to  direct  consumers  in  the  United  States. 
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We  give  these  notes  of  the  Excursion  by  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  Members  on  Thursday,  July  27,  in  the  hope  that 
they  may  be  of  service  as  well  as  of  general  interest. 


TASTING  westward  from 
Brighton  Central  Station,  the 
L.B.  &  S.C.R.  tunnels  under 
Dyke  Road  and  emerges  at 
Hove,  which  will  be  seen  to  be 
rapidly  growing  westward  to- 
wards Aldrington  and  Ports- 
lade.  At  the  latter  are  situated 
the  Brighton  and  Hove  Gas 
Co.'s  extensive  works,  and 
close  at  hand,  on  the  south  side 
of  the  Shoreham  ship-canal,  is 
the  much-discussed  electricity 
station  of  the  Brighton  Corpora- 
tion, followed  at  some  distance 
by  the  chemical-works  of 
Forbes,  Abbott  &  Lennard.  At 
Southwick,  on  the  right  of  the 
line,  may  be  seen  the  pretty 
village  green,  with  church.  Here 
also  are  the  stables  and  prac- 
tising-grounds  of  Mr.  Winans' 
celebrated  stud  of  trotting 
horses.  A  little  further  on  the 
left,  the  river  Adur  debouches 
at  Southwick  Harbour,  once  of  some  importance,  but  now 
eclipsed  by  that  of  Newhaven.  Coming  now  to  Shoreham, 
one  notes  on  the  left  the  fine  proportions  of  New  Shoreham 
Church,  with  its 

"  Tower  set  square  to  the  storms  of  air." 
Then,  as  the  Adur  estuary  is  crossed,  the  handsome  Norfolk 
Suspension  Bridge  (with  its  Fitzalan  horse  and  its  Norfolk 
lion)  is  seen  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  picturesque  old  wooden 
bridge  on  the  other.  This  latter  figures  on  the  canvas  of 
many  a  Royal  Academician,  and  a  charming  picture  it  makes 
with  the  church  of  Old  Shoreham  to  the  right,  Lancing 
College  on  high  ground  to  the  left,  the  river  flowing  between, 
and  the  downs  rising  on  either  side  behind.  Especially  at 
sunset  does  this  scene  appeal  to  painter  and  poet. 

On  the  beach  between  Shoreham  and  Lancing  there  is  a 
curious  new  settlement  known  as  "  Bungalow  Town."  The 
first  settler  was  a  fisherman,  who  a  few  years  ago  converted 
an  old  railway  carriage  into  a  boathouse  and  then  into  a 
bedroom.  The  idea  caught  on,  and  now  there  are  upwards 
of  a  thousand  bungalow  residences  of  all  sorts  and  sizes 
extending  two  or  three  miles  along  the  beach. 

Lancing  itself  is  the  centre  of  an  important  industry  in 
early  fruit  and  vegetables — mile  after  mile  of  glasshouses  is 
passed  as  the  train  rattles  through.  Then  comes  Worthing, 
growing  every  year  in  popularity  as  a  bathing-station  and 
holiday-resort.  A  little  further  on,  West  Tarring  is  passed, 
with  its  well-known  fig-gardens,  said  to  have  been  planted 
by  Thomas  a  Becket.  Next  comes  Goring,  with  its  woods. 
Here  Sir  Bysshe  Shelley,  grandfather  of  the  poet,  lived,  and 
here  Richard  Jefferies,  the  nature  writer,  died.  Angmering 
follows,  with  its  red-tiled  church,  and  then  the  train  runs 
into  the  broad  Arun  Valley  and  approaches  Ford  Junction, 
whence  it  turns  inland  to  Arundel,  passing  Lyminster,  with 
its  interesting  church,  on  the  way.    Seen  from  the  line  the 


High  Street,  Arundel. 

little  town  of  Arundel,  though  possessing  fewer  than  3,000  in- 
habitants, presents  a  quite  imposing  appearance,  and  wears 
an  almost  Continental  aspect.  Clinging  to  the  side  of  a 
shaggy  hill  surmounted  with  glorious  woods,  out  of  which 


rises  the  stately  Castle,  it  offers  a  panorama  of  singular 
beauty  ;  and  as  one  enters  the  town  and  toils  up  the  High 
Street  to  the  Castle  gateway  (worked  into  the  initial  letter 
here),  the  impression  grows  that  one  has  been  suddenly 
transplated  to  mediaeval  France,  so  quaint  and  foreign- 
looking  is  the  scene.  This  effect  will  be  intensified  if,  as 
recently  happened  to  the  writer,  the  visitor  should  chance  to 
arrive  during  the  progress  of  a  Roman  Catholic  festival,  such 
as  that  of  Corpus  Christi,  when  a  procession  many  hundreds 
strong  marched  from  the  Cathedral  to  an  open-air  altar  in 
the  Castle  grounds.  This  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  Philip  Neri 
was  erected  by  the  present  Duke  of  Norfolk  at  a  cost  of 
150,000/. 

Nearly  opposite  St.  Philip's  stands  the  fine  old  parish 
church  of  St.  Nicholas.  It  contains  some  curious  mural  paint- 
ings and  a  fourteenth-century  font  of  Sussex  marble.  The 
canopied  stone  pulpit  and  the  beautifully  carved  choir-stalls 
are  also  worthy  of  notice.  But  the  most  remarkable  feature 
of  this  church  is  the  fact  that  under  its  one  roof  there  should 
be  both  Anglican  and  Roman  altars.  The  church  was  built 
about  1380  by  Richard  Fitzalan,  the  thirteenth  Earl  of 
Arundel,  who  also  founded  the  College  of  the  Holy  Trinity  on 
an  adjoining  site.  The  chancel  of  the  church  was  devoted  to 
the  purposes  of  a  College  chapel  for  the  monks  and  canons, 
and  was  separated  from  the  main  building  by  an  iron  grille. 
As  time  went  on,  the  chapel  was  also  used  as  a  burial-place  for 
some  of  the  Fitzalans,  and  subsequently  of  the  Howards.  At 
the  dissolution  of  the  monasteries  the  College  was  demolished, 
and  the  chapel  came  to  be  regarded  as  part  and  parcel  of  the-

The  Duke  of  Norfolk  owns  most  of  the  property  in  Arundel, 
and  he  does  not  encourage  building.  What  he  does  allow 
must  conform  with  his  standard  of  taste.  He  endeavours  to. 
maintain  the  antique  style,  hence  the  abiding  charm  of 
this  little  old-world  town.  Mr.  Neale's  business  was- 
established  200  years  ago.  He  recently  put  in  a  new 
front,  and  this  is  the  nearest  to  modern  style  that  was- 
permitted  to  him. 

Protestant  parish  church.  But  it  has  now  reverted  to  the  old 
faith,  the  present  Duke  having  established  by  lawsuit  the 
private  right  of  the  Norfolks  to  this  part  of  the  building.  ;  It 
is  known  as  the  Fitzalan  or  Norfolk  Chapel,  and  it  contains 
many  beautiful  monuments.  It  is  now  shut  off  from  the 
parish  church  by  a  brick  wall  behind  the  reredos. 

The  chief  attraction  at  Arundel  is,  of  course,  the  lordly- 
Castle,  with  its  magnificent  park.  A  stronghold  seems  to  have 
existed  on  this  spot  from  earliest  historic  times.  The  posi- 
tion must  always  have  been  of  importance  as  commanding  an 
entrance  to  the  Kingdom  by  the  navigable  waters  of  the  river 
Arun.  The  manor  of  Arundel  is  mentioned  in  King  Alfred  s 
will,  and  by  him  it  was  bequeathed  to  his  nephew  ^Elthelm. 
The  Castle  keep  is  supposed  to  date  from  Alfred's  time,  and 
there  seems  good  ground  for  speaking,  as  is  still  done,  of 
King  Alfred's  fireplace.  After  the  Norman  Conquest  the 
domain  was  granted  by  William  I.  to  Roger  de  Montgomery. 
William  Rufus  seems  to  have  been  in  residence  here  in  1097. 
In  1102  the  Castle  was  besieged  and  taken  by  Henry  I.,  who 
bequeathed  it  to  his  second  wife,  Queen  Adeliza.  His 
daughter,  the  Empress  Matilda,  was  entertained  here  in  1139, 
and  King  Stephen,  fearing  treason,  besieged  the  Castle,  but 
was  induced  to  withdraw  on  plea  of  kinship.  King  John  was 
another  of  the  Royal  visitors  in  1213,  and  later  on,  in  1305, 
Edward  I.  was  an  honoured  guest.  The  earldom  came  into 
the  hands  of  the  Fitzalans  by  marriage  in  1243.  and  remained 
in  this  line  until  1580,  when  it  passed,  also  by  marriage,  to- 
Thomas  Howard,  fourth  Duke  of  Norfolk,  and  has  since 
remained  in  that  family. 

In  the  civil  wars  the  Castle  was  twice  besieged  and  twice

taken  In  the  absence  of  the  earl  the  Roundheads  seized  it 
on  December  6,  1643,  but  it  was  retaken  in  three  days  by  bir 
Ralph  Hopton  with  the  Royalist  troops  from  Winchester.  On

December  19,  however,  the  Parliamentarians,  under  Waller, 
reappeared,  and,  after  seventeen  days'  siege,  the  Castle  once 
more  fell  into  their  hands.  In  this  long  and  desperate 
struggle  most  of  the  buildings  were  destroyed,  and  the  place 
remained  a  practical  ruin  until  the  eighth  duke  began  to  re- 
build in  1720.  The  present  buildings,  however,  which  are 
architecturally  of  Debased  Baronial  Gothic,  chiefly  date  from 
1791  to  1815,  and  were  the  work  of  Charles,  the  eleventh  duke. 
It  was  he  who  built  the  famous  Barons'  Hall,  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  signing  of  Magna  Charta,  and  opened  it  on 
June  15,  1815,  the  six  hundredth  anniversary  of  that  event. 
During  the  last  twelve  or  fourteen  years  the  present  Duke  has 
been  continually  at  work  altering,  restoring,  and  adding 
finishing  touches  to  the  Castle  buildings,  which  would  appear 
now  to  be  practically  complete,  with  the  exception  of  the  old 
Saxon  keep,  which  is  still  in  the  workmen's  hands. 

Some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  Castle  may  be  gathered 
from  the  fact  that  its  walls  enclose  an  area  of  nearly  five  and 
a  half  acres,  and  it  takes  the  visitor  about  two  hours  to 
traverse  the  prescribed  round. 

It  is  only  fitting  that  such  a  romantic  spot  should  have  its 
popular  hero.  Legend  has  it  that  the  Giant  Bevis,  of  Hamp- 
ton, and  his  steed  Hirondelle  were  attached  to  the  Castle. 
He  held  the  post  of  warder,  and  had  his  quarters  in  the 
Barbican  or  "  Bevis  Tower."  His  weekly  rations  were  "  one 
ox  with  bread  and  mustard  ad  lib.,  and  two  hogsheads  of 
beer."  If  the  visitor  is  sceptical  of  the  truth  of  this  story,  he 
can  go  out  into  the  Park  and  see  the  hero's  grave  at  Pugh- 
dean,  a  mound  30  feet  by  6  !    What  further  proof  is  needed  ? 

Arundel  Park  is  not  only  one  of  the  largest  but  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  in  the  Kingdom.   From  end  to  end  it  is  nearly

three  miles  long,  and  about  seven  miles  in  circuit.  It  offers 
a  most  pleasing  variety  of  hill  and  dale,  lake,  and  wood.  Its 
timber  is  unusually  diversified,  representatives  of  nearly 
every  British  forest-tree  being  seen.  Underfoot  one  treads 
the  springy  turf  of  the  South  Downs,  and  hundreds  of  graceful 
antlered  deer  find  pasture  on  its  soft  greensward.  Among 
other  denizens  of  the  Park  is  a  fine  bevy  of  peacocks,  which 
mostly  congregate  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Duchess  Lodge,  hard 
by  the  Swanbourne  Lake.  Among  the  wild  flora  of  the  Park, 
deadly  nightshade,  A  tropa  Belladonna,  and  houndstongue, 
Cynoglossa  officinalis,  take  conspicuous  place. 

Thanks  to  the  kindness  of  the  Duke  the  Park  is  always 
open,  and  the  visitor  may  range  at  will  over  its  ample 


domains.  Special  permission  has,  however,  to  be  obtained 
to  inspect  the  Castle;  such  concession  has  been  graciously 
granted  to  the  B.P.C. 

While  one  half  of  the  excursion  party  are  driven  through 
Arundel  Park,  the  other  half  follow  the  windings  of  the 
river  in  steam-launches  as  far  as  Amberley  "  Castle,"  the 
ruins  of  a  crenellated  mansion  built  by  Bishop  Langton,  of 
Chichester,  in  the  fourteenth  century.  It  is  not  without  its 
historic  association,  for  Charles  II.  slept  here  during  his 
flight  after  the  Battle  of  Worcester,  1651.  As  Arundel  is 
noted  for  its  mullet,  so  is  Amberley  for  its  trout,  and  every 
Sunday  in  the  season  this  peaceful  scene  is  invaded  by  troops 
of  town  followers  of  the  angler's  gentle  art.

German  Universities. — During  the  present  summer 
session  the  twenty-one  Universities  in  Germany  are  at- 
tended by  41,928  students.  Berlin  heads  the  list  with 
6,279.  Of  this  total  5,907  study  medicine,  1,561  pharmacy, 
721  dentistry,  and  131  veterinary  surgery. 

The  Applied  Chemistry  Congress  at  Rome  next  spring 
is  to  be  very  largely  attended.  In  conjunction  with  the 
Congress  excursions  will  be  made  to  the  Sicilian  sulphur 
mines,  the  manufactories  in  Marsala,  the  boric-acid  works 
in  Tuscany,  and  to  the  mines  on  the  island  of  Elba. 

Dr.  Vogt,  of  Butzbach,  Vice-President  of  the  German 
Apotheker-Verein,  has  been  elected  a  member  of  the  Im- 
perial Board  of  Health,  thus  making  a  fourth  pharma- 
ceutical member,  the  others  being  Dr.  Froelich  (Berlin), 
Dr.  Salzmann  (Berlin),  and  Dr.  Schweissinger  (Dresden). 

Pharmacy  in  Switzerland. — During  the  past  year  only 
twenty-three  young  men  passed  the  assistants'  examination 
and  eleven  obtained  the  State  diploma.  It  is  a  notable  fact 
that  the  pharmaceutical  profession  is  not  much  favoured 
by  the  Swiss,  and  owners  are  almost  entirely  dependent 
upon  foreigners  as  assistants. 

New  Russian  Pharmaceutical  Statutes. — According  to 
the  Syn  Yatitchestva,  the  work  of  drawing  up  the  new 
pharmacy  regulations  has  been  temporarily  suspended,  and 
will  not  be  renewed  until  the  impending  reforms  in  the 
town  and  village  establishments  have  been  settled.  It  is 
also  said  that  another  reason  for  the  delay  is  that  a  reform 
is  expected  in  the  regulation  of  the  medical  economy  of 
Russia. 

Another  Potash  Association. — A  scheme  is  approaching 
completion  for  the  constitution  of  an  association  of  German 
potash  interests  on  similar  lines  to  those  upon  which  the 
Association  for  the  coal-mining  interests  in  the  Dortmund 
district  was  formed.  Already  the  representatives  of  twenty- 
five  potash-mines  have  signified  their  intention  of  joining 
the  Association.  There  is  some  question  as  to  the  desirability 
of  including  the  representatives  of  Government  mines  in  the 
Association,  and  the  State  potash-mines  refuse  to  join  the 
proposed  Association  if  social  questions  are  to  be  handled 
in  regard  to  the  conditions  of  the  Government  workmen,  so 
that  it  is  uncertain  whether  the  former  will  be  represented 
on  the  Association,  as  the  company  and  other  privately 
owned  potash-mines  regard  social  questions  as  a  material 
function  of  the  new  body.  In  any  case,  it  is  considered 
that  Government  representatives  should  have  no  part  in  the 
business  management  of  the  Association,  which  is  to  be 
entirely  independent  of  the  potash  syndicate. 

Egyptian  Tariff  Changes. — The  Egyptian  "  Journal 
Officiel "  of  recent  date  contains  a  revised  valuation  tariff 
for  imports  in  oils,  colours,  etc.,  which  will  remain  in  force 
from  June  22  until  October  21  next.  The  list  is  as 
follows  :

Home  v.  Colonial  Prices. — Comment  is  often  made  in 
South  African  drug  circles  of  the  way  that  some  manu- 
facturers of  proprietaries  have  of  advertising  their  wares 
with  the  home  prices  included  in  the  "  copy."  A  would-be 
South  African  buyer  will  enter  a  drug-store  and  ask  for  a 
bottle  of  Smith's  or  Robinson's  preparation  that  is  being 
advertised,  and  when  7.s.  6d.  is  asked  for  an  article  adver- 
tised as  being  sold  by  all  chemists  at  5s.,  as  often  as  not  the 
idea  of  purchasing  is  abandoned.  Some  exporters  take  the 
precaution  to  place  the  words  "  In  Great  Britain  "  after  the 
prices  quoted  ;  this  is  quite  sufficient  to  indicate  the  approxi- 
mate price  that  will  be  asked  in  South  Africa. 

When  the  Heart  is  Young. — After  the  business  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (reported  below)  a 
member  referred  to  the  recent  expression  of  the  Transvaal 
Pharmacy  Board  in  regard  to  the  Cape  Colony  Pharmacy 
Board,  and  the  latter's  method  of  conducting  its  affairs,  the 
status  of  its  graduates,  etc.  This  caused  an  outburst  of 
laughter,  not  to  mention  smiles  of  pity  and  sympathy  for 
the  young  and  uninitiated  which  are  seen  sometimes  on  the 
face  of  a  member  of  the  Cape  Board,  who,  with  a  worthy 
member  who  enjoys  the  title  of  "  doctor,"  knows  more 
about  the  profession  than  most  chemists  in  South  Africa, 
and  it  is  generally  assumed  at  Cape  Town  that  if  they  did 
not,  then  they  would  return  to  Bloomsbury  Square,  and  not 
head  north  by  rail  for  knowledge  on  matters  pertaining  to 
the  profession. 

The  Poison  Schedule. — In  our  last  issue  we  published  a 
list  of  proposed  additions  to  the  poison  schedule  of  the 
Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1891,  of  the  Cape  Colony.  It 
is  now  understood  that  the  omission  of  corrosive  sublimate 
from  Part  I.,  and  from  Part  II.  preparations  thereof  and 
carbolic  acid  and  its  preparations  containing  more  than 
3  per  cent.,  is  a  printer's  error,  and  that  these  are  to  receive 
consideration  with  the  rest  of  the  additions.  The  list  has 
been  sent  to  every  registered  chemist  in  the  Colony  inviting 
an  expression  of  opinion  for  the  information  of  the  Board 
in  August  next,  when  it  is  intended  to  deal  further  with  the 
subject.  Section  16  of  the  Act  read  as  follows,  but  it  has 
never  been  gazetted,  consequently  has  not  become 
operative  : 

From  and  after  a  date  to  be  proclaimed  by  the  Governor, 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  six  months  after  publication  in 
the  "  Gazette  "  of  his  intention  to  proclaim  such  date,  every 
patent  or  proprietary  medicine  intended  for  human  use,  and 
containing  any  poison  mentioned  in  the  third  Schedule  to 
this  Act,  shall  bear  upon  the  bottle,  case,  or  other  package 
immediately  containing  such  medicine  a  true  and  exact 
statement  setting  forth  the  fact  that  poison  is  contained, 
and  the  ordinary  name  of  such  poison,  and  any  person 
selling  or  keeping  for  sale  any  such  medicine  not  so  labelled 
shall  be  liable,  upon  conviction,  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
fifty  pounds,  and  in  default  of  payment  to  six  months'  im- 
prisonment with  or  without  hard  labour ;  provided  that  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor,  after  consulting  the  Council 
and  Board,  and  after  giving  six  months'  notice  in  the 
"  Gazette  "  of  his  intention  so  to  do,  to  declare  any  article 
mentioned  in  such  notice  to  be  a  poison  within  the  meaning 
of  the  said  Schedule,  provided  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  the  medicines  commonly  called 
Dutch  medicines.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  the  pro- 
visions of  the  twenty-first  section  of  the  Act  No.  5  of  1890 
shall  apply  mutatis  mutandis  to  such  medicine. 

It  is  an  open  question  whether  the  proposed  additions  to 
the  Schedule  will  come  under  this  section  or  not.  Certain 
members  of  the  craft  who  are  usually  well  informed  state 
that  Section  16  of  the  Act  of  1891  will  not  apply  to  these 


added  poisons,  and  that,  say,  a  headache-cachet,  containing" 
acetanilide  will  require  to  be  labelled  "  Poison."  It  is  not 
necessary  for  manufacturers  in  Great  Britain  to  take  more 
than  passing  notice  at  this  juncture,  and  their  preparations 
containing  any  of  the  poisons  now  in  the  Schedule,  or  which 
may  be  suggested  as  additions,  should  be  snipped  as 
hitherto,  since  ample  notice  will  be  given  of  any  alterations 
in  the  Act  that  may  hereafter  be  enforced. 

Import-duties. — While  no  definite  date  has  yet  been 
fixed  for  the  next  South  African  Customs  Conference,  it  is 
safe  to  assume  that  the  year  will  not  close  without  an  under- 
standing being  arrived  at,  even  if  the  Conference  itself  is 
postponed,  owing  to  the  political  situation  in  the  Transvaal, 
till  the  first  half  of  1907.  The  Cape  Colony  and  Natal  seem 
to  have  reached  a  point  of  knowing  what  they  want,  and  are 
going  to  have,  too,  if  they  can  get  it,  while  Orangia  shows  a 
disinterestedness  that  is  almost  appalling,  and  the  Transvaal 
is  occupied  with  the  Chinese  question,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
"measure  of  self-government"  scheme  that  is  foremost  in 
its  citizens'  minds.  As  the  issue  depends  on  the  attention 
that  each  Colony  can  give  during  the  very  near  future,  the 
Conference  may  come  about  towards  the  end  of  the  present 
year — and  it  may  not.  While  the  wholesale  trade  at  the 
Cape  has  by  no  means  been  idle  in  extending  advice 
generally — more  has  been  done  perhaps  than  individual 
members  care  to  give  any  idea  of — scarcely  any  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  subject  by  retailers,  whom  it  will,  of 
course,  affect  most.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape 
Colony  has  not  got  so  far  as  the  Customs  Conference,  but  is 
still  looking  with  misgivings  on  the  Rex  v.  Jensen  case, 
which  it  defended  after  only  hearing  one  side  of  the  ques- 
tion. The  spirit  question  ranks  first  in  importance  from  the 
British  manufacturers'  point  of  view,  and  if  the  opinion  of 
the  wholesale  trade  in  South  Africa  is  worth  anything  at  all, 
then  there  is  no  hope  for  a  continuation  of  the  ad  valorem 
duty  of  10  per  cent.  A  duty  on  all  disinfectants  is  receiv- 
ing attention  at  the  hands  of  the  various  Customs  authorities 
who  are  trying  to  solve  the  patent  or  proprietary  question 
at  the  same  time,  so  a  clause  reading  much  as  follows  is 
anticipated  :  "  Medicines  and  medicinal  preparations  put  up 
ready  for  sale  to  the  general  public,  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem." 
This,  it  is  thought,  will  settle  the  case  of  what  is  and  what 
is  not  a  proprietary  medicine,  and  do  away  once  and  for  all 
with  the  anomalies  now  experienced  at  the  different  ports  of 
entry.  Infants'  and  invalids'  foods  are  to  remain  the  same, 
since  they  cannot  be  made  in  this  country  at  present.  This 
only  outlines  roughly  what  suggestions  may  be  expected 
from  the  wholesalers  to  the  authorities.  Whether  they  will 
prove  acceptable  or  not  to  the  Conference  time  alone  can 
tell.  The  different  Customs  authorities,  let  it  be  understood, 
will  welcome  any  arrangement  of  druggists'  merchandise  in 
the  tariff  that  relieves  them  of  the  difficulties  that  they  now 
labour  under.  So  far  as  druggists  are  interested  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  interpret  the  tariff  now  in  force.  The  same 
article  comes  through  to  one  house  at  one  rate,  to  another 
just  the  opposite,  which  spells  constant  friction  and  trouble. 
Natal. 

South  African  Medical  Congress. — The  delegates  to 
the  S.A.  Medical  Congress  were  cordially  welcomed  to 
Maritzburg  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor.  Sir  Henry 
McCallum.  The  formal  opening  of  the  proceedings  took 
place  on  June  12,  in  the  presence  of  a  representative  gather- 
ing of  Natalians  from  all  parts  of  the  Colony.  His  Excel- 
lency extended  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  delegates.  It  is 
privilege,  he  said,  to  those  who,  like  himself,  have  been  a 
quarter  of  a  century  in  the  tropics — the  tropics  with  its 
numerous  and  too  fatal  disorders — to  be  able  to  do  something 
to  show  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  medical  man,  and 
to  encourage  in  those  regions  his  presence  by  endeavouring 
to  combine  general  administrative  functions  with  those  of 
his  own  particular  profession,  fighting  the  hard  fight  for 
strength  and  health  in  every  clime  and  in  every  climate. 
He  hoped  that  the  mutual  co-operation  which  distinguishes 
the  proceedings  of  the  Congress  may  be  the  precursor  of 
other  united  efforts  in  South  Africa  generally,  until  the  great 
goal  is  finally  attained — namely,  federation  for  all  purposes. 
(Hear,  hear.)  Upon  the  conclusion  of  his  Excellency's 
address,  the  President  (Dr.  Hyslop,  D.S.O.)  gave  his  in- 
augural address.  During  the  week  addresses  and  lectures 
were  delivered  by  various  members  upon  subjects  deal- 
ing more  especially  with  diseases  peculiar  to  the  climatic 
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conditions  of  South  Africa.  The  Congress  was  continued 
up  to  June  17. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Imports  and  Exports. — A  Supplement  to  the  Govern- 
ment "Gazette"  shows  that  for  the  third  quarter  of  the 
financial  year  the  total  exports  were  valued  at  655,514/., 
and  for  the  nine  months,  1,593,031/.  These  include,  for  the 
three  quarters  :  drugs  and  chemicals  299/.,  extracts  and 
essences  33/.,  medicinal  preparations  369?.,  oils  603/.,  per- 
fumery, cosmetics,  etc.,  133/.,  common  soap  1,393/.,  and 
spices  and  turmeric  31/.  The  imports  for  the  quarter  were 
valued  at  739,913/.,  a  decrease  of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
million  on  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  In  the  nine 
months  they  were  valued  at  2,393,147/.,  as  compared  with 
2,727,740/.  last  year.  The  imports  for  the  longer  period 
include  acetic  acid  11/.,  drugs  and  chemicals  13,907/.,  ex- 
tracts and  essences  1,341/.,  medicinal  preparations  9,567/., 
essential  oils  103/.,  other  oils  15,377/.,  perfumery,  cosmetics, 
etc.,  2,405/.,  common  soap  14,053/.,  spices  and  turmeric  659/. 

Treatment  of  Lepers.- — A  correspondent  writes  :  I  have 
read  with  interest  Mr.  Jonathan  Hutchinson's  letter  in  the 
"  Times"  of  May  26  on  the  Bloemfontein  lepers.  Anyone 
who  has  not  a  personal  acquaintance  with  the  uneducated 
Dutch  people  at  this  Colony  will  perhaps  think  these 
people  are  somewhat  badly  treated  in  being  isolated  and 
sent  to  Robbin  Island.  Without  touching  upon  the  point 
as  to  whether  leprosy  is  contagious,  I  would  say  that  any 
idea  of  allowing  the  friends  of  a  leper  to  come  frequently 
into  contact  with  him  is  utterly  impossible.  The  unedu- 
cated Dutch  have  very  little  idea  of  either  hygienic  or  sani- 
tary conditions  as  understood  by  the  general  public,  and 
when,  as  at  the  present  time,  there  are  families  living 
together  in  one  miserable  tent,  both  sexes  and  all  ages 
mixed  up  together,  all  right-thinking  people  will  support 
the  authorities  in  separating  all  the  cases  of  leprosy. 

Medical  Act  Cases. — The  prosecution  of  Miss  Meumuir 
jit  Ladybrand  (see  O.  &  D.,  June  24,  p.  956)  under  the 
Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance  has  ended  in  an  ac- 
quittal. Miss  Meumuir  is  a  nurse,  and  in  the  course  of 
her  practice  as  a  midwife  has  to  examine  women  as  to 
their  condition.  The  Public  Prosecutor  argued  that  in 
possessing  anything  in  the  way  of  medicines  the  accused 
was  committing  a  grave  breach  of  the  law  of  the  Orange 
River  Colony.  Accused  replied  that  according  to  the  terms 
of  her  midwifery  certificate  she  is  compelled  to  keep  her- 
self supplied  with  certain  drugs  and  instruments,  otherwise 
her  certificate  is  liable  to  be  cancelled.  Counsel  for  the 
defence  showed  that  there  has  been  trouble  between  the 
two  local  doctors  and  the  nurse,  which  had  probably  led  to 
the  action  being  brought. — At  Ladybrand  on  June  23,  a 
native,  William  Shano,  was  charged  with  contravening  the 
Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance  by  practising  as  a  native 
doctor.  Accused  was  called  in  by  a  native  women,  Martha, 
whose  child  was  sick.  Shano  made  an  incision  in  its  stomach 
and  rubbed  in  some  powder  contained  in  a  goathorn  which 
he  carried.  The  woman's  husband  paid  7s.  6d.  for  the 
medicine.  Accused  said  this  was  all  true,  but  that  he  was 
in  ignorance  of  the  law,  and  the  Magistrate  imposed  a  fine 
of  51.,  or  one  month's  hard  labour. 
Transvaal. 

Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board. — A  meeting  of  the  Board 
was  held  in  the  Board's  office,  Von  Brandis  Street,  Johannes- 
burg, on  Thursday,  June  22,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr 
J.  H.  Dinwoodie.  There  were  also  present  Dr.  J.  Van 
Niekerk,  Mr.  R.  Butters,  Mr.  W.  T.  Skinn,  Johannesburg ; 
Mr.  J.  R.  Jones,  Pretoria;  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  Boksburg; 
and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  A.  J.  Cameron).  The  form  of 
diploma  to  be  granted  to  successful  candidates  at  the  Board's 
recent  examination  was  discussed,  but  it  was  agreed  to  defer 
a  decision  as  to  the  design  until  next  meeting.  Applications 
for  registration  as  chemists  and  druggists  from  Messrs. 
C.  J.  E.  Hartshorn,  E.  S.  Francis,  and  P.  Whyte  were 
considered  and  approved.    The  Board  then  sat  in  camera. 

More  Russian  Slanders. — Continuing  his  letter  to  the 
"  Pharmatzevtitcheski  Journal"  (see  C.  &  D.,  July  8, 
p.  73),  the  Transvaal  Russian  pharmacist  who  signs  himself 
"  Ivan  Sachs  "  says  that  there  is  no  fixed  tariff  in  the  Trans- 
vaal, but  that  pharmacists  maintain  a  uniform  level  of 
prices.  There  are  very  few  rich  pharmacists,  but  they  can 
all  live  comfortably,  peacefully,  and  secure.    The  unfor- 


tunate part  of  the  pharmacist's  business  in  the  English 
Colonies  is  the  need  of  holding  a  very  heavy  stock  of  pro- 
prietary articles.  Some  chemists  hold  several  thousand 
pounds'  worth.  Pharmacists'  assistants  live  more  comfort- 
ably than  in  Russia.  There  is  no  night  work,  and  only 
25  per  cent,  of  the  Transvaal  pharmacists  have  sleeping 
accommodation  for  their  hands.  The  wages  of  an  assistant 
vary  between  17/.  10s.  and  30/.  per  month.  The  preference 
is  always  accorded  to  an  Englishman  over  a  foreigner.  ' '  I 
have  a  very  poor  opinion,"  continues  our  Musco- 
vite critic,  "of  the  English  pharmacist  assistants  in 
the  Transvaal.  During  a  course  of  three  years'  ex- 
perience as  a  manager  I  have  often  been  reduced 
to  complete  despair.  Generally  they  are  miserable 
drunks,  and  have  dirty  hands,  so  that  the  businesses 
without  care  on  the  part  of  the  managers  and  owners 
would  quickly  fall  into  bankruptcy."  After  detailing 
several  annual  expenses,  he  concludes  :  "  But  with  good  and 
careful  management  all  is  recouped.  It  is  only  unfortunate 
that  the  English  do  not  allow  Russian  pharmacists  to  prac- 
tise here.  If  they  were  chosen  in  place  of  the  English  it 
might  be  good  business  !  " 


PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF 
CAPE  COLONY. 

A  General  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Y.M.C.A.  Rooms,  Cape 
Town,  on  June  21,  the  President,  Mr.  James  Jones,  in  the 
chair.  There  were  present  Mr.  A.  J.  Rivett  (Lennon,  Ltd.), 
Mr.  George  Darroll  (member  of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy- 
Board),  Dr.  Froembling,  Mr.  H.  Cope  (Heynes,  Mathew  & 
Co.),  Mr.  A.  Mirrilees,  Mr.  W.  Aitken,  and  the  Secretary. 

The  minutes  of  the  Cape  Pharmaceutical  Benevolent  Fund, 
the  last  meeting  of  which  was  held  on  April  4,  1904,  were  read 
and  confirmed.  The  balance  in  hand  showed  96/.  4s.  lid.,  and 
it  was  decided  to  place  75/.  of  this  in  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
Savings-bank  on  deposit,  the  balance  to  remain  in  the  Stan- 
dard Bank  of  South  Africa,  Ltd.  The  management  committee 
is  to  consist  of  Dr.  Froembling  and  Mr.  E.  L.  Railing,  with 
the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Society  as  members  ear 
officio.  Calls  on  the  fund  have  been  very  few,  and  in  the  last 
case  of  relief  the  amount  was  refunded,  the  receiver  having 
found  employment. 

The  Secretary  next  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  general 
meeting.  These  occupied  several  pages,  and  perhaps  the 
Society  has  never  before  been  treated  to  such  a  lengthy  record 
of  its  business  at  any  one  time.  An  informal  discussion  took 
place  over  the  recent  case  of  Rex  v.  Jensen,  and  the  short- 
hand notes  of  the  trial  were  recorded.  The  question  of 
chemists  being  called  upon  to  pay  a  general  dealer's  licence  as 
well  as  a  chemist's  licence  if  they  sell  goods  other  than  those 
strictly  associated  with  a  drugstore  was  gone  into.  A  repre- 
sentative of  a  wholesale  firm  said  that  an  official  of  the  Govern- 
ment had  not  only  asked  for  a  general  dealer's  licence  to  be 
taken  out  for  1905,  but  also  wanted  payment  for  1904.  He  was- 
afraid  that  they  would  have  to  pay  up  for  the  present  year, 
seeing  that  they  sold  photographic  goods,  but  he  knew  firms- 
in  Cape  Town  who  had  stated  that  they  would  not  pay,  as 
they  considered  it  an  injustice.  If  the  Government  persist  in 
wanting  the  money  for  1904,  then  he  was  not  prepared  to  say- 
just  what  action  his  firm  would  take,  but  the  matter  would 
pass  out  of  their  hands  for  adjustment.  The  Secretary  pointed 
out  that  the  chemist  who  was  recently  prosecuted  in  the 
Colony  for  not  having  a  general  dealer's  licence  sold 
groceries ;  in  fact,  kept  a  general  store  as  well  as  a  chemist's 
shop.  A  member  stated  that  most  up-country  chemists  sell 
tobacco,  cigars,  pipes,  etc.  After  a  somewhat  mixed  dis- 
cussion, the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  ascertain  what 
demands  are  being  made  on  the  trade  in  connection  with 
this  matter,  and  chemists  are  requested  to  notify  what 
licences  they  are  asked  to  take  out  in  the  different  districts, 
so  that  the  Society  can  deal  with  the  subject  at  an  opportune 
moment  in  the  future,  should  it  present  itself.  A  letter 
was  received  from  Thomas  Powell,  Ltd.,  London,  stating  that 
Powell's  balsam  does  not  contain  any  scheduled  poison.  It  was 
recorded.    The  proceedings  then  terminated. 


The  exports  of  raw  lime-juice  from  Dominica  during  1904 
amounted  to  234,972  gals.  (6,853/.),  against  129,316  gals. 
(4,849/.)  during  1903 ;  and  of  concentrated  juice  83,727  gals. 
(17,792/.)  was  exported,  against  66,700  gals,  in  1903. 

According  to  the  American  Consul  at  Mannheim,  a  law 
came  into  effect  at  the  beginning_  of  this  year  in  the  Grand' 
Duchy  of  Baden,  enacting  a  special  tax  on  the  annual  sales 
of  departmental  stores,  but  the  general  opinion  is  that  it  will 
do  little  to  check  their  growth,  which  is  the  object  of  the  tax..

Regulations  for  the  Keeping,  Dispensing,  and  Selling  of  Poisons. 


Begulation  1. — That  in  the  keeping  of  poisons  each  bottle, 
vessel,  box,  or  package  containing  a  poison  be  labelled  with 
the  name  of  the  article,  and  also  with  some  distinctive  mark 
indicating  that  it  contains  poison. 

Regulation  2. — Also  that  in  the  keeping  of  poisons  each 
poison  be  kept  on  one  or  other  of  the  following  systems, 
viz. : 

(a)  In  a  bottle  or  vessel  tied  over,  copped,  locked,  or  other- 
wise secured  in  a  manner  different  from  that  in  which  bottles 
or  vessels  containing  ordinary  articles  are  secured  in  the  same 
warehouse,  shop  or  dispensary  ;  or 

(6)  In  a  bottle  or  vessel  rendered  distinguishable  by  touch 


from  the  bottles  or  vessels  in  which  ordinary  articles  are  kept 
in  the  same  warehouse,  shop,  or  dispensary  ;  or 

(c)  In  a  bottle,-  vessel,  box,  or  package  kept  in  a  room  or 
cupboard  set  apart  for  dangerous  articles. 

Begulation  3. — That  in  the  dispensing  and  sellingjof  poisons 
all  liniments,  embrocations,  lotions,  and  liquid  disinfectants 
containing  poison  be  sent  out  in  bottles  rendered  distinguish- 
able by  touch  from  ordinary  medicine-bottles,  and  that  there 
also  be  affixed  to  each  bottle  (in  addition  to  the  name  of  the 
article,  and  to  any  particular  instructions  for  its  use)  a  label 
giving  notice  that  the  contents  of  the  bottle  are  not  to  be 
taken  internally.

Canadian  IRotes. 

(From  our  owm  Correspondent.) 


Edmond  Giroux,  of  the  city  of  Quebec,  one  of  the 
pioneers  of  the  Quebec  Pharmaceutical  Association,  died  on 
July  7,  at  his  residence  in  that  city,  in  his  seventy-fifth 
I  year.  He  had  been  in  business  for  over  fifty-five  years 
continuously.  On  his  retirement  a  few  years  ago  he  became 
President  of  the  Bank  of  Quebec.  His  son,  Edmund  Giroux, 
is  the  only  member  of  the  family  left  in  the  drug-business, 
and  he  is  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Association  of  the  province  of  Quebec.  The  deceased  was 
a  worthy  citizen,  and  was  much  respected. 

Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Quebec. 
At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  of  this  Association, 
held  on  Wednesday,  July  5,  the  following  officers  were 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year  :  President,  J.  E.  Tremble ; 
First  Vice-President,  A.  E.  Duberger ;  Second  Vice-Presi- 
dent, J.  E.  Dube;  Treasurer,  W.  H.  Chapman;  Secretary- 
Registrar,  E.  Muir.  The  appointment  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  created  a  great  deal  of  surprise,  as  after  the 
appointment  it  was  found  that  only  two  members  who  have 
been  examiners  for  some  years  past  were  retained — viz., 
R.  W.  Williams  and  Alex.  B.  J.  Moore.  The  complete  new 
Board  of  Examiners,  with  their  subjects  for  1905-6,  is  now 
as  follows  :  R.  W.  Williams,  botany ;  Alex  B.  J.  Moore, 
pharmacy ;  Henri  Lanctot,  practical  chemistry ;  -E.  Vad- 
boncoeur,  materia  medica;  L.  G.  Ryan,  chemistry;  and 
Joseph  Bou,  dispensing.  The  next  examinations  will  be 
held  in  the  city  of  Quebec  on  September  25  and  subsequent 
five  days,  and  at  Montreal  in  the  following  April.  The 
chemists  of  the  province  of  Quebec  learn  that  it  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  the  standard  of  their  examinations  is  as 
high  as,  if  not  higher  than,  any  on  the  American  continent, 
and  they  feel  proud  that  it  is  so.  They  would  like  it  to 
be  understood  by  the  chemists  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
that  they  do  not  exchange  their  diploma  with  any  other 
College.  There  is  hardly  a  meeting  of  the  Board  that  there 
is  not  a-  request  from  some  certificated  chemist  from 
England,  Scotland,  or  Ireland  for  registration  on  the 
strength  of  his  Old  Country  diploma.  It  may  also  be  said 
that  the  question  of  reciprocity  was  taken  up  between  the 
Association  of  Quebec  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  four  or  five  years  ago,  and  the  latter  stated 
that  it  could  not  see  its  way  to  exchange ;  naturally  the 
Quebec  Association  refuses  to  accept  the  certificates  of  other 
bodies.  The  number  of  applications  for  registration  from 
Great  Britain  led  to  the  question  of  reciprocity,  so  it  is  just 
as  well  for  future  applicants  to  know  that  they  would  have 
to  undergo  examination  in  Quebec  in  the  regular  way.  But 
the  College  of  Pharmacy  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  the  probabilities  are 
that  the  students  will  have  a  new  and  better  appointed 
College  in  the  near  future. 

Saccharin  Exports  from  Germany. — The  report  for  1904 
of  the  Saccharin  Works  Co.  (late  Fahlberg,  List  &  Co.),  of 
Salbke-Westerhusen,  which  was  formed  in  1902  with  a 
capital  of  150,000?.,  states  that  business  has  not  yet  re- 
covered from  the  heavy  blow  struck  by  the  Artificial 
Sweetener  Act.  As  a  result  of  the  facilities  afforded  by  the 
Government  for  the  export  trade,  it  has  certainly  been 
possible  for  the  company  to  somewhat  increase  the  foreign 
sales  of  saccharin,  but  the  inland  sale  and  forwarding 
regulations  have  so  prejudiced  the  business  in  Germany  that 
no  profitable  results  have  been  obtained,  and  the  full  advance 
of  the  Imperial  Government  has  had  to  be  claimed.  The 
company  is  now  negotiating  with  the  Government  with  a 
view  to  a  more  satisfactory  regulation  of  the  question  of 
compensation.  The  accounts  for  the  year  show  that  the 
sum  of  15,000?.  was  received  from  the  Government  as  com- 
pensation, as  compared  with  11,250?.  in  1903.  The  final 
result  of  the  year's  trading  is  represented  by  net  profits 
amounting  to  5,293?.,  as  against  10,928?.  in  1903,  when  the 
entire  surplus  was  placed  to  the  reserve  fund  ;  on  the  present 
occasion  the  exact  appropriation  of  the  profits  is  not  recorded 
in  the  report.  As  far  as  the  present  year  is  concerned,  the 
report  states  that  the  stocks  of  saccharin  have  almost  been 
cleared,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  restart  the  factory, 
which  ceased  operations  as  far  back  as  September,  1903.
